I. Strange were the-Adventures of Chriſtopher Co.um- 
bus, who diſcavered a'New Worid in the laſt Age, whizh 
15 now called 4merica; He, was born at New in the 
Seizniory of Genoa, who being a man of excellent A- 
bilities 3 and-bora to undertake great matters, couid 
not perſwade himſelf, bur that, confidering the Mo- 
tion of che Sun, there muſt needs he another World 
ro which that Glorious -Planet- did impart both his 
Life, and Heat, when he went from us; This World 
he purpoſed ro ſeek after, and in 1435 hediſcovered 


his Deſign to the State of Genoa, who rejecting his. 


Propoſals, he fent his Brother Bartha/omew to Ring 
Hey the ſeventh of Enptand, x/ho in his Voyage hb 
ther unhappily fell into the hands of Pz rates, by whom 
| he vas long kept Priſoner, bur having ar laſt obtained 
his Liberty, he repaired to the Court of England, 
where he "found ſuch cheerful entertainment ar the 
hands of that King, that Chrifteph4 Columbus was ſent 
for to come thirther alſo ; But Chriſtophey nor know- 
ng of his Brothers Impriſonment, and not hearing 
from him, conceived the offer of his ſervice 'to have 
been neglefted; ant - thereupon made his deftres 
known ar the Court of *C4fil?, where after many de- 
lays,. and fix-years attendance upon the bufineſs, he 
wasat laſt furniſhed wirh three ſhips only, and thoſe 
not for Conqueſt but Diſcovery. 

With this ſmall ftrength he failed on the Ocean 
ſixty dayes, and yet coult>ſee no land, fo that the 


diſcontented Spaniards began tro Mutiny, and refuſed. 


to move a foot forward ; Juft at which time it hap- 
ned that Columbus diſcerned the Cloads to carry a 
clearer colour than they did before, and therefore 
mrreated them to expe& only three- davs longer, in 


which time, if they ſaw not Jand he promifed to re- 
rurn 3 Toward the end of the third day, one'of the 


Company delſcried Fire, which was an evident _

that they drew near to ſome ſhore ; The place they 
diſcovered was an Iſland on the Coaft of Florida cal- 
led by Columbus St, Salvador z Having Landed his 
Men, he canſed a Tree to be cur down, and made a 
Croſs thereof which he ſer up near the place where he 
came on Land, and by that Ceremony took Poſleſti- 
on of the New World for the Kings of Spain, Ocfos. 
11.1452, Afﬀerwards he diſcovered and took Poſ- 
ſcfſ;on of Hiſpanio/a, and with much Treature and 
Conrent returned to S94in, and was preferred by 
the King for this'gocd ſervice, firſt ro be Admiral of 
the Indies; and in concluſion to the Title of the Duke 
De 12 Vega in the Ifand of Famaira; the next year he 
was furniſhed with 18 Ships for further Diſcovery 3 
In this ſecond Voyage he diſcovered the Iſlands of 
Ciba and Famaica , and built the: Town of 1/a5:!/z, 
after cal ed Domingo in Hiſpaniola , from whence for 
fome” ſeveritics uf=d againft the mutinous Spanizrd's 
he was ſent Prifoner to Caſtile, but very honourably 
pad cleared from all Crimes 1mpured to - 

im, 

In 1497, he began his third Voyage , in which 
he diſcovered the. Countries of Parja and Cumana on 
rhe firm Land, with the Iſlands of Cubagna afnd- Mar- 
garita, and many other Iflands, Capes, and Provinces 
In 1500 he began his fourch and laft Voyage, in the 
courſe whereof coming to Hiſpanio/a, he was unwor- 
thily denied entrance into rhe Ciry of Domingo, after 
which (cowring the Sea-coaſts, he returned back to 
Cuba and Famaica, and from thence to Spain, where 
fix years. after he died,” and! was buried Honourably 
at S?r21,. where ro this day an Epitaph remainech on 
his Tomb, far ſhort. of His Merit, which 4s to this 
purpoſe. TY

And yet I greater matters lift behind 
For men of more means, and a brautr mind. 


Columbus dying left two Sons behinds him, of whicks 
the youngeſt called Ferdinand died unmarried, the. 
eldeft named Diego, ſucceeded his Father in the 
Admiralty of the Indies, and the Dukedom of Vega, 
and married the Duke of 4/va's Daughter, but ha- 
ing tio iſſue by her, he ſpent the greateſt part of: his 
Eſtate in Founding a famous Library in Sevil,. which 
he furniſhed with Twelve thouſand Volumes, and en- 
dowed with a libcral Revenue to maintain the, ſame z. 
But though his Family be extinR, | yet his fame ſhall. 
live renowned to all poſterities, as the firſt diſcover- 
er of this New World, and conſequently the greateſt. 
' and moſt Fortunate Advancer of the Spaniſh. Monar- 
chy, though. in his life-time ſo. envied and maligned- 
by moſt '6f the Spaniards, that Bobadilia being-lent, 
Into thoſe. parts for redreſs of Grievances, loaded him 


with Irons , and returned him Priſoner; into Span; 


Nor did they only endeavour to deprive him of the. 
honour of this Diſcovery after his Death ,..by pre- 
_ tending that He had ſeen; the Charts and Deſcriptions. 
of ſome unknown Spaniard, hiic in. his Life-time they, 
would often fay, That it ma 2 watter of no ſucb difficul- 

ty to have found theſs Countrits. and. that if- he bad not. 

done it then, ſome: body ſe lg Fave. done it for, him 5: 
Eut he confuted their peeviſhnels by this modeſt Ar- 
tifice, defiring ſome of them.who had 1aſolently e- 
nough contended wich him abour this Diſcoyery to 
make an Egg ſtand*firmly upon one of its'ends, which 
when after many Triaſs they could not do; he gently 
Lcuifing one end; of jt, made 13 ſtand upright, letting 
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. Diſcoveries and Events, 5 
them ſee thereby without any further reprehenſion3 
how eaſi2 ir js to do that thing which we ſee ano” 
tier do before us.

Il. Columbys having ous led the way, was ſecond- 
ed by Amnwicis Vipuſus, an adventurous Florentine, 
employed therein by Emanaet Ring of Portugal in 1501 
on a deſign ro find out a nearer wary to the Mo!ucca's 
thaa by the Cape of Good Hope; who though he paſſed 


ro further than the Cape, without having ſo much as. 


a ſzghr of the great River De /z Pl2tz, which waſhed 
the Sourh parts of that Countrey, yet from him (to 
the great iniury and neglect of the firſt Diſcoverer) 
the Con:inent or Main Land of this Country hath the 
name of America, by which it is ſtill known and 
commonly called ; To him fucceeded Fohn Cabot a 
Vene:.an_1n the behalf cf King Henry the Seventh of 
En2/and , who diſcovered all rhe North-Eaſt Coaſts 
thereof. from the Cape of F/orida in the South to New- 
ftoound:ianiin the North, cauting the American Royalers 
or -[ittle- Kings..ro turn Romagers ro the King aud 
Crown :of "England. Afrer whom there followed di- 
vers private Adventurers and Underrakers out of all 
parts of Europe nordering on the Ocean; Ferdinands 
Maeellanus was the firſt that comoaſſed the whole 
World, and found the South paſſage calied Fretun 


Magellanicum , or the Magellun Streights to this day. '

. TIE. Burthe moft famous of all the Spaniards (as I 
ſuppoſe ſaith P. Jovius) for the Diſcovery of New 
Lands and People, was Ferdinanudo Corteſius, Or Car- 
ti, to whom the Spaniards ſtand indebted for the 
K1i:.pdom of Mexico; he was born in Med?/izea Tawn 
of Efiremadura in Spain 1425, and in tne 19 year of 
his Age, employed himſelf in the Trade and buſt- 
neis of America for the improvement of his Fortune 
In 1511, he went as Clerk to the Treaſurer for the 
Ile of Cuba, where he fo well husbanded his Aﬀairs 
by carrying over Kine, Sheep and Mares, and bring- 
2ag Gold for them in Exchange, that in fhort _ 
As c 


ud

he very 'much improved his flock-, and now: refoly* 
ing to venture all his Credit both- in Friends and Mo- 
ney, he furniſhed himſelf with eleven Ships, and with 
$55 Men, fer fail from Spain, and arrived ar the 
Iflind of Santa Cruce, and failing up the River Tabafso 
jacked the Town of Ponteicon, the Inhabitants refu-- 


{1ng to fel] him Vicuals;. Afer this, by the help of 


his Horſe ard Ordinance, he diſcomnred forty Thou- 
ſand of the naked T4ians, who were gathered toge- 
th:r to revenge themſelves for. the plundering their 
Town; he then received the King thereof in Vallal- 
lage to the Crown of Spain. 

Being rold that Weſtward he ſhould meer with 
ſome Mfncs of Gold ,- he turned his Courſe for 
the Haven of St. 7e»n de Uiloa, where latiding he 
was entertained by the Governour of Montezuma King 
of X:zico, who underſtanding of his coming , and 
that he was. a Servant of ſo Great an Emperor as 
Charles. the Fifth, he ſent hin many rich Preſents 
borh of Gold and Silyerz Corte inflamed ar the 
frgit-rhereof, reſolved to go umo the place where- 
ſuch Treaſures were, and took Poſſeflion of the 
Countrey in the Name of Charles the Fifth King of 
Spain, and Emperor of Germany ; and building there 
the Town De la Crux, he left 150 of his mtn therein, 
and attended- with only 400 Foot, 15 Horſemen , 
and 6 pieces of Ordinance, he purſued. his Enter. 
prize, and having cunningly -gained to his aſliſtance 
thoſe of Zempoallan, Tiajrala, who were HI atictted to 
Montequma, he marched on toward Mexico, plundring 
in his way the Town of Cholola confiſting of Forty 
Thouſand Houſhol:is ; He was kindly received into 
Mexico by the aftrighted King, whom he cauſed ro ac- 
knowledge himſelf a Vailal ro Spain, and to preſent 
him in the name of a Tribute with. fo much Trea- 
ſure as amounred ro an hundred and threefcore rhou- 
ſand Caiidlirs of Gold. A quarrel growing not long 
afrer, the S7:niards were driven our of the Towrr, 
But Cyrtcy aided with the whole Forces ofthe Tiaf- 
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Diſcoveries and Events, 7 


ealans, and .a recruit of more Spaniards, ſent thither 
(upon a defign againft himſclf) he made up an Army 
cf an hundred thouſand Indians, goo Sparih Foor, 
80 Horſe,. 175 pieces of Ordnance, and having wich 
great diligence made ready a Navy of 13 Gallicts, 
and 6000. Canoes or Boars, he laid fiege ro Mexico 


by Sea and Land, wherein the Admirable Courage 


of that Ring 1s:very remarkable, for having for three 
Months moſt valiantly defended the City, and er- 
dured therein all manner of zjnconveniences, he was 
At the taking thereof unhapptly-:delivered up alive 
into the hands of the Spaniards his Enemies , upon 
condition to be uſed as became a King, during his 
Impriſonment he ſaid or did nothing but whar be- 
came that Title, but -afrer the Vitory , the Spaniards 


'not finding that quantity of Gold which they had 


promiſed themſelves, though they had lefr no place 
unſearcht to diſcover it, they then"proceeded by tl ce 
moſt cruel and horrible Tortures, to force thoſe Pi1- 


Toners they had taken to confeſs where they had hid 


It, 

But unable to prevail this way, finding the Ind:- 
ans hearts more ſtrong than their Torments, they 
thereby grew fo inraged, that contrary to all Law 
of Nations, and again{t their felemn Vows and Pro- 
miſes,they condemned the King himſclf.and one of the 
chiefeft Princes of his Court to the Rack in the frghr 
of each other; the Prince bzing encompaſſed with 
hot burning Coais, ard being over come with the ex- 
rraordinary Torment, at laſt turned his dying Eves 
1n a moſt lamentable manner roward his Mafter, as 
if he begg:d his Pardon that he could endure the 
pain no longer; The King (fixing his Eyes fercely 
upon him, ſeemed to upbraid him with puſillanimi- 
ry and want of Courage; and with a ſtern and ſetled 
voice ſpoke thus ro him, Woat ? Suppoſeſi thou that TI 
am in a cold Bath? Am I at more p than thou art ? 
Whereat the miſerable Prince immediately fainted 
under the Torture, and gave up the ghoſt. x he

King being half roſted was' carried away, not fo 
much for pity, for what” Compathon could enter 1n- 
to ſuch Barbaroys wretches,- who. only upon ſuppo- 
{ing to get ſome odd Veſlel:or piece of Ga:d, would 
broyl a Man to death before their Eyes; and not 
only a Man, bur a King, and a King of ſuch mighty 
Grandure-and Renown ; but becaufe His undaunted 
conſtancy baſtled their inhuman Crueltes, they after- 
ward hanged him for Couragiouſly attempring by: Arms 
to.dehver himſelf. from his-long Captivity and: miſera-» 
ble ſubje&ion ;' and thus he ended his wretched Hfe., 
Wonderful even to amazement was the Magnificence 
of the famous Cities of Cuſco, and Mexico, and ad- 
mirable the Curiofiries of this King , who had all 
the Trees, Fruits, Herbs. Plants according to their 
Order and full bigneſs in the Garden, moſt Arrtifict- 
Ily framed in Gold; He had likewiſe in his Cabmet 
all the living Creatures that Þis Countrey or: his 
Seas produced, caſt in Gold, beſides abundance of 
exquitite works in Precious Stones, Feathers, ©. ot- 
ren, and Painting, After a fiege of three Months 
Mexico was Taken, Plundered and Burnt, 41g. 13. 
1521. but afterward rebuiſt more beautifully than 
before, and thus fell this mighty Kingdom into the 


- handsof the Spaniards, by the Valour and good For- 


rune of Corte; a private Adventurer, who was rewar- 
ded for that Service by Charles the Fifth, with many 
fair Eſtates in the Province of Mexico, and dignified 
with the .Tatle of Marqueſs de Valla, Moitaignt's 
Eſſays. Ltb. 3. 

' IV. Frances Pizarro, a Perſon of mean Birth, but 


.of an Adventurous Nature, ſubdued the moſt Po- 


tent and Flourifhing Kingdom of Pe in America, 
and made it a Member of the Spanih Empire. He 
was born in a Village in Vavarre, aiul by the poor 
Whore his Mother laid in the Church-porch, and fo 
left ro Divine Providence, by whote direRion- (there 
being none found that would give him the Breaſt) 
he was nouriſhed by ſeveral days by ſucking- of a

Sow ; Art laſt one Gonſalzs a Souldier acknowledged 
him for his Son, pur him to Nurſe, and when he 
was ſomewhat grown ſer him to. keep his Swine, 
ſome of which being ſtrayed , the Boy durſt not for 
ſear return home, but betook himſelf ro his heels, 
ran to Sevil, and there Shipped himſelf for Americas 
where by ſeveral Adventures growing rich, he Afſo- 
ciated himſelf with Oizgo de Almagre, and Fernando Lu- 
6G4es Aa rich Prieſt who berwixt them raiſed 220 Soul- 
diers, and in 1525 went to ſeek their Fortunes on 
thoſe Southern Seas, which Balboa had before diſco- 
vered; After divers repulſes at his Landing, and 
ſome hardſhip hich he had endured; Pizarro at Jaſt 
happened to take. ſome of the Inhabitants of Perz 
priſoners,of whom he learnt the wealth of the Coun- 
trey, and thereupon returning to Spary, he obtained 
that Kings Commiſſion for the Conqueſt of jr, ex- 
cluded his companions our of the Patent, but taking 
in Almagro of his own accord. Thus furniſhed, he 
Landed in Per: again, at ſuch time as the Wars 


- grew hot betwixt two Brethren for the Kingdom, 


and taking part with the YaQion of Guaſcar the elder 
Brother, he marched againft Atabaliba the younger, 
whom he met with in the Plains of Caxamaia, where 
he had appointed an Enterveiew upon pretence of 
Friendſhip to parly with the King, | 

Atahaliba came with Twenty five Thouſand un- 
armed men in Oftentation of his greatneſs, and with- 
out any defign of making refiſtance , of which this 
treacherous Pizarro, taking the advantage , picked 
a quarrel with him, and ſuddenly charged 'upon him 
with his Horſe , and Ordnance, ſlaying his Guard 
without reſiſtance, and coming near the Kings Per- 
ſon, who was carryed upon Mens Shoulders upon 


Rafters or Beams of Mafly Gold, in a Chair of State 
- alfo all of Gold, they killed ſeveral of the Rearers to 


make him fall, endeavouring ro take him alive, but

'Treafures here gotten were ſo preat; that beſides rhe 
-fifth part which Pizarro ſent ro the Emperonr , and 
;that which Pizarro, and his Brethren kept to them- 
ſelves, every Footman had 45 Thouſand 200 Duckets, 
and every Horſeman twice as much for their part 
.of the Spoil, -beſides what they had gotten by way of 
Plunder ; But 'Vengeance purſued theſe horrid Mur- 
.therers (though the Spaniards put many fair pretences 
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upon their ASions) few of the greateſt undertakers 
going to the Grave 1n” peace, for all that were con- 
1ſenting or acceſlary to the death of tins King came to 
wretched ends, but eſpecially his four Brethren, Fer- 
\dinandi, Gonſal, John, . Martin of Alcantara, and Diego 
of Aimagro, who as they were principal in the Agi- 
ons ſo were they in the puniſhment; and firſt Fobn 
Pizarro was ſurprized in the City of Cuſco, and flain 
by ſome of King Atbaliba's Souldiers; then there 
happened ſuch differences berween Franczs Pizarro 
and Almagro, that after they had: waſted this rich 
Country of Pery, | and divided the Spoil among 
them, yer they deſtroyed one another 5 for Pizarro 
envying Almagro for being Governour of Cyſco and 
not himſelf, ſent his Brother Ferdinand to Challenge 
him, who was ſo fortunate as to rake A!magro Priſo- 
ner, and delivered him bound to Franczs his Brother, 
who cauſed him to be ſtrangled privately in Priſon, 
and afrerward. publickly beheaded. Ferdinand was 
after ſent to Spain with a great Maſs of Gold to clear 
himſelf of the death of Almagro, yet could. not fo 
well juſtifie himſelf, but that all his Treafure was 


:ſeized.and himſelf ſecretly made away in Priſon. Soon 


after this, the kindred and friends of Almzgro (whoſe 
Eſtate Prarro had" ſeized) conſulted with Don Dizgo 
Almagro his Son to revenge the death of his Father ; 
Twelve of tkem undertook the bufinefs, who com- 
ing into Francis Pizarrg's houſe at Lina (he being 
then Marqueſs and Governour of Per) they ſudden- 
ly broke into ir, and immediately killed a Captain 
who guarded the enirance of the Hall and Martin of 
Alcantara, fo that he fell dead at his Brother the Mar- 
pr my his Feet,z who though he ſaw his men thus 

ain before his eyes, and himſelf lefr alone 1n che 
midft of his Enemies, yet he ſtill made a ſtour des 
fence, till all falling upon him at once, he was ftab- 
bed into the Throat, and died. Laſtly, Gonſal had his 
nead cut off by the Emperours Command, and thus 
finithed they their wretched days arſwerable to their 
cruel Deſerts, B 2 Thus 
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Thus have we ſeen the deplorable Ends of Two 
of rhe moſt mighry and glorious Monarchs of this 
New World, 'and paradventure of all our Weſtern 
Parts, who were Kings over ſo many Kingdoms 
And theſe are the curſed Fruits of Covetouſneſs and 
Ambition , for which ſo many goodly Cities were 
ruined and deſtroyed, ſo many Nations made deſo- 
late, ſach infinite Milſions of harmleſs innocent peo- 
ple of all! Conditions, Sexes and Ages: wofully Maſſa- 
cred and Murdered, and the richeſt, faireſt, and beſt 
part of the World turned to a Field of Blood; And 
rhcugh we have the Vanity to call thoſe Nations 
Bat barous, who are not ſo wickedly knowing as oar 
ſelves, yet the ingenious diſcourſe and Replies of 
rheſe naked Americans, ſhew that their Honeſty, Truth 
and Integrity have been the chief occaſions of ex- 
poſing them to the Slavery. and Barbarity of theſe 
wicked Treackerous and Idolatrous Spanjh Chriſti- 
ans; of which ir may not be amiſs to give the fol-

Gold they had but little, and that it was a thing they very 
little valued as being utterly unprofitable for the ſervice of 
their lives , whereas all thur care was to paſs their time 
h2þpily and pleaſantly, and therefore what guantity ſoever - 
they (Aould find of it, except what was empioysd in the ſis- 
wvice of cheir Gods they (ould freely tabe itt ; As touching 
one on.:y God, the diſcourſe of him bad very well peleaſed 
then, but they were reſolved oy no means to change their - 
Religion, in which they had ſo long time lived ſo haphily 3 
neither indeed did they ule to tabe Advice or Council b.:t- 
from their Friends and Acquaintante; As concerning their 
high words, it was a ſizn of great wait of Judgment to 
threaten thoſe, whoje natave , condition, flrength and pow- 
tr was wtterly untnoru to them, And that therefore ©

tion from Learning which formerly I e{tcemed, that 
I could nor endyre the fight of a Book; My ENate 
being that of a younger Brother, and but very [mal], 
E was ound Apprentice to a Merchant in Lon49",. whn 


. after five years reſolved to ſend me as his Fator tp 


Smyrna, and other places within the Streights; Ar 
which time 1648, my Father dying, and my elder 
Brother being killed in our unhappy Troubles, thev 
lefr me an Eſtate «hich might have obliged me to hare 
kept. at home, had not the defire of ſeeing foreign 
Places, and the : vain glory of being called a Travel» 
ler, with my Maſtcrs Commands forced me abroad; 
Before I. went I fold part of my Eſtate; and bhonght 
a Cargo of Goods of above 2c00 pounds 5 with 
which and ſome Goods belonging to my Maſler [ 
imbarqued in the River of Thames in Fuly 1643 ina 
Veſſel of Hamburgh; the Wind favoured vs very much. 
out of the Channel, and though we met with contra» 
ry Gufts we reached Cape Sr. Vinc.rt in 20 days: 
deſigning to unload ſfoine goods at Ca/es; when we 
came near the Cape, we eſpied two hips to Winds 
draw makings toward us, upon which we cleared our' 
Decks , charged our Guns, and prepared all things: 
for our defence, ſome imagining them to be Fren:h, 
becauſe they put 'our French Colours, but when they 
-:me Within half a: League of us they difcovercd 
themſelves to ove Tiz55-men of War by their v.99dy Ca» 
fours, which they put out inſtead of the white z Then 
began our Captain to be amazed, our Company to 
be aftrighred, and every one to beſtir himſclt; I 05- 
ſerved: one fellow who before had ſome diſeaſe in his 
Legs and Hands, much like the Gout, which made 
him ' hitherto uſeleſs, yer now in danger he «kipped 
about, and handled the Guns as if nothing had:-ailed 
him. We had then aboard about an 100 men.,: with 
Paſſengers. of ſeveral Nations, and 3o great pieces 
of Ordnance, with other ſmall Guns. : 
About (even. Afternoon, the Tzres: overtaok us, 

3 Bug, and 
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and the foremoſt Veſſcl gave us a Broadfide, the 0- 
ther followed, and falured us in the ſame manner, and 
we returned chem the like, the Fight was furious and 
vioody for four hours our Men behaved themſelves 
gallantly, neither death nor weunds could force them 


from their Charge nor Poſts, ſowe when their Limbs: 


were all bruiſed , their Bones ſhattered , and their 
Bodies a!l torn with Splinters, did obſtinately continue 
to manage the Guns, every one reſolved to die with 
his weapons tn his hands rather than to ſhrink in the 
leaſt from the Fight. In this four hours we received 
near 50 Broadfides, and our Enemies were as obſti- 
nate as wez Our number at laſt was reduced tro eigh- 
teen men, moſt of them wounded ſo that we could: 
no longer reſiſt the Numbers, and Fury of our Ene- 
mies, who continued to pour ih upon us great and 
tmall Shor, and withal pur Ship was fhor through 
berween Wind and Water, which cauſed us to make 
bur weak reſtance, ard the Turks perceiving it, were 
afraid rhe Sea would ar laſt ſwallow us and deprive: 
them of rheir Booty, and therefore refolved to board 
us, grapling on borh ſides of us, and their men en- 
ging , bur we from our Fore-caſtle and Steerage 
with our Murdering Pieces forced them back again, 
at laſt for fear our obftinacy ſhould cauſe our Ship to 
fink under us, and deliver us into the hands of a 
more mercileſs enemy the raging Sea, we called for 
Quarter, which the Tubs willing!y gave, almoſt dif- 
pairing of Sucteſs; We found near 300 of our Men 
killed, my ſelf was ſhot through the right Arm, and 
the Enemies Ships were miſerably rent and torn ; One 
thing during the Fight I judged an 1]} Omen, that at 
a Broadfide, one great fhot was forced back again, 
and ſplit in pieces, which we conceived had mer with 
a more violent one that had driven it upon us; The 
Turks treated us more generouſly than we could ex- 
pet from Enemies whom we had angred by ſo long 
refſtance;- commending our Courage, and admiring 
our Reſolution, and when they faw the rich _—_— 

they 
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they had gained, they ſoon pardoned the injuries wE 
had done them, 

The Captains of the Turks called to me and the 
Skipper for our Bills of Lading, which we were for- 
ced to deliver ; I made ſome Refle&ions on my for- 
mer condition , and wiſhed my ſelf as poor as 7b 
upon a Chriſtian ſhore; Liberty was dear to me that 
was taken a Slave, I remembered then that excellenc 
advice, Truft not in uncertain riches; I then condem- 
ned the Joy I had felc for the rich Parrimony that was 
left me, and the earneſt deſire to ſee Foreign places, 
and ſorrowfully recalled to mind my former condicu- 
on , but all theſe Refle&ions and Regrers could not 
turn the Wind, nor ſtop our courſe towards Argitrs 
where we were next bound, for we Chriſtians who 
were left alive were diſpoſed into the Enemies Ships, 
and ſtripr of our beſt attire, which ſome luſty Rogues 
did us the kindneſs ro wear for our ſakes before our 
Eyes. The dead Bodies and thoſe patt Recovery 
were ſtripr naked and ſent ro feed Sharks, and other 
ravenous Fiſhes of the Sea, which we ſaw at that in- 
ſtant waiting as we thouphr, being it may be as ſen- 


| fible of dead Bodies amongſt us, as Vulrers, who in- 


theſe Countries conſtantly haver about a Houſe or 
Tent, witere fick people who will there infallioly die, 
are 1n hopes to enjoy the Prey, the dead Bodies be- 
ng expoſcd to that purpoſe ; we were uſed as civilly 
a Ship»oard as we could expeR from Turks, feeding 
with them on Garlick, Rusk , poor Fohn, Rice, and 
the like; I obſerved them very inquititive to examine 
us aparc about our qualities, and friends,. which we 
were forewarned of , and therefore I perſwaded all 
our Company to repreſent me as a poor Fellow, 
only intruſted by my Maſter, which ſatisfied chem, 
till by diſcourfe wich ſome Engliſh Renegadets, one of 
them ſulpe&ted me; after which they ſer- a higher 
value on me as expeQing a greater Ranſom ; we ſailed 
ato the Streights, and the next day Anchored iu the 
Bay of Argeirs ; ſome Officers chereot coming to take 
$$ 7 notice 
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notice of our number and the Price; One of them. 


was a CorniſÞþ man, who by his Apoſtacy had got great: 
wealth being a Trader in Slaves, well knowing hou to. 
make advantage by his own Nation; He inquired in 
what part of England we were born, but I. defired 
him as a- Countryman to.ſhew us ſome favour, and. 
buy us for himſelf which he promiſed-to do if we 
did give him hopes of returning our Money, to pre- 
vet as he ſaid cur falling into ſeverer hands to the 
endangering of our- lives, fince if we came on ſhore 
we ſhould be led to the Marker and fold like Horſes, 
. and might be bought by thoſe that would uſe us 1n- 


humanly, and exat from us the remainder of our - : 


Eſtates, but he being our Countryman would -be our 
Friend, and take no more for us than it coſt him if 
we would freely diſcover our ſelves to him; we with 
our Eyes: on each other diſcovered how inclinable 


we wereto- comply with him, though we were ſom-- |; 


thing Jealous. of this Tyrbs Faith, judging that he 


who was not true to his God, would ſcarce be fo to. 


us, Which we afterward found too true, for thoſe rhat 


were poor and had few friends were left to their ill f 


. Forrune, and rhe others the Owners ſer a high value 


on,. ſo that we repented our Credulity in-this Wretch, . | 


but nor agreeing on the price we were ſet on-ſhore. 


Great companies came. flocking to fee- us, upon- 


report of our Courage , ſome whoſe Relations had 
been ſlain, gave-us ſuch welcome as became the Cru- 
elty and Imperinency of. Heathens, loading us with 
Curſes and Imprecations, and inſulting ſtrangely 0- 
ver us, ſo that had we not been guarded,we had been 
torn in pieces ; a Spaniſh Renegado was ſo tranſport- 
ed with rage- for the loſs of his Comrade of the ſame 
Natiomz that he drew his-Cymeter, and begged Lt- 
- berty to ſacrifice one. of us. Pony to: pay his 
Ranſom, which being denyed, 

cut oft one of our Ears.it chanced hecame near one of 
us, and with a blow ſtruck- off part of the Cheek of 
8 G:rman, which he greedily ſwallowed down , af- 


e then defired only to - 
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firming, that he never taſted ſo ſweera Morſel in his 
dayes, fo ſtrangely had Vengeance pofſeſt him, that 
he deſired to feed upon us. Bur our keepers ſafely 
conveyed us into the City, where we found our 
Chains ready made waiting for us 3 Every. one of us 
had a ſtrong Chain abour 20, pound weight linked to 
our Legs, and tied to our Girdles, that if we did med!- 
tate an eſcape, it ſhould nor be without difficulcy, In 
this ſtrange Equipage we were conducted with our gin4 
gling Chains tothe-Kings Palace, much wondring what 
they intended to do with us ina placeof ſo much hon- 
our. We paſt the firſt Guard; and came into a ſpacious 
Court paved with Whicre Marble, whereof there is. 
great quantity near old Carthage or Tins in this 
Countrey, it was incloſed with a high brick Wall, 
wherein was a large Gate chequered with divers Co-" 
lours, which led us into a Great Hall, where. we .ftay- 
ed till the King of Argiers came co viſit uz, an honour 
we did not expet, bur ir ſeems *cis the Cuſtom * for 
him to view all the Slaves when they firſt land, . our 
of whom he chufes for himſelf che Tenth Perſon, 


_ and likewiſe one more whom he pleaſes -; we were 


placed round about the Hall ready for: his coming in, - 
which was not ſpeedily, for being about Noon,. he” 
had been Bathing himſelf, and, then raking anocher 
Recreation, which 1s uſual at -that. time of day in 
theſe hot Climates. Abour two a Clock in comes a 
luſty Othcer clothed in Scarter, with -a Rod -in his 
hand, and a great TurbAr about his head, who was 
the Kings Gentleman-Liſher, followed by f1x Perſons 
of good Meen and Appearance; armed with Scymis+ 
ters ; Next came a- Grave Fellow with a Turban al- 
moſt as big as our E121 half Buſhel, at one fide he 
had a fer of Diamonds which did ſparkle like his 
Eyes, his Garment was green, his Legs were bare, - 
and on his Feet he wore Sandals 3 we had time to 
obſerve him as he entred the door, for his. pace was 
flow and Grave, I could have: numbred 20 between 
every ſtep ; He marched in that manner to the m"_ 

end,” 
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end, where there was a Canopy of State over his 


Head, and two Turky Carpets with a large Damask 
Pillaw under him upon which he ſar; then the Own- 


ers of the Ships preſented themſelves before him, - 


kiſſing the Hem of his Garment, they diſcourſed a- 
mong themſelves abour an hour, and then preſented 
the K:ng (who only fate, all the reſt ſtanding abour 
him) with a conſiderable Preſent of Cloath and other 
rich Commodities; The King then viewedevery one 
of us with a Stern Countenance, and took notice of 
our Features and Starure, for the Turks are excellent 
in Phyfiognomy, and know a mans Temper and In- 
clinations art firft view as well as an expert Farrier 
does the good and ill qualities of a Horſe, which in- 
d-ed concerns thoſe who Trade in Slaves ; He caſt 
Jeſt upon every one, which gave the Company a 
great deal of Mirth, but encreaſed our fadneſs; He 


choſe out of the Company my ſelf, the Skipper, . | 


and a pretty ruddy German Boy , which I wondred 
at, ſince he could expe& no ranſome for him, bur I 
afrer underſtood the good old man was a great lover 
of his P.;exfures, and therefore pirched on him to 
give him ſome in his old Ape, a firange fancy poſ- 
ſefling the minds of all the Sothern People, fo that 
they burn with! the Fire which confamed Sodom and 
Gomorrah, 

I was glad to be in pofſeſſion of the King, hoping 
- to get my freedom, who inquiring of my quality, 
] told him I was a Cook, which he was glad of, as 
wanting one; bur I Horus a mad Cook, putting in 
ſomeriines Oyl inſtead of Vinegar, and Salt inſtead of 
Pepper, yer I handled my Meat ſo nimbly, that chey 
all believed I had been uſed to Cookery ; But I loſt 
my Place on this occafion; at a Feaſt my Maſter 
made, I had ſeveral ſorts of Fiſhes that I never ſaw 
before, the Liver of one had a very lothfome Taſte, 
I thought it good in the Sauce, and therefore I ſenr 
it up ſtrewed under the Fiſh, in a Diſh guarniſhed 
with Flowers; The Gueſt ſecjng (ach a pleaſant Ap- 
pearance, 


"* 
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pearance, expeRted the Fiſh to be extraordinary, 
aud prepared their Stomachs to feed thereon, neg-. 
leRing ochers much bercer , bur taſting the Sauce 
they rchought it a Sir-reverence, and all began to 
ſpew and ſpit. I angered the King ſo much with this 
Maſter-piece of Cookery, that he ordercd I ſhould 
receive ten Baſtinado's for my Sallary, I vainly pre- 
rending Tgnorance and our Countrey Faſhi.n, being 
forced ro-.endure it with patience 3 For this, and be- 


Ing ET of me about one of his Women, 


who was indeed very kind to me, he was reſolved ro 
part with me, and gave order I ſhould be led into 
the Market-place, and there Sold ; When I ſaw my 
ſelf with an ill-favoured Tire, leading me with a 
Chain like a Horſe or Bullock through the Streets, I 
began to lament my hard Fare, doubring what (urly 
Maſter I ſhoald have next 3 The Tirþ that led me, 
cried before me in Lingua Franca 3; Who will buy a 
Cbriſtian ? Who will buy a Chriftian ? It was a grievous 
change of Fortune to be reduced in one year from my 
Fathers Honourable Eſtate to the loweſt miſery even 
that of a Slave, to be ſold as a Beaſt in a ſtrange 
Countrey, where I had no Friends that durſt own 
me. Their manner of ſelling flaves is thus, They lead 
them up and down the Market, and when any bids 
Money, they cry,-4 Rache, a Racbe, that is, Here's ſo 
much money bydden, who bids more ? The buyers are very 
ſubtle, and firſt look inro their mourhs, and a ſtrong ſer 
of Grinders will much advance the price, arguing rati- 
onally, Thatthoſe who have no Teeth cannot ear, and 
they chat cannot eat cannot work, and therefore are 
not for their turn, nor their Money ; For they in- 
tend to keep them at hard meat all the year, and 
therefore it muſt not be Gums bur ſolid, and if poſ- 
fible caſe hardned Teeth that muſt chew it, and an 
Oſtriches Stomach to digeſtit; next they feel their 
Limbs, whether any FraQure or Diflocation, which 
will much lower the price; and therefore to be clean 
Limbed, cloſe Coupled, and well joynted, will ad-

the Kings Palace ; My loving Lady having employed - 


this Fellow to buy me for her Service, became very 


devout after my coming to that place, ſeldom miſling. . 
aday without coming to her Devotions at the Moſ-- 


quette, from whence there was a paſſage jnto _ 
Lo go 
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Lodpgings, © By this frequent and conſtant attendance 
at publick Prayer, ſhe purchaſed a. great eſteem with 
the People, anda favour with her Husband, and ever 
after ſhe was counted a Saint, I continued” her: Slave 
about two years, imploying my (ſelf in ſome- Slaviſh 
work, but not above meaſure, ſo that .I had opportu-- 
niry to view the City of 4rgiers, and took ſpecial no» 
ticeof many remarkable particulars. | 

Itis aCicy not fo large as populous, Fortified by 
Art and Nature, the Walls are ſixty foot high, and 
in ſome piaces 70 or 80 ; Built with ſquare Stones 
or Fiints about 12 foot broad; It is not above a mile 
round : On the Eaſt-fide, on the top of an high Hill- 
ſtands a ſtrong Citadel, very well Fortified, built at 
firſt by the Spaniards, having 40 or 50 pieces 'of Ord- 
nance, and Garrifoned by 300 Renegadoes. Ano- 
ther Caſtle ſomewhat leſs on the Weſt overlooks the / 
Town; There is a very commodious Mold in the Har- 
bour, able to contain above 200 ſhips 3 upon which 
ſtands a ſtrong Fort threatning deſtruQion to all Af- 
ſaillants Three Tyre of Guns beirg planted in it, the 
loweſt 1s level with the water; The Mold is ſocrooked 
that no ſhips can come in with full fail without rurn- - 
ing; fo that itis very difficult to break the Chain. - 
and enter by force ; This Neſt of Pyrates are very 
well prepared againſt the attempts of an enemy, none 
can hardly do them any injury either by Land or Sea; . 
ſo thar they retreat hither like wild bk OS 
Dens, to-enjoy their Thefts and Prey $ mM 15 
built on a Rock hard to be unaermined, The Em- 
peror- Charles the $gth. attempted to drive them our 
of their neſts, but in vain, though he came with a 
Navy by Sea, and a puiffant Army by Land to be- 
ftege the Town; The violence of -a Storm broke his 
veſſels to pieces, and forced him to raife the frege, 
with che loſs of: an roo ſhips, and many Thouſand 
men ; ſince which Argiers is much ſtronger and bet- 
ter Fortified daily, fo that unlet the Exropcar Princes: 
join together, or ſome powerful Monarch lay fiege-

nable unleſs by Famine. The' Houſes of the 
City are very vr ug and more beautiful within 
and without than jn other parts of Africa\; The 
greater |ye open in the middle with handſome Gal- 
leries and Turrets 3 ſeveral Moſquets are built for 
Publick Devotion, into which no Chriftian muſt en- 
ter unleſs he turn Tab, or elſe he will be burnt, or 
for handling the book of their Law before witneſs, or 
repeating their Prayer, Ila Alla Mahunet, ec. 

Ochers have a great Number of their Ta/ubs, or 
Religious men to read Publick Prayers, and others to 
expound the Mahumetan Law z Over all is placed a 
Marabut, who is to Judge matters of Equity berween 
Perſons; Beſides the King, and Baſhaw, the Lagaw 
is the next chief man in this City, who is the firſt 
Perſon of the Divan or Council, and General of the 
Armies abroad, under whom are the Chenſes like our 
Sheriffs or Juſtices of Peace 3 next are the Boulge- 
buſhes, like our Bailiffs, who are Servants to the Divar, 
and remain 3 years in their places going out after with 
the Armies as Comprrollers of the reſt. There are alſo 
other Buſhes, Captains and Officers of the Militia, who 
wear a badge of Honour on their heads, andare diſtin- 
ouiſhed from the reſt by their Turbant,which is wound 
about in the form of a Sugar-loaf, behind which a 
Redccofs falls down, and 1s a badge of their Office, 
which others muſt not wear, as the Red-ſcarf is a ſign 
of Command among Chriſtians ; 'In the Camp are 
other Great Oficers as Daventzes, Mouchees, &fc. 

An A:habaſha is an experienced man among them, 
who hath been in ſeveral Encounters, and commands 
a Party when it is ſeparated from rhe main Body ; He 
muſt be an old Man, and when he once comes to that 
Employment he can rife no higher, as other Officers 
can, Thereare moſt pleaſant Gardens and Orchards 
abour Argiers, and very good Corn upon the Hills 
near it, wich plenry of all chings but wine, which 1s 

forozdden to the Turks and Moors, yer thoſe of Ar- 
| ; giers, 
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giers, have not ſuch ſcrupulous Conſciences, but that 
they will be drunk with Wine when they take good 
ſtore- cf Prizes. Toward the Eaſt of the City is a 
very ſtrong Houſe builr, and ſome fouſdiers ro keep» 
Guard, it beipg the Publick Treaſury Houſe: wherein 
they every year caſt in vaſt ſums of Money accord- 
ing to their ſucceſs againſt the Chriſtians, which they 
never take out, io that its thoughr there are many . 


. Millions in that Hold ;z When the ſhips come in, 


there 1s alwayes ſomething for the Treaſury, and a 
good Portion for Mahomet, and thoſe thar read Pray- 
ers, which is put into the handsof a Treaſurer, whom 
if chey find ro have converted the lealt part thereof 
to his private uſe, he 1s cruclly put to deach in this 
manner , He is ſtripr naked, and at the door of the 
Marabut, he is impaled alive, thar is a ſtake is thruſt 
into his Fundament and driven leaſurely up through 
his Body ; In this manner he 1s: raiſed to the rop of 
the ſteeple of a Maſquet or Church, where he 1s ex- 
poſed ro publick view for three dayes, and then his 
body is carried out of the City to be given for food 
to the wild beaſts, and his Eſtate ſold for the benefic 
of the Religious men 3 There are excellent Orders to 
ſtir them up to their Worſhip, they are often called 
to Prayers that is inthe Morning, at twelve a Clock, 
at f5ur afrernoon, at Sun-ſerting, ar Twilight, and ar 
Midnight, ac all which times great numbers of al] ſorts 
reſort to their Moſquetts, and there in an humble man- 
ner on their Faces, pray to God and Mahomet 3 Thoſe 
that are negligent in coming to Prayers, are taken . 
norice of, and if formerly Chriſtians are excluded 
from all hopes of Imployment, and for the leaſt of- 
fence ſeverely Treated 3; The Ceremonies uſcd at 
Conſecrating their Prieſts are obſervable 3 The Fa- 
ther of the young man brings him before the Marabat, 
or Chief Prieſt,who fits in the Principal Moſquette of 
the City with a numerous attendance to he Witneſſes 
of his Dedication ro that Service, entring the place

for everz The Solemnity ends in Muſick and Danc-

- Many other particulars I obſerved during the Hap- 
py time of my Slavery, having hberty to walk up and 
down, my buſineſs and work being ouly to wait up- 
on my Lady atthe time of her Deyorions 3 Bur after 
two years ſhe departed this Life, leaving me ſuffi-1- 
Ent cauie to Lament 3 Another of the Kings Wives 
was ſuppoſed to have poyioned her, becauſe he had 
a greater love for her by reaſon of her conitant Z=-- 
votions than for the other 3 About fix months before 
Her Death, ſhe was brought to bed of a Girl ſome- 
what whiter than ordinary, which the old Fool 
thoughr himſelf to be the Father of 3 During her 
fickneſs ſhe ſent to her Cozens Houſe, where I lay, to 
ſpeak with him, whom ſhe ingaged to releaſe me af- 
ter her Burial, in requital of my good Service, and 
ſent me by her Gentlewoman a conſiderable preſenc 
in Gold which IT did not pofleſs long ;- Aﬀer her 
death her Cozen did not perform her requeſt, bur 
led me to the Market, where [ was ſold for 300. 
Dollars, ' T durſt not anger him for fear he ſhould

Veſſel was lately arrived from France, . to redeem the 
Caprives, and lay without the Mold, at what time I 
was on the ſhore it was dusky, a Frenchman offered 
me his aſſiſtance, I accepted of it and went into his 
Boat, bur was diſcovered before I coald ger off the 
Mold, and ſent back ro my Maſter, who puniſhed me 
with an 100 blows on the ſoles of my Feer, whereby 
I became unſerviceable many days 53 He was ſoon 
weary of my Company ; and fold me to the Englih 
Renegad aforeſaid ; I expetted from him a Kinder 
entertainment,but found worſe, he was cruel and ſevere. 
to me, making me work nighr and day ; I ofren 
treated for my ranſom , but his demands were fo 
high, that I could not comply with hjm 3 He abuſed 
me wretchedly about five Months. and tnen death: 
put an end to his Tyranny 3 tis Executors ſold me 
again among his Goods and Chatte!s ; TI fell nexr into- 
rhe hands of an 7talias Renegado, who was no kinder 
to methan my former Maſters, my work was painful, 
my Diet mean, wy Labour continual, and my Re- 
wards the blows of a hard Cudgel ; I could not long. 
endure this Service, an4 therefore ſought to difpleaſe 
my Patron, and make him ſell me to another 3 He 
gave me next to an Officer of the Militia, who was 
ſo well pleaſed with my Perſon and Countenance.,, 


that he reſolved not to part with me for any Money ; 
I offered him 850 Dollars, he 'told'me, ſhould firſt go - 


with him into the Countrey, and at his return I (hould have 
Liberty to be redeemed if I behaved- my ſelf well 3 The 


Tirhs abour this time ſent a ſtrong Army to gather 


the Contributions, of the People, and to relieve 
| 2 
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Tremiſen or Climſan, a ſtrong Populous City in the In- 
land parts of Africa, which commands all the reſt of 
the Countrey, and was now beſieged by the Aravs 
their deadly Enemies. 

Having run throngh. ſo many ftrange and unex- 
pected Fortunes and Adventures, F doubted not bur 
ro meet with as much variery in this Expedition, 
my Maſter was Commander of an 1oo men, he was 
very Paſſionate and Laſcivious, bur withal valtant 
Our Army was compoſed of a thouſand tiorſe, and 
two Thouſand Foor, befides Slaves and Servants ; 
with which ftrong Party we ſer forward, and found 
the Countrey very fruitful of Corn and Fodder 3 As 
we paſt by a Wood, we had the fight of feveral wild 
. "Beaſts that returned from ſeeking their Prey 3 Our 
Vanguard ſhor at many of them, one of our Com- 
pany to ſhew his Valour, met a Lyon that advanced 
towards us, and with his Scymiter in his hand en- 
countred him, bur rhe ſport almoſt coſt the Fellow 
his Life, for the Lyon was very ſtrong, and ſtruck 
him down twice with his Paws, and the lait t:me in a 
rzge bit off part of his Arm, and would have inſtant- 
ly deroured him, had we not all ſhot at him and 
fixed abovean nundred Bullets in his Body ; We 
found the Fellow almoſt dead with fear under the 
Lyon 3 He was glad with the lo(s of ſome of his Fleſh 
to have ſo happily eſcaped, none pitying him ſince 
his raſhneſs deſerved it. In three Leagues we came 
to a lirtle' Valley fruirful of Palms and Olive-Trees, 
with a ſmall Rivulet covered with Strawberry Buſhes, 
and a Grove atthe end 3 VVherein I ſaw a flying Ser- 

ent about the bigneſs of an ordinary Dog, with a 
arge Mouth and Tongue abour four foor long, we 
ſhar ar it but could not kill 1t : Ir threatned ſome of 
our men, who ventured to go near it, and would nor 
£0 till a great number came toward it ;. I ſawir near . - 
a pleaſant Fountain, but could not learn the name ; 
It had Wings of divers colours, eſpecially Red and 
White, bigger than thole of our winged _— _ 
co 


'Bdinhabired, but by Monſters a:.d wild Beaſts, where-

I could not diſcern the ſubſtance of them ; It hover- 
ed long over our heads, and had not the noiſe of our 
Guns frighted it away, I think it had ventured among 
us again 3 all the Birds that ſaw it at a diſtance tled 
away. [imagined it to be a kind of Baſilisk ; a de- 
ſperate Serpent, and extraordinary venemous, it was 
admired by all of us having never ſeen the like; which 
made me believe it ſome Inland Creature not uſually 
{cen near the Sea-Coaſts. | 

Our buſineſs in this Journey was to gather contri- 
bution of the Inhabitants, who do not willingly pay, 
and therefore the Turks are forced to go 1n great 
numbers to oblige them to it 3 The third day we 
paſſed over high Mountains fenced on all fides with 
craggy Rocks, ſo that we were forced to climb over 
them. Our Horſe took a compaſs about by a way 


. more eaſjie 5 About noon the Sun was. extraordinary 


hot which cauſed us to ſeck a repoſe under the ſhady 
Trees that grew in this ſtony ground, as I was reft- 
ing my felf between ſleep and waking, a great vene- 
mous Scorpion fixed her ſting in my naked Leg, fo 
gently that I had not felr ir, had I not been told 
thereof, I had heard much of this Serpent, and be- 
ivg ſtung began to fear the increaſe of the Venom, 
bur ſome had already killed it , and broughr the 
Blood to me to apply to rhe Wound, which wonder- 
fully gave preſent Cure, for it had no ſooper touched 
the Tumour bur ir began to decreaſe, and out of the 
little wound came forth a Liquor white as Milk, by - 
which I found the blood of the Scorpion hath an at- 
rraQtive Vertue : I had no ſooner eſcaped this Adven- 
ture bur I fel] into a worfe, My Maſter had ſent me 
to the Rear of the Army, to buy Vicuals for himſelf, 
it heing there ſold ready dreſt ; As I was re- 
turning loaded, I fell down a ſteep Rock with 
my Burden, but for fear my Maſter ſhould 
Cudgel me, I ſoon recovered my elf. From this 
unhappy place we removed up a Hill intoa Countrey 


of 
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of we ſaw a great many 3 This Mountain js part of the 
Atlas, and runs through ali this Kingdom and Fez; as 
far as the main Ocean, part thereof being in the ſe- 
cond Region of the Air, and ſo cold that in ſome 
Corners which are not expoſed to the Sun, there 
Was a great deal of Ice and Snow 5 Here we found 

lenty of Woods and Trees ; and ſeveral forts of 

irds, 'we killed one that had 4 Legs like a Beaſt 3 
Its Body was as big as a Turky-cock, arid the head like 
an Owl; its Tail was extream broad, the Feathers 
pray, - and the head black, it flies flowly, and was 
therefore killed withour difficulty. | 

Towards Evening we ſaw ſeveral ſorts of Lyons go 
our of their Dens, when the Jackals begn to bark, 
the Nobleſt is called the Roya! Lyon, of ſhape bigger 
and ſtronger, and a more couragious Voice 3 when 
any of the reſt meet ſucha one, they ſeem to yield a 
reſpe& to him: He is graver in his motion, fiercer 
in the Encounter, and 'undaunted in the greateſt 
.danger, others are'ſmaller ; every Night we were 
viſited with ſeveral Companies of wild Creatures, 
ſome of whom had the boldneſs to break in upon us, 
bur never returned back to tell News. One Evening 
we diſcovered a great Beaſt afar off, and ſome of 
us went nearer to diſcharge our Guns. at it 3 Ir was a 
Monſter of a large fize, the head like a Lion, the 
Paws like a Bear, the hinder parts much like an Als. 
When'irt was killed every one in the Army had a 
fight thereof, and 1 then. remembred the ſaying of 
| the Romans, Africa alwayes - produces ſomething new, for 
there is every year fome ſtrange creature or other tq 
be ſeen in thoſe remote places ; ſome make it-their 
bufineſs to: watch them when they come into the 
World, and imply all their Art to:catch-them,: and 
ſhew rhem for Money ; In this wild place were feve- 
ral other ſorts of Beaſts and Serpents, one of a 
firange nature, ſeeming hke a white Lamb, which 
fled before us ; Our Captain thought it to be ſo, and 


that it had ftraggled, and therefore we had order to 
| perſue 
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perſue it, and coming near, it made more hafte than 
ordinary toſhifr among the Trees, bur being very 
weary: and over-fat, 1t could nor eſcape us, yet ran 
into one of the Buſhes, where ro prevent diſcovery 
its: white' colour was changed in 'an inſtant into that 
of the Buſh, which alteration gave us much trouble, 
and we had never found it again if one of the Com- 
pany had nor diſcharged a Musket, at the noiſe where- 
of it roſe affrighted, and run for its Lifez we did nor 
think it the-ſame, yer ſome ventured after it, and o- 
thers ſtayed in the place ſeeking the white Beaſt, 
The Perſuers ſhot off one of its Legs, and then cry- 
£d to us to forbear ſeeking, and that the Counterfeit 
Lamb was caught. Ir was the ſame ſhaped Beaſt, bur 
the colour was no more white as before, but chang- 
ed into a blackiſh Gray 3 "Irs Coat was a: Fine Wool, 
the-Head hke a Wolf, but not quite fo Jong, with 
very {harp Teeth, and a fierce look, -the hinder 
arts hike a ſheep, we wondred at this change of co- 
our, and imagined it to be that Beaſt - mentioned 
by the Learned, and is a good Emblem of a Hypo- 
.crite,  ' | | 
Having in three days got over theſe Mountains, and 
lying down eo refreſh our ſelves, m the Morning an 
Alarum ' was founded, at - which we all ran to our 
Arms, and put 'our ſclves in Order, expe&ing the 
coming of the Arabs, but no Enemy appeared, only 
a Company of Apes perſued by a few Jackalls who 
made (uch a noiſe in running about the branches of 
the Wood near us, yetthoſe upon the skirts of the 
Army thought them to be the Enemy, who had -ta- 
ken the advantage of the place to fall upon us 
their needleſs fear did as ſoon appear as the nimble 
Creatures -recovered the tops of the higheſt Trees, 
to whoſe proteRion they durſt commit themſelves 3 
yet the Alarum continued, and-ran as nimbly as the 
Apes all over the Army, which could nor be ſtopt . 
ill every one was informed of the true cauſe of the 
Fright, | 
Soon 
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Soon after we met with the Enemy indeed, and 
had ſeveral Skirmiſhes withthem, and ar laſt utterly 
defeated them , and brought the whole Countrey 
under Contribution, and art laſt arrived at Chinſan a 
large and populous City, where we continued for 
ſome rime, and then Travelled roward anocher Anci- 
enr City called Bedtxa, not-much inferiour to the for- 
mer, we paſled through many Companies of Tents, 
and the firſt day had a ſharp Encounter with about a 
Dozen Luſty Lyons, who hunting after their Prey, 
met with Deathat the end of our Muskets, yer were 


they not killed without fome dammage, one of our. ' 


Men was wounded with one of their Paws, who lepr 
upon him after he had been ſtruck through the Belly, 
which.made us ſoon diſpatch the Lyon. This dan- 
ger was followed by another more fearful, though we 
again happily eſcaped ; For the next day we paſſed 
through a Sandy plain about ten Leagues long, and 
four broad 3 in which were raiſed ſeveral little Hills 
moveable with the Wind, between whica we were of 
neceſlity to paſs ; as ſoon as we were entred, a ſirong 
Eaſtetly Wind raiſes the light Sand, and threatens 
to bury usalive. It was a fearful thing to us to be- 
hold ſo much Earth flying in our Faces, and the Air 


thick with the duſty Sand ; in a Moment a Hill was 


removed from one place to another,” and we were 
forced beſides tro encounter with . the boiſterous 
Wind, whereby our Horſes were half buried in an 
inſtant, neither durſt we make a ſtop here 1n this 
dreadful place for fear of being paſt hopes of return- 
ing. In eight dayes we had a ſight of Bedtua, where 
we continued for ſome time , and then returned 
back to Chinſan, where we ſtaid much. longer, in 
which time I took notice of many particulars, and of 
the ſeveral wayes of Execution ; as Impaling by 
thruſting a ſharp ſtake into rhe Body of the Criminal, 


which enters in between his Legs, and appears again | 
at his Mouth, in which manner. they uſually rreat 
Traytors and Robbers 3+ In this cruel manner ſome | 


will 
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will live fix hours z Thoſe that commit Adultery, or 
Murder, are caſt down headlong. from the top of a 
high precipice ar the bottom whereof ſharp ſtakes 
are ercaed ;* for thoſe thar have committed Sa- 
criledge , &c, they pour ſcalding Lead into bis 
Mouth., which finks 1n *with- an horrible ſmoak, 
and burns the* Throat to the entrails without 
the leaſt Shreak ; Ochers* are 'expoſed to the cruelty 
of the Children,-who *with ſharp Sticks and Lances 
prick them to dearh , thereby .accuſtoming theſe 
young Spirits to Blood and Wounds: There 1s alſo 
another a? firange an Execution as the former; In 
the great Market place of the City ſtands a Braztn 
Lyon , hollow within, witF a grim and threatning 
countenance , at his fide a door opens to receive 
thoſe that are to be Executed , which, Execu- 
tion is performed in this mannerz fome very 
great Offenders who have been uſelefs in their lives 
are forced to make ſame ſport to the World art their 
Deaths; For thev are ſhur into this new Invention, 
and a Fire of wood js kindied under it, which by 
degrees as it heats rhe Braſs, puts them to a greater 
. Torcure, and the pain forces. them- to complain and 
cry out, Now at the Mouth. Ears, and under the 
Tail of the Lion are holes Arrificially made, out of 
which the complaints and crics of the Patient do

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Crime was, that they had attempted to kill our 
Governcur by the Soliciration of a Mo7ijco Prince 
who hated him, the Woman was to Trepan and En- 
ſnare him with her Beauty, and to convey ſome Poj- 
fon ſecretly by that means into his Drink, and if thar 
failed, the Man was to ſtab or ſhoot him. The 


Woman having large and Beautiful Eyes , our old 
General was foon acquainted with her , bur as they 


were rogether, he diſcovered a Box which ſhe was 
ſo defircus to hide from him, that he ſuſpeed it to 
te Poyſon, but to be more affured he tryed it upon a 
Dog, who died within an hour after, The Woman

Their different Voices, ana Cries did yield a moft 
pleafanr , thongh a cruel Harmony, which was not 
ungrateful to the Tirbs who never pity the Moors, 
They uſe in the City ſtrangling (as well as the Tyrbs) 
drowning with a ſtone abour their neck, executing 
by Ecaſts, by the Sword and other deaths ufed in 
other places, beſides one other manner of execut- 
ing Offenders, proper to this place which was as 
cruel as ſtrange to us. Out of the Town 15 planted 
a high Poſt in form of a Croſs, upon which the Of- 
fender is laid, ftript naked, and his Tongue cut ou”, 
then they ſtretch him on the Poſt thar lies a-croſs, 
. and tychim to it both by his har:ds and feet; thus 
they expoſe him to the fury of -the Ravenous Birds, 
who ſoon ſme!] him our, the Eagles and Vulters 
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difpatch him in leſs then a day, the poor Creature ; 


lies at their mercy, he ſees them fix their ſharp Bills 
in his Fleſh, and pluck out his heart not being able 
eo reſiſt them, and it cannor but torment him to ſee 
himſelf become a Prey to the Bixds of the Air, and 
to behold fuch baſe Creatures inſule over him, "and 
feed themſelves on his Fleſh without the leaft reſpe& 
to lis hymanity. It is obſerved that the _

firſt ſeek for the Heart, and tear up the breaſt to find 
k, without regard to the reſt of che body till that be 
devoured, ſometimes twenty of theſe Birds are feen 
at once upon a poor man, this part of the World 
being full of them, A fight that would move com- 
paſlion in any Breaſt but that of a T:rb, and had I 
not feared the cenſure of the Law, which makes 1t 
death to hinder the execution of the Sentence, I 
had once ventured to prote& the Body of one poor 
Man from thoſe ravenous Birds. 

Afrer we had taken all the Countrey which was re- 
volted, we returned to the Maritime City of Argiers, 
My Maſter was - grown very rich , and 'powerful , 
and had got great honour, and great wealth 
for his Services. And I . having hkewiſe ferv- 
ed him faichfully all this time, and helped him out of 


-many ftrejghts , and difficulties by my Advice and 


Council, with whom he conſtantly conſulted in any 
Exigency, according to his promiſe ofren made me, 
he gave me my Liverty, and a ſum of Money to car- 
ry me home; fo rhat afrer ſo many ſtrange Adven- 
tures and Diſcoveries which I had made 1n this my 
long time of Slavery, I met with a French Veſſel of 
Mayſciiles 1n the Harbour, wherein T embarqued for my

VIII. The Adventures, Dangers and Troubles of 
Katherine Dutcheſs Dowager of Suffolk are very re- 
markable, as we find them recorded in the Book of 
Martyrs, This Durcheſs was the Widow of Charles 
Branden Duke of Suffolk , and afrer his death was 
married to Richard Barty Eſquire.

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The Biſhop anſwered, Tye Quten won'd net be put off 
with payments in the time of Rets Government , (lo he 
' In (corn called King Edward the Sixths Reign; ) Mr. 
Berty ſaid, It was achnowitdged to by paid oy King Henry 
the Eighth. If that be true, ſaid the Biſhop, I will 
(hew you fauonr, but Mr, Berty, ſays he, I mul tell you 
another thing vecauſe I intend you wells I bear ill of your 
Religim, , and pray is your Lady tow as jorward to ſt up 
Maſs as ſhe was to pull it down, when (he cauſed « Dog 
#n a Rochet to be carri:d with her, which ſhe calicd oy my 
name, or doth ſpe now think her Lamks as ſaſe, as when 
Jhe ſaw me vail my Bonnet to her out of the Tower Window,

My Lord, faid Mr. Berty, (z toid 
g Friend lately, * Thar Religion went not by Age,but by 
& Truth, and therefore ſhe was to be converted by 
£ Argument ,.and not by Coupulſion, Pray do you 
think it poſſtble , ſays the Biſhop, to perſwade her? TI 
hope, faid Mr. Berty, you will find no fruits of Infidelity in 
ber, The Biſhop then perſwaded Mr. Berty to take 
pains in her Converſion, promiſing him large Favours 
ro citc& it, and ( difwift him, When 
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Wien Mr. Berty came home he had frequent inti- 
mations from his Friends, That the Biliop intended 
to cal! his Durcheis ro an account for kecr Faith, and 
therefore they deſigned t5 go bevond S-a, In pur- 
ſuance whereof Mr. Bt; mige ſuch Friends ro the 
Queen, as to obtain her Licenſe to pals and repa's at 
picaiure , to recei'e feveral ſumms of Money due 
ro Dukte Chris froia the Emperor of Germany, Mr, 
B:rty went beyond 32a accordingly, bur witnout his 
Dutcheſs who yer by agreement was to follow, am 
made her eſcape from this deiperare danger in tte 
manner following. 

She dwelt ar that :ime in B4roices, and acquaintca 
none of her Servants with her deſign bur only one 
old Gentleman , neither aid fhe rake any bur the 
meaneſt of her Servants with her , fearing the 6+ 
thers would not run fo dangerous an adventure, fhe 
took alſo her young Dauginer of a year old wirh her, 
Upon New-zears-day , about four a Clock in the 
Morning ſhe went from her own houſe, and an He- 
rald of the Queens who lay in her Houſe to Guard her 
hearing the noiſe, roſe up, and came down with a 
lighted Torch in her hand, ſo that for fear of diſco- 
very ſhe was forc't ro leave moſt of her Childs ne- 
cefſaries behind, and ordered her Servants to make 
haſt to Lyon Key, raking wich her only two Wemeit 
and her Child ; ſhe was no ſooner our of doors but 
the Herald followed, whereupon ſhe ſtepped into tie 
Charterhouſe Gate, ſo thar he could not ſee her, the 
Eerald finding ſome things fhe had loft, fell to ran- 
ſacking them, and in the mean time ſhe haſted away 
knowing the place only by name, where ſhe ſhould 
take Boat. Her Servants alſo divided themſelves , 


and only one of them knew the way thither ; Thus 


ſhe artired in a mean habir, and they that were witiy 
her took their way into Fizsbury Fields, where by the 
ſpecial Providence of Heaven, near Moregate ſhe and 
all her Company met, and went together to Lyon-Ktyz 
a Barge was there ready for her ; but the Moxning 
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was ſo extream miſty that the Steerſman would not 
venture out withour great intreaty, Soon after the 
Council were informed of her departure, whereup- 
on ſome came preſently to her Houſe to inquire out 
the manner of her eſcape, and take to an inventory 
of her Goods, and Ord. rs were iflued to apprehend 
her, ſo that the noiſe of her Fliglit, was at Leigh in 
Eſj:x before her Arrival. 


When ſhe came thicher, the old Gentleman her. 


Servant carried her privately to a Merchants houſe 
near Z:igh, naming her Miſtreſs White, where ſhe ftay- 
ed till ſhe had made ſome new Provifion for her 
Child in-the room of that left behind her at Bavbiran, 
When the time caine ſhe was to take Shipping, ſte 
haidly cſcaped Difcovery , and being twice carried 
znro the Seas almoſt within ſight of Z:4/and, by con- 
ray Winds was driven back to the place whence 
ſhe came; And ar her Jaſt return the ſearchers ſuſ- 
petting ſhe might me in that Ship, cxamined her 
Servant that came to buy Vicuals, who rold them 
ſuch an innocent ſtory of a Merchants Wife which 
was on Shipboard, that they fearcht no further ; and 
fo at laſt ſie ſafely arrived in Brabant, where ſhe met 
with her Husband, who appareliiag her and her 
Women like D:tch Froes, they travelled to Santon, 
and had leave from the Magiftrates to live privately 
there, but ir being reported they were greater Per- 
ſonages than they pretended, the Biſhop and Magi- 
firates reſolved ro ſeize and examine them both of 
their Condition and Religion , but Mr. Berty having 
fecret notice thereof, took his Dutcheſs, his Child, 
and the two Women, and abour three Afrernoon in 
Febriary walked our as if to take the Air, intending 
that Night to go to Wiſel, and the betrer to conceal 
his defign they went on Foot, and left the reſt of 
their Family at Santon ; They had not gone above 
an. Engliſh Mile, but there fell a mighty Rain, which 
difolved the Froſt and Ice; and ſo made the ways 
dcep and ſlippery, which proved extream tedious 
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ro theſe new Lacquies, and no Waggon to be gotten, 
ſo that Mr. Berty was forced to carry the Chiid, and 
the Dutcheſs his Cloak and Rapier, the Women be- 
ing lent before. Ar laſt, near feven a Clock in the 
dark Evening, they came to Wſe/, ſeexing aiter ſuch 
a tedious Journey to repoſe and refreih their wea- 
ricd Limbs in an Inn, but they all refuſed ro cnter- 
rain them, though they offered a conſiderable tam 
for the fame, judging them to be jI] People, 

In the mean time the poor Babe cried bitterly, 
the Dutcheſs wept as faſt, the Weather was exrream 
Cold, and the Heavens Rained as faſt as the Clouds 
cou!d pour. Mr. Berty deſtitute of a!l Worldly Suc- 
cour and relief for him and his, in this. deplorable 
Condition, reſolved to carry the Dutcheis with her 
Infant intro the Porch of the great Church, and fo to 
buy ſome Coals, Food and Straw for thew Repoſe 
that Night, or at leaſt till he could procure 
fome better Lodging; Mr. B#rty could ſpeak little 
Dutch, and could meer with none who underſiood” 
either Evglih, French , Ttalian, or Latin, till going 
toward the Church he heard ewo Boys ipeaking in 
Latin, veho fſicpping to them , promiied4 them ta 
Stivers if rhey would bring him to a #*:!!8925 Houfe, 
and ſo it pleaſed God he happened into a Houſe, 
where Mounitcur Rivers a Miniſter was. at Supper, 
he had formerly b:zen in Er2/4d, 2nd received fome 
Courrefies tron this coi BPurcheſs ; Mounfjeur 


Rivers going to the 77. ans freing Mr. Berty, his 
Dutcheſs and [7 ii inat jamentsble Caſe with 


Rain, Mire and tr. and itt Apparel fo unlike what 
he had teen them in £:2!:d, was fo overwhelmed 
with (orrow. and rears. :hir for ſome time he could 
neither fpeak ro them, nor they to him: Ar laſt they 
ſaluted each other, and he brought them to his Houſe, 
no which God knows rhey centred joy fully, Mr. 
Berty changing his Cloaths with rhe pood Man of tie. 
Houſe, the Dutcheſs with his Wife, and their In- 
fant with the Child of che Houſe. Here they con- 
C 4 tinzed- 
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tinued ſome. rime, ard it:cn hired a Houfe, where 
they diſcovcred themtelves freely , and lived in good 
faltion, bu: whilit they alt ihe iime herevith tome 
content, 1n hoþe of reſtir.2 after thicir _redious Tra» 
vels, Sir 7ohn Maſin, Queci, Maries Ambatlador in the 
Nithtlands gave them private novice of a deiipn for 
ſeizing and carrying them back ro En2/:4d, managed 
by the L. Paget, For the Duke of Erurſwich buing to 
paſs Þy rhar City with ten Companies of Soulciers ro 
aflift rne Emperour againſt the French, it vas contri- 
ved tat he {ſhould ſuddenly appretiend titem, and car- 
ry tnem away from W:/e!. 

Upon this Information My.Berty with his Dutches and 
Child,preſentty fly into the Palatinate, and found Pro- 
rettion in Wircheim, bur the money which they brought 
our of Erg/and being aimos ſpent. ihey vegan to 
faint under their heavy burden, being aimoſt our of 
heart and hope in this their diftrefled condition, ar 
which time it pleaſed God to provide wondcrfuliy 
for them by' the following means. One Jubn a Laſco; 
being driven. out of Englazd at Queen Marigs com- 
iog to the Crown.afrer many troubles and adventures 
returned into Po!and his Native Countrey, where ke 
found grear favour with that Eing, and underſtand- 
ing the condition of Mr. Berty and his Dutchets 
whom he had known in England, he gave an account 
thereof to the King of :Poland, and the Palatine of 
Vina, who prefently wrote to them to come thither: 
with great offers of kindneſs. Thev rerurned Letters. 
full of Thanks to the King, and Palatne , and ſent 
with them all the Remainder of the Jewels which they 
had brought from Engl/aza; and having received 
Letters of Condu& fer their Security, in April 1557. 
the Dutcheſs with her Husband and Family began 
their Journey toward Polard. . By the-way they. mer 
with many dangers; One was occaſioned by a Cap- 
tain of the Lantgraves who quarrelled with Mr. Berty 
about a Spaniel of his, and with his Horſemen ſer 
upon them by the way, thruſting. their -Boar-ſpears. 

pk through 
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through the ſides of the Waggon where the Children 
and Women were, yet it pleaſed God none of then 
were hurt 3 Mr. Berty had only four Horiemen with 
him; and in the quarrel the Captains Horſe was ſlain 
under. him , upon. which a Rumor was preſenc!y 
ſpread about the Countrey, that the Lantgraves Cape 
tain was ſlain- by the Wallvons, which much enraged 
the Common people againſt them. The Dutcheſs 
underftanding their danger, perſwaded her Husband 
to leave them, and by the ſwiftnefs of his. Horſe to 
recover ſome Town for his Security 3 which Mr. Berty 
attempting to do, was eagerly purſued by the Coun= 
trymen, and the Caprains: Erorher,, who thought he 
had been flain indeed. And in the purſuit they 
came ſo near him chat he had certainly been mure 
thered, bur that as God would have it, ſpying 2 
Laiider ſtanding againſt a Window, he leapt off his 
Horle and ran up the Ladder, whereby he got into a 
Garrot on the top of the Houſe where he defended 
himſelf for ſome time with his Sword, and Dagger, ll 
the Magiſtrates came and periwaded him to ſubmit 
to the Law; Mr, Berty knowing himſelf to be clear 
and the Captain alive, yicid-d himfcif upon condt- 
tion to be prote&ged from the rude multitude, and 
delivering up his weapons was committed to Cuſtody 
till che Gafe ſhould be heard ; Mr. Berty then writ 
to the Lantzrave and the Earl of. Erbagy, declaring 
his Cale to them, and the next morning the Earl 
came to To vn, where the Dutcheſs was now arrive 
ed in the Wapgon ; The Ear! having before heard 
of the Durchels, came to- ite her, fhewing muck 
civility, an:l reſpet toward her 3 which the Townf- | 
men vaierving, and finding the Captain was alive, 
they began ro ſhrink away 22d make friends to Mrs 
Berty, and the Dutcheſs. not to repreſent their Ate 
ons at. he worit, 4 
And. thus through Divine Providenee eſcaping 
this great dznger alid, they proceed in their Jour- 
ney, and aclatt arciycd ficly in Poland, where they 
C- were 
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were entertained by the King with all humanity and 
kindneſs; The King likewiſe ſettling them ſafely 
and Honourably in the Earldom of Crozan, where 
they had as abſolute Power in Government as the 
King himſelf, fo that it proved to them.a quiet Ha- 
ven, after ſo many Troubles in a Tempeſtuous Sea, 
and there they lived with much Honour and Com- 
fort till the Death of bloody Q. Mary, and then re- 


turned together with the Protefiant Religion into:

| arge ) departed this Life; whilſt he hved he 
was had in great eſteem , a great Divine, and an 
excellent Preacher, of a grave behaviour, fineere 


and inclining to no Fation; ana which increaſed 


His Reputation , he lived honeſtly, withour Oftenta- 
tion: or defire of outward Glory; Many toflings and 
troubles he endured in his life-time 3. For in his 
younger years having paſſed his courſe in Philoſo- 
phy in the Uaiverſity of St. Andrews, he went from 


thence-into England, and waited on. the Lord Darres- 


Children as-a- Tutor for two years; Bur Wars then 
happening between England and Scotland, he return- 
ed home and became a Fryer of the Dominican Or» 
der; He had nor lived Jong among them, when up- 
on ſuſpition cf Herefie he was put into Priſon, after 
his Releaſe he went back to Erzland , hoping by 
means of the L. Dacyes to-have gor a place in Cam- 


bridge, but his expeRarion being fruſtrated; he wenr- 


into France and from thence to Rome. There he 
won ſuch favour wich: Cardinal Pool that by his re- 
coinmendation he was received among the Dominicans 
of Benctia , and by them was firſt appoimed to in- 


firuat the Ngyices of the Cloyſter ; afterwards when 


they 
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they perceived his diligence and dexterity in buſt- 
neſs, he was employed in their Afﬀairs throughour 
1:aly, and was ſenr in Commiſſion to Chios an Iiland 
in the Tonich Sea, to redreſs things that were amiſs 
among thoſe of their Order.

one day diſcourfing, with a Reverend Old Man of the:

known, becauſe the rimes were dangerous. Bur he 
negleting the Counſel of the old Man, and diſclo- - 
ſing his Opinions roo freely, was accuſed of Hereſte 
amd being,ſent ro Kove, afcer Examination he was 
Impriſoned for Nine Months , at the end whereof 
being brought befere the Judge of the Inqui/tion, 
and making a clear CGonfefiton of his Faith, he was 
condemned to be burnt rhe next day, being. the - 
29 of Auguſt. 

It happened that .the ſame night Pope Paul 4.

Craig had his Liberty; And as he endeavoured to 
eſcape, as not. thinking it ſafe to continue in the 
City, two things happened to Fim not unworthy 
relating 3 Firſt in the Suburbs as he paſſed along he 
met a fort of Oatlawed People, whom they call 
Banditi;, One of the Company taking him aſide de- 
manded if ne had ever been at Bononia,” He anſivered,: 
That" h& bad gotn ſometime there, Do you not rememuer » 
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ſaid he, that walking. on a time in the Fields with ſont- 


young Noblemen, there came a poor maimed Sou'dier to you 
zntreating ſome relief. Mr. Craig ſaid, He did:not well 
remember -it ; But I do, ſaid he, and T am the man to 
whom yu then ſhewed kindneſs, be not afraid of us, for 
yoo: the” incws no danger , and (o- conveying him 
through the Suburbs and dire&ing him.the- ſecureſt 
way, he gave him ſo much Money as might bear his 
charges to Bononia; for he 1mntended- to go thither, 
thinking to find entertainment- among his-acquain- 
tance there ; but at hs. coming to them , they 
looked ſtrangely upon him, whereupon being afraid 
to be betrayed. by them, he, got ſecretly away -1n- 
tending his-Courſe- for Millain 3 By the way another 
Accident befel him, which he afterwards often re- 
lated to-many Perſons of Quality as a ſingular Teſti- 
mony of. Gods Providence, and care over him, and 
thus-it was; when he had. Travelled ſome days, go- 
1ng.out of the High-ways, for fear of. Diſcovery, he 
came into a wild and deſert Forreſt, and being fore- 


ly tired, the. lay down among ſome Buſhes on the + 


fide of a little Brook to refreſh himſelf, lying there 
Penſive, and full of thoughts, not knowing where 
he was, nor having Money to bear his Charges, a 
Dog with a Purſe in his Teerh, came fawning upon 
him, and laid it down before him ; He being ſtruck 
with: ſear roſe up, and judging it to. proceed from 
God's favourable Providence toward him , he fol- 
lowed his way, till he came to a little Village where 
he met with ſome who were Travelling to Vienna in 
Arſtria, whereupon changing his former intentions 
he went in their Company to that City. 

Whilſt he concinued there, profe{ling himſelf one 
of the Dominican Order, he was brought to Preach 
before - Maximiiian 2. Emperor of Germany, who hke- 
ing ihe Man, ard his manner of. Preaching , would 
have. retained him, if by Letters from Pope Pau! 3. 
he had not been required to ſend him Dack to Roe,

Carr, and there from amongſt the Arms of his Nobles 
he was thruſt out of the World by the meaneſt of his 
own Vaſials the Villain Ravilliac,who with a Prodigious 
Confidence pur his Foot upon the Coach-wheel, reach- 
ed him over the Shoulders of one of his greateſt Lords, 
and ſtabbed him tothe very heart; and with a mon- 
ftraous undauntednefs of Refolution making good his 
firft ſtab with a ſecond, diſpatched him ſuddenly 
from off the Earth, as if a Mouſe had ftrangled an.

Fet us-now ſee the deſerved puniſhment of this 
Notorious Bloudy Wretch 3; This Francis Rawilliac 
was bern in 4ngouleſme, by Profeflion a Lawyer, who 
aſter the committing of rhat Horrid Fat being fiezed 
and pur upon the Rack, May 25. the 27 he had Sen- 
tence of Death paſſed on him 3 and was Executed 
accordingly in the maaner following 3 He was 
brought out of Prifor in his Shirt with! a Torch 
of rwo*pound weight Hhehred in one hand, and 
the Knife, wherewith he Murdered the KEmg, 
chained ro the other, he was then ſer upright 1n 
a Dung-care, wherein he was carried to the Greve, 
or place of. Execution. , where. a fizong Scaffold. 
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was built 3 Arhis coming upon the Scaffold he croſ- 
ſed himſelf, a fign that he dyed a Papiff, then he was 
bound to an Engine of Wood made like Sr. Ay- 
drews Croſs, which done, his hand with the Knife 
chained to jr was put into a Furnace then flam- 
ing with Fire and Brimſtone, wherein it was in a 
moſt Terrible manner conſumed, at which he caſt 
forth horrible cryes like one tormented in Hell, yer 
would he not confeſs any thing 53 After. which the 
Executioner having made Pincers Red hot 1n the 
ſame Furnace, they did pirich his Paps, the brawns 
of his Arms and Thighs, the Calves of his Legs, 
with 'other fleſhy parts of his Body, pulling out 
Collops of Fleſh, and burning them before his 
Face, then they poured into thoſe Wounds (calding

were ſo ſtrongly knit together, that thoſe four 
Horſes could not in a long time djſmember him, 
but one of them fainting , a Gentleman wito was 
preſent , mcunted upon a mighty ſtrong Horte, 
alighred, and tyed him to one of the Wretches 
Limbs, yet. for all this rhey were conſtrained to 
cut the Fleſh under his Armes and Thighs with 
a ſharp Rz:zour, whereby his Body was the eaſier 
forn in pieces z which done, the Fury of the Peo- 
ple was fo great, that they pulled his diſmem« 
bred Carcaſs out of the Executioners hands, whic;

After this the Germans diſpofſeſs him of his Empire, 
and giveit ro Arnold, and the French recje& him from 
governing that Realm, cleRting in his room Odo Duke 
of Angiers 5 This poor Prince Gepoſed from all his 
Dignities was forfaken of every man, having fo ill 
provided for himſelf in proſperity , that he had 
not a Houſe wherein to ſhrowd hinfelf, and being 
baniſhed the Court . he was driven to a poor Vil- 
lage in Swetia, where he lived ſome daycs in eXx- 
tream want without any means of his own, or re- 
lief from any man. Tn the end he dyed neither piti- 
ed nor lamented of any man, in a Corner unknown, 
till now made famous, as being the Theatre of fo cx- 
traordinary a Tragedy, And ſurely for one of the 
greateſt Monarchs in the World thus to dye withour 
Houſe, withour Bread,without Honour, without Mourn- 
ing, and without Memory is a ſingular inſtance of the 
Vanity and inconſtancy of this uncertata World, Xi. .

 NTIE. Creſus, that vaſt rich King of Lydia, fhewe 
ed the wiſe Soon his abundant Riches and Trea- 
fures, And what thinbeft thou, ſaid he, - # there any 
man tho knoweit more happy than my (elf ? There #5, ſand 
he, and named one T://zs, a man of mean Fortune 
but contented with itz and then he named two o- 
thers who having-lived well were now dead, Creſus 
laughed, and faid, What ſtate take you me to be in? 
T cannot tell, (aid Solon, nor can we reaſonably accomt 
that man bapty who is toſſed with the waves of thu life 
eill be is arrived at the Haven, ſince a TempeSt may 
come which may overturn all. Creſus made flight of 
this at that time, bur being afrerward overcome by 
Cyrus, and condemned to dye, and to that purpoſe 
being bound and laid upon a great Pile of Wood to 
be burnt alive 3 Creſ#us cryed our O Solon, Solon ! 
at which Cyrus admiring, cauſed him to be atked, 
What God or man it was whom be invoked, and called 
upon 
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ap91 in this Extremity ; He replyed, That Solon came 
into his mind, who had wiſtly adnonihed him not to truſt 
in his preſent Fortune, nor to think himfilf bappy ; T laught 
ſaid he, at that time, -but naw T above and admire that 
ſaying. And fo did Cyrss alio, for he 1mmediarely - 
commanded Cz#{4sto be fer at Liverty, and made hin 


. one of his ſpecial Friends, 


After the death of Cyr:s, Cambyjes his Son reign- 
ed King of Periz, and King Creſus ſtill remained m 
thzt Court, Now it happened that Ring Cambyſes 
had Jain twelve Perſansof principal rank, whom King 
Ce%4s thus admoniſhed, Do wt 0 King, ſaid he, 
nduige thine Anger and Rage in evay thing, but refrain 
your (elf ; It will be for your advantage to be prudent and 
provident, and fortfgit is the part of a wiſe man, but 
304 upon flight occaſcons put to death yaur Countreymen, and 
ſpare not (o much as yoing Ciiiaren, If you (bad goon to dg 
often in this manner, conſider if you will net give occofton 
to the Pertians to revolt from you 5 your Faihy Cyrus 
laid his Ftridt Commands upon ne, that as ofren as Oca- 
fron ſhould require T ſhow'd put you in ind of thoſe 
things which might conduce to your profit and welfarts 
Canmbyſes ſnatcht up a bow and arrow with intention 
to have ſhot Creſus through therewith, bur he ha- 
ſhly fled ; Cambyſes thus prevented. commanded his 
Miniſters to put him to death, but they ſuppoſing the- 
King wovld repent him{elf, and then they ſhould be 


. rewarded for his ſafety, kepr him privately alive 3 


It was not long before Canvv(es. wanted the Counſel 
of Creſus, and when his Servants told him - that he 
yet lived, Cambyſes rejoyced thereaty but. ordered 
them to be {lain who had diſobeyed Ms Command- 
ment in preſerying him whom he had condemned to 
Death. 

This Cambyſes was a ver! bloody Tyrant which 
might be partly occafioned by his Flatterers, for 
having a mind to marry his Siſter, he was told by 
his Lawyers, That they bnew- no Law which. admitted 
ſuch Marriages , bat that there was a Law _— 
erfian.

XIV. Strange and bloody was the Conſequence 
of a ſmall accident at L:5h0y in Portugal, Upon 4pril 
IQ. 1805. many of the City went to the Church of 
St. Dominick to hear Naſs 3 On the left fide of this 
Church there is a Chappel much reverenced by thoſe 
of the Countrey, and called Jeſs Chappe! ; Upon the

Jew deny it, 'they began ro murmur, calling him, 
wicked Apoſlate, and a deteStable Enemy of Jejus Chrilt 3 
After they had ſufficiently reviled him 1n words, all 
the Multitude, foaming with Rage, fall upon him, 
pluck off the hair of 1s Head and Beard, tread up- 
on him, and drawing him into the Church-yard, 
bear him to death, and kindling a great Fire, they 
caſt the dead Body into ir, and burnt it to Aſhes; | 
All the reſidue of the People in the City ran to this 
mutinous Company, and among them, a certain 
Friar made a Sermon, wherein he vehemently ſtir- 
red up his Auditors to revenge the injury which, he 
ſaid, : our Lord had received ; The People furious 
of themſelves, grew even ſtark mad with this Ex- 
hortarion, and beſides this, two other Fryars took 
and held up a Crofs as high as they could, crying 
out, Reverge, Revenge, Hereſie, Hereſie, down with 
wicked Hereſiz, and defiroy the wicked Nation, Heres 
upon the Rabble hke hungry Dogs fall upon the 
miſerable J-ws, cur the Throats of a great number, 
and drag them to the Fires half dead, many being 
kindled for that purpoſe 3 They regarded neither Age 
nor Sex, bur murdered Men, Women, and Chil- 
_ dren, they broke open doors, ruſh into Rooms, daſh 
our Childrens Brains againſt the Walls ; They wenr 
nſolently inro Churches to pluck our thence the 
ittle Children, Old Men, and young Maids who had 
taken hold of the Altars, Croſſes and Images of the 
Saints, who pitifully cryed out, Merc; Mercy 5 yet 
they either murdered chem there preſently, or drew 
them out, and threw them alive into the Fire 3 Ma- 
ny that appeared, or looked like Jews, found chem- 
ſelves in great danger, ſome being killed, and others 
wounded before they could. make proof they had 
| no 
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no Relation to them. Some who had a grudge a- 
gainſt others, did but cry, 4 Few, A Few, as they 
met them, and they were preſently beaten down 
without having any Liberty or Leaſure to anſwer 
for themſelves. The Magiſtrates durſt not oppoſe 
themſelves againſt the Rage and Fury of the People, 
ſo that in three dayes time the Cut-rchroats murdered 
above a Thouſand Fewih Perſons, The King of 
Spain having notice of this horrible diſturbance, was 
extreamly angry, and immediately diſpatcht away 
Jaques Almeida and Jaques Lipez, with full power to 
puniſh ſo great Offences, who cauſed a great num- 
ber of the Sedirious to be Executed, The Fryars 
who had lifred up the Croſs, and animated the Peo- 
ple to Murder, were degraded, and afterward hang- 
ed and burnt. The Magiſtrates who had not becn 
diligent to repreſs rhis Mutiny, were ſome put our 
of Office, and others fined. The City alſo was de- 
prived of many Priviledges and Honours 3 Camerarius 
bis Spare Hours, Cent. 1. 


XV. Such another bloudy Event happened in 
Sicily 1n 1281, For Charles of Arjou Reipning in 
that Riggdom, and his Souldiers being all French- 
men lying in Garriſons in the Cities, grew ſo odious 
to the Siciliazs, that they ſtudied nothing ſo much 
as how to be revenged on them , and to free 
themſelves from the laviſh Yoak of the French. 
The Chief, and moſt Reſolute in this buſineſs was 
called John Prochyto , who being juſtly incenſed a-

their Luſts and Inſolencies having made the Natives 
ready for miſchief; He by their Council and ___ | 
egins 
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begins to build a ſtrange defign for the entrapping all 
the French at once, and aboliſhing their Memory out of 
Sicily for ever 3 All which was fo ſecretly carried for 
cighreen Months, that it hath ever ſince been ac- 
counted a prodigious thing, that- a deſign of this 
Nature could poſlibry be fo long and ſafely conceal- 
ed by ſo many People, and fo different in Humour. 
The Warchword or Signal was, That upon Eafter 
day, when the Bell ſhould begin to toll to Evening 
Prayers, all the Sicilians ſhould preſently run to 
Arms, and joyning together with one accord, ſhouſd 
fall upcn all the French throughout Sizy 3 Accord- 
ingly all the Inhabitants of the Iſle were joined to- 
gether at the appointed hour, and armed, ran upon 
the French, cut all their Throats withour taking ſo 
much as one Priſoner, or ſparing the Children, or 
Women who. were got with Child by the French, 
that they might utrerly extinguiſh the whole race of 
them ; There were flain eight Thouſand at chat time. 
and there eſcaped but a very ſmall number who fled 
into a Fort called Sper/ing, where for want of Vi- 
cuals they were all ſtarved to death 3 And Dox 
Pedro having according to Agreement rigged out 
his Navy under pretence of ſame exploit againſt rhe | 
Moors, came to an Anchor in the Port of Sarzina, 
there to expet how the Tragedy would be Aced, 
which falling out agreeably ro his expeRation, and 
coming in with his Navy juſt as the deed was done, 
he was by the General Conſent of all ſorts of Peo- 
ple Crowned King of $S3c/y, and the Government 
thereof remains under the King of Spazn to this day 
This bloody Maſſacre ts called, The Siculian Veſpers or 
Even Sozg to this day.

But the Fa- 
ther to prevent the misfortune reſolved to . ſeparate 
them, whereupon they grew ſo troubled and Me- 
lancholy, that he was conſtrained to delay his de- . 
ſign till an occafion;happened , which invited all 
three, the Father ad his two Sons to a War be- 
twixe the Kings of Nar/ſinga and Pegy, upon Title 
- of Territorics. - Bur by the Mediation of ſome Per- 
ſons a Peace was concluded upon Condition thar 
theſe two young Princes ſhould Marry the two 
Daughters of the King of MNarſi-ga, and that the 
King of Pegu ſhould confer on him that married the 
elder all the Counrreys he took in the laſt War,

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Now it after happened that the Ring of 7azatzs 
was engaged ina (harp War with the King of 23- 
drantliz, and ſent tothe two Brother Princes for Aid, 
who both haſtened unknown to each other to his 
aſliſtance, He from Verma came ſecretly ro Town 
with one Servant only to viſit a Lady who kad been 
once their Ancient Miſtriſs, and the other Brother 
' being upon the ſame defign, they met at the Ladies

XVII, The Ingenious Dr. R, P/at in his Natural 

Hiſtory of Oxfardhir:, gives an Account of two 
ſtrange Accidents which as he ſaith are to be reckon- 
ed. among thoſe things which are unaccountable, 
One 1s, That in the wear 1549, when the Commiſſi- 
oners for Surveying the Mannour Houſe, Park, Dcer, 
Woods and other the Demeaſnes belonging ro 
Woodlock Manoyr 10 that County, came thither, and 
far-and lodged therein, they took up their Lodzings 
in the Bed-coamber and Withdrawing-room thereof , 
the former whercof cthcy alſo made their Xitches . 
The Councii-Hall their Prewvouſe, The Chaney of 
Preſence they ſat in to diſvarch bufineſs, and made a 
Wooabouſe of the Dining-roo;m Oftozer 12, and 1 «. they 
= D rat 
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had little diſturbance, but on the 16 there came as 
they thought ſomewhat into the Bedchamver where 
two of the Commiſlioners and their Servants lay, .jn 
the ſhape of a Dog, which going under their Beds 
did as 1t were gnaw. their Bed-cerds, but on the 
morning finding them whole, and a quarter of Becf 


which lay on the ground untouched; they began . 


to entertain other thoughrs. Ob. 19. Something 
to their thinking removed all the Wood out of the 
Dining-rcom into the Preſence-chamber, and hurled the 
Chairs and Stools up and- down that-room; From 
thence it came into the two Chambers where the 
Commiſttoners and their Servants lay, and hoiſted 
up their Beds feer ſo much higher than their heads 
that they thought they ſhould have been tarned over 
and over, and then let them fall down with ſuch a 


force thar their bodies rebounded from the bed a 


good diſtance, and then ſhook the Bedſteads fo vio- 
lently that themſelves. confeſſed their Bodies were 
ſore with it. . Ofcb. 18. ſomething -came into the 
Bed-chamber and walkt up and down , and fetching 
the Warming Pan out of the withdrawing Room 
made fo much noiſe that they thoughr five Bells could 
not have made more; And Ofob. 19. Trenchers 
were thrown up and down the Dining ['Room, and 
ar them that lodged there , whereof one of them 
being ſhaken by the Shoulder and awakened , pur 
forth his head ro ſee what was the matter, bur had 
Trenchers thrown at it. Ofob. 20. The Curtains of 
the Bed in the Withdrawing-Room were drawn to 
and fro, and the Bed-ſftead much ſhaken, and.eighr 


great Pewter Diſhes, and three dozen of Trenchers 
thrown about the Bedchamber again , whereof ſome 


' fell upon the Beds; this night they alſo thought 
whole Armfuls of Wood had been- thrown down 
in their Chambers, but in the morning they found 
nothing moved. ; 
On -the 21 of Offobzy the keeper of their Ordi- 
gary and his Bitch lay in one of the Rooms _ 
them, 
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them, which night they were not. diſtarted at all» 
But October 2. though the Bitch kenelled there again 
ro whom they aſcribed their former vights reſt, 
both they and the Birch were in a pitiful teking, the 
Birch opening but once, and that with a whining 
fearful yelp. Ofober 23. They had all their Cloths 
plucked off them in the Withdrawing-Room, and the 
Bricks fell out of the Chimney into the Room, and 
the 24th,.day they thought all the Wood had been 
brought thirher , and thrown down cloſe by their 
Bedtide, which noife being heard by thoſe of the 
witharawing-Room 3 one of them roſe to ſee what 
was done, fearing indeed that his fellow Coirmiſli- 
oners had been killed, but found no ſuch matter; 
whereupon returning to his bed again , lg found 
two Dozen of Trenchers thrown into 1t, and"hand- - 
fomely covered with the Bed-cloths. Offrver 25, 
The Curtains of the Bed in the Witharawing-Room 
were drawn to and fro, and the Bed-ſtead ſhaken as 
before, and in the Bed-chambyer, Glaſs flew abour ſo 
thick, that they thought ir had been Money, (and 
yet not- a pain of the Chamber Windows broken } 
bur lighting a Candle, to their grief they found no- 
thing bur Glaſs, which they rook up in the Morning 
and Jaid together. Occzzr 29; ſomething walked in 
the Witrhdrawing-Room about an hour, and goirg to 
the Window opened and [hurt ir, then going into tte 
Bed chamber, it threw great Scones for about half an 
hours time, ſome wherecf lighted on the High-bed, 
and others on the Truckle-bed, to the number in all 
of about. fourſcorez This nigizt there was alſo a very 
great noiſe as though 4o picces of Ordnance had been 
thot © off togerher 3 ar two feveral knocks it 
aſtoniſhed all rhe Neighbouring Dwellers , which 
1cs thought might have becn heard a great way oft; 
During theſe noiſes which were heard in both Rooms 
rogerher , both Commiliioners and Servants were 
ſtruck with ſo great horror, that they cryed out. to' 
one another for help, whereof one of them recover- 
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ing himſelf out of a ſtrange 4 gony he had heen in, 
inatched up a Sword, and had like to have killed one 
of his fellou's, coming out of his bed in his ſhirr, whom 
he rook for the Spirit who did the miſchief ; However 
at length rhey got all rogether, yet rhe nojſe continu= 
ed ſo great and terrible, and ſhook the Walls ſo much, 
that they thought the whole Houſe would have fallen 


' on their Heads, At its departure it rock all che 


Glaſs away with ir. 

The 1. of Novemver, ſomething as they thought 
walkcd up and down the Withdrawing-room, and then 
made a noiſe in the Dining-r00m; The Stones that 
were left before and laid up in the Withdrawing-room 
were all ferched away this Night, and a great deal of 
Glaſs, not like the former thrown about again. N9- 
venber #. came ſomething into the IWithdrawing-room, 
treading as they conceived much Hhke a Bear, which 


- firſt only walking about a quarter of an hour, at length 


1: made Aa noiſe about the Tavle, and threw the 
Warming-Pan fo violently, that it quite ſpoiled it; 
It threw alfo Glaſs and grear Stones at them again, 
and the bones of Horſes, and a!l ſo violently that 
rhe Bed-ſtcad and Walls were bruiſed by them; This 
night they ſer Candles all about the Rooms, and made 
Fires up to the Mantle:trees of the Chimnies ; bur 
all were put out, no body knew how, the Fire and 
Billerts that made ir being thrown up and down the 
Rooms ; the Curtains torn with the Rods from their 
Beds, and the Bed-poſts pulled away, that the Teſter - 
fell down upon them, and the feer of the Bedfted was 
cloyen in two ; and upon the Servants in the Truck- 
le Bed, who lay all the time ſweating for fear, 
there fell firſt a little water, which made them begin 
to ſtir; but before they could ger our, there came a 
whole Tub full, as it were of ſtinking Ditchwater down 
upon them, ſo green that it made their Sheets and 
Shirrs of the ſame colour too, 

The ſame night the Windows were all brooken by 


throwing of Stones, and th er ewere moſt _—_— 
: noiſes 
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noiſes in three ſeveral places rogether, ro tne ERrra- 
ordinary wondcr of all that lodged near tizem. Nay, 
the very Coney-ftealers that were avroad that night, 
were. fo affrighred with the difinal. Thundring that 
for haſt they lefr their Ferret in the Coney Burroug!1s 
behind chem beyond Ryſzammd's Wells 3 nonvitit- 
ſtanding all this , one of them had the Holdnels to 
ask, In the Nameof God, what it was ? whit it wou'd 
have, and what this had dove that they thoxtd be diff ied 
i: this manner 2 To which no anſwer was given, biz 
the Noiſe ceaſed for a white; Ar length It came 
again, and as all of chem faid, brought teven Deviis 
warſe than it ſe!f;. whereupon one of them lighted a 
Candle again, and fer it between the two Chambers 
in the door way , on which another of them f18- 
ing his Eyes, ſaw the fimilitude of a hoof ſtriking rhe 
Candle and Candleftick into ihe midit of the Chame 
ber, and afrerwards making three fſerapzs on the 
inuff ro put it our. Upon this the ſame Perſon was ſo 
bold as ro draw his Sword, but he had ſcarce por it 
out but there was another inviſible hand had hnid of 
it too, and tugged with him for ic, and getring 1t 
from him, ſtruck him ſo violently with the Pummel 
that he was ſtunned with the Blow z; Then began 
grievous noiſes again, inſcmuch that they called to 
vne another , got together and went into the Pre- 
fence Chamber , where they faid Prayers and ſung 
Platms , notwithſtanding all which the Thundring 
noiſe ſtill continued in other Rooms, After this 
November 3. they removed their Lodgings over the' 
Gate 3 and next day being Sunday to Ewelm, but 
returning on Monday, the Devil, (for that was the 
pame they gave their nightly Gueſt) lefr them nor 
unviſited, nor on the Tueſday following, which was 
the laſt day they ſtayed. On Wedneſday the Com- 
, miſtioners and their dependants went quite away , 
and thote that lived at the place affirm, that after- 
ward ſeveral Perſons of good quality lodged- in the 
ſame room but were never diſturbed. 
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I had ſeveral Relations of theſe ſtrange Paſſages 
{faith my Author) pur inro my hands, and one of 
T:iem written by a learned and faithful Perſon then 
living upon the piace, which being confirmed ro me 
by ſeveral Eye-witneſies of many of the particulars, 
and all of them by one of the Conmilkoners them- 
ſeives, who ingenuouſly confeſſed ro me, that he 
could not deny bur what was written by that Per- 
fon aove-mentioned was all true, I was prevailed 
© at laſt ro make the Relation Publick, though I 
nut confeſs, I have no preat eftccin for ſuch kind 
of {igries, many of them no queſtion being perform- | 
ed by combination, and fo might fome of theſe 
Tranſattions aforelaid : Bur there are others which 
are ſcarce reconcileadle tro Centrivauce or Jugling 2 
As I. Such extraordinary Noiſes beyond the power 
of Man to maxe, without ſuch Inſtruments as were 
not there, 2, The tearing d. vn and ſplitting the 
Bed-poſts, and putting our ſo many Candles, and fo 
great Fires no body knew how. 3. A viſible ſhape 
ſeen of a Borles hoof treading out the Candle; And 
4. A tupping with one of them for his Sword , by 
an Invifible- hand, All which being pur together, 

erhaps may ceaiily periwade ſome man otherwiſe 
inclined, to believe that immaterial Beings might 
be concerned in this buſineſs; which if it do, it 
will abundantly fatisfie for the trouble of this Rela- 
rion, ſtill provided the Speculative Theft , who be- 
leves a God, be nar, after all a Practical Atheiſt, Na- 
turgl Hifi, Oxford(hire. pag.

XIX, Of this kind of unaccountable Accidents 
we may reckon that which 15 related by Nr. Clark 1n 
his 2d, Vol. of Examples, which he intitles, A True 
and faithful Relation of 6ne Samn! Wallas, who vas 
reſtored to his perfe&t health after 13 years ſickneſs 
of a Conſumption, taken from his own Mouth, who 
for the laſt four years lay bedrid, and fo weak that 
he could not turn himſelf therein wirhour help, by 
which diſtemper his Body was ſo parched and dryed 
that he was hke an Anatomy, but upon this cure he 
recovered his former health and ſtrength , whereby 
he was enabled to follow his Trade being a Shoe- 
maker, and living at Stanford in Lincolnſhire, where- 
of he gave this follosing account with much affteaion 
and ſeni;bleneſs of Divine Mercy and Goodnets ro him, 
upon April 7. 1659. | 

Upen Woitſinday laſt before the date hereof, about 
ſix a Clock in the Afternoon afrer Evening Sermon, 
he finding himſelf a little lightfome, and able to get

1626, there was in Sileſia one Chriſtopher Cotterus , 
whom the Famous German Divine, Fohannes Commis 
judges to be a Prophet; This man had many ene- 
mies and among the reſt one Davida Wacksman, the 
Emperors Prefe&t for gathering his Tribures 1n the | 
lower Silefta, and Lyſatia; He ſwore that he would 
never reſt ri!l. he ſaw Cotter, and Aincelius a Prote- 
Fant Miniſter hanged upon the ſame Gallows in the 
City of Sprotovia where they lived ; Their Friends 
informed them hereof , which cauſed them vith 
greater fervency to commend themſelves to God ; 
ye: Cetterus by a ſtrong Impulſe of Spirit reſolved to 
go to Glegow, and though his Friends would have 
diſſwaded him, yet Fan. 2. 1627, he went thither, 
where being known he was apprehended, and car- 
ried before the Count of Opperſdorf, and the afore- 
faid Prefet , who after Examination committed 
them to Priſon, The next day a Commiſlary was 
fent to Sprotovia, with a Command to the Senate 
that he ſhould before ſome of them ſearch all the 
Houſe and Cofters of Cotterus, for writings, and like- 
wiſe Miscelius his Houſe in the ſanze manner 3 This was 
d>ne, and the writings were by the Commiſlary car- 
ried to them, which they read and examined , bur 
al! his Prophecies were not found ; Fanzary 25. Cot- 
&/4s was again examined more ftritly whence he 
hid thoſe Prophecies, He anſwered, Not ſrom a" _ 
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-tal mim, but from Spirits that uſed to appear to him, but 
whether they were. Good or Bad Angels, be left it to the 
learned to judge 3 The Count upon certain Conditions 
would have releaſed him, bur the Prefe&t ſtrongly 
oppoſing ir, charged him with Treaſon againſt the 
Emperor, and required that Minceliss might likewiſe 
- be ſent for ; The Senate ſent with him two of their 
Magiſtrares, in whoſe preſence Mincelizs was charged 
to be guilty of Death (who it ſeems writ out thoſe 
Prophecies) which they ſaid were Lyes, and to the 
great diſhonour of the Emperor 3 Min:«(:z5 pleaded, 
That he was injoyned by the Senate to ao it, which the 
Magitſtrares alſo affirmed. The Prefe& appealed then 
to the Council of Prague, and commanded- that 
Mincdins ſhould be kept under an Arreſt till he had 
anſwered them ; The Conſuls that came with im 
proteſted againſt this, affirming, That thir City cad 
not want his Miniſtry, offering to ſtand bound for his 
appearance, and at length they prevailed afcer having 
given a Bond of Two Thouſand Crowns for his forth 
coming. 

 Hereupon the Przfe& poured out all his Indigna- 
tion upon Cotterzs, removing him from his former 
Priſon into a Dungeon where Malefators uied to be 
 Tortured, where he lay in Hanger, Dirt and Cold, 
for above three Months 3; Now a ſpecial Providence 
from Heaven appeared, For Cotterus his Enemies 
underſtood that a compleat Book of all his Prophe- 
cies was in the hand of a Citizen of Sprotovia 3; This 
_ they got, and carricd it. tro the Governour of Opperſ- 
dorf, who afrer he had read it, was much taken with 
Cotteras, and would ro more meddle againft him 3 
He alſo perſwaded the Prafe& to have his cauſe heard 
in the Ciry of Glogow, and prevailed that Cotterus 
fhould have an Advocate allowed him. In the 
mean time the Przfe& married a Noble Virgin, and 
at the weeks end his Office neceſſitated him to go to 
Sagan, and in his return he was to lye at Sprotovia 3 
bur as ſoon as he came jnto the Suburbs of that City, 
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he was taken with a violent pain in his Bowels 3 
whereupon he ſent for a Phylitian, who not knowing 
what to make of his Diſeaſe, forbore to adminiiter 
any thing to him till the next morning that he might 
ſee farther. But it pleaſed God the Prafet dyed 
that night, and in that very place where he had 
ſworn to ſee theſe men hanged. This dreadful Judg- 
ment being known to rhe Enemies. of Cottirus, they 
removed him out of the Dungeon intro a betrer Prt- 
ſon, and after ſome monthz ſpace they ſenrenced 
him, and brought him to the Town-Stocks, faſten- 
ed a Co!lar of Iron abour his Neck, and ſet over his 
Head a Paper thus writren 3 This zs the falſe Propite 
wiltcn foretold ſuch things as came? not to piſs There he 
ſtocd an hour, after which he was baniſned our of 
all the Emperors Dominjons upon pain of death. 
From hence he went to Lyuſatia under the J1- 
riſdigion of the Eleftor of Sxxory , where he 
hved quietly till the day of his death, which was 
in the year 1547. Bur before this, that 1s 1n 1628 
when the Perſecution grey hot in $:jiz, there was 
11 the City of Sproforia , one Adayz Pol;!, a good 
Friend to Cotterics, who knowing® the great want, 
'and neceſſity he was brought unto, not through any 
fault of his own, but by Gods Providence, he entcr- 
tained him ar his houſe gratis, and Cetterus continu- 
£d with him by the ſpace of half a year to the time 
of his Impriſonment, During which time Ad4n 


Pohl, fel dangerouſly ſick, and after a while had h1s- 


Nerves and Sinews: ſo ſhrunk up , that he could 
make no uſe of his Legs, bus for half a year toge- 
rher was confined to his Bed ; Bur it pleaſed God 
that the very morning before the Emperours Com- 
mithioners came with Armed Troops to- reform the 
City (as they called it) his Wife being rifen and 


gone down, there appeared by his Bediide a young: 


man in whire Clothing, who afrer he had ſaluted 
him, ſaid, Adam. This is the, day wherein God bath 
reed totake Vengeance xpon the Citizens of this City for 
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ther Ingratitude, Ariſe, gn in the name- of the Lord, pt 
01 thy Cloaths, tabs thy wife ana young Daughter, and fly 
from bence, make bale 5 and ſo he diſappeared 3 Afﬀer 
which Pol prayed earneſtly , and then began to 
move his hands and feer, and trying to riſe, found 
that he couid ſtand on his feet, whereupon he called 
to his Wife for his Cloaths, which had been laid up 
in a Cheſt all that half year of his lameneſs, and 
when he was dreft, he fell down on his Knees, and 
praiſed God ; Then taking his Wife and Daughter,. 
he haſted to the City-gate, and having ſent for 
Mincelius ro meet him there (who was aſtoniſhed to 
ſee him) with Sighs and Tears they took Council to- 
gether, and reſolved to go to Goriits (and by Gods 
ſirength, and as he judged the Miniftry of an Angel) 
he and his lictle Daughter went afoot e1ght miles that 
day. Hiſiozia Prophitarum, page. 22. | 

XXI. Linſcooten 1n his Diſcoveries and Voyages 
to the Eaſt-Inaizs, gives this Account 3 That in the 
Ifland of C+y/oz, there is a high Kill, upon the trop 
whereof ſianderh a great Houſe as big as a Cloyſter 
In this place in time paſt, ſhrined in Gold and Pre- 
cious Stones, wR kepr rhe Tooth of an Ape, which 
was eſteemed the Hholieſt thing in all Inazz, and had 
the preareſt refort tot from all the Countries round 


about ir, ſo that it ſurpaſled Sr. 7292s in Gallicia, and 


St. Michaels Moiiit in France, by reaſon of the great 
Indulgences and Pardons that were there daily to be 


. had ; For which cauſe ir was ſought unro with much 


Devotion, by ail the 1247275 within four or five 
hundred Miles . round about in vaſt multitudes ; 
But it happened that in the year 1554, when the 
Portugals made a Road out of 1:4ia, and entred the. 
Iſland of Ceylon, rhey went up upon the Hill, where 
they thoughr to find great Treaſure, becauſe of the 
Fame that was ſpread abroad of the great refort and 
Offerings in that place ; They diligently ſearched the 
Gloyfter, and turned up every Stone thereof, yer 
found nothing bur a.little Coffer made faft with many 
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precious Stones wherein lay the Apes Tooth ; This 
Rel.que they took with them to Goa, which when 
the Kings of Pegs, Siam, Bengala, Biſnogar, and 0- 
thers heard of, they were much grieved that fo coſt - 
ly-a Jewel was in that manner taken from them 
Whereupon by common” conſent , they ſent their 
Ambaſladors to the Vice-Roy of India; defiring him 
of all Friendſhip to ſend them their -Apes Tooth a- 
gain, oftering him for a Ranſom (beſides other Pre- 
ſents, which they then ſent to him) ſeven Hundred 
Thouſand Duckets in Gold, which the 'Vice-Roy for 
Covetouſneſs of the Money did intend to do. Burt 
the Arch-Biſhop of Goa diſſwaded him from it, ſay- 
ing ; That they being Chriſtians ought - not to give it to 
them again, biing a thing wherewith Idvlatry might be 
furthered, and the Devil wor(hipped 5 but rather were 
bond by their Profeſſi n to root out, and aboliſh all Tao- 
latry, and Superſiition. By this means the Vice-Roy 
was perſwaded to change his Mind, and flatly denyed 
the Embaſladors Requeſt, having 1n their Prefence 
firſt burnt the . Apes Tooth, the Afhes whereof he 
cauſed to be thrown into the Sea 3; The Embaſſadors 
departed, aſtoniſhed that he refuſed 1o- great a ſum of 
Money for a thing which he ſo little eftcemed : Not 
long after there was a Bernjaueor Prieſt that had got- 
ten another Apes Tooth, and gave out that he hd 
Miraculouſly found the ſame Apzs Tooth that the 
Vice-Roy had, and that it was revealed. unto him by 


a Pagod (that is one of their Gods) in a Viſion that. 


aſlured him tt was the ſame, which he faid the Por- 
tugals thought they had burned, bur that he had been 
there inviſible, and takenir away, laying another in 
the place, This the Heathens preſently believed, ſo 
that it came unto the King. of Biſnagars Ears, who 
thereupon deſired the Benjaze to ſend it him 3 With 
great Joy hereceived ir, giving the Benjyane a great 
ſum of Gold for it 3 whereupon thzs Tooth was hol- 
den and kept in the ſame Honour and Eſtimation, as 
the other that was burgt had been, Linſchotens Voy- 
ages, 111/78 © | | This 
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This Relation demonſtrates that there 1s no Na- 
tion ſo void of Civility and Humanity, but they have 
alwayes owned a Dcity, or ſome Being which they 
adored, ſo tharrather chan they would have nothing to 
Worthip, they were contented to fall down ro an 
Onion ; and a Multitude of other Ridiculous things, 
wherein their Ignorance and Folly 1s chietly to be 
lamented, that they fti!l made choice of any thing 
ro pay their Devotions to, rather rhan the True God 3 
And to difcover the Mercy and Goodneſs of Heaven 
ro us in this parr of the World, I ſhall give ſome fur- 
ther Rejaricns of rhis kind, that thereby we may be 
thankful ro God for the Knowledge he has beitowed 
upon us. 

XXL We often read of Mo'och, and other Idois 
of the Heathens, worſhipped ſometimes by the Jews, 
ſome of whom I ſhall here give an Account . of ac- 
cording to the Judgment of the Learned Dr. Gog- 
winand others ; Moloch (ſo called quaſi Melech, which 
mm moſt of the Eaſtern Languages ſignifies a King ) 
was the God of the Amorites to whom they. oftered 
their Sons and Daughters 3; not that this was his or- 
dinary Sacrifice, but in Extraordinary Caſes and Di- 
firefles, and being reckoned as a work more merito- 
rious, They generally cauſed their Children to paſs 
through the Fire to him, that 1s berwixt two Fire 
made before him. The Carthaginians Worlhipped 
this Idol under the name of Saturn ; ' and indeed 
Baa!, and Satzrn, and Malo-h are reputed to be all 
one, The Image of this Idol was of Braſs, wonder- 
ful for 1ts greatneſs, having the face of a Bullock, and 
Arms ſpread abroad like a man that openeth his 
hands roreceive ſomething of another. This Image 
was hollow, and had ſeven Clofſers or Apartments 
within; One for Whear-Flower of the fineſt, a fe- 
cond far Turtles, a third for a Sheep, a fourth for a 
Ram, a fifth for a Calf, a fixth for an Ox ; and te 
him that would ofter his Son or Daughter a ſeventh 
Concayeor Chamber was opened 3 and then _ 

the 
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the Child was burning in the Idol, with the Fire 
that was made under him, the Parents and ſuch as 
vere preſent, were to Dance and to Play upon Tim- 
brels, and heat upon Drums, that they might nor 
hear the Sorrowfal cryes of their child while thus 
Sacrificing. Anaiimeiech and Adramelick the Gods of 
Sepharvaim mentioned 2 Kings 17, are ſuppoſed to 
be the ſame with this Idol, whoſe Prieſts were called 
C:;emarima from their blackneſs ; The place of this 
ol amongſt the Iſaz!ites was Tophet, the Valley of 
the Sons of Hinnom, that is, Of Lamentation or Roars 
ng, from the cryes of them that were offered. The 
Carthiginians being greatly diftrefſed by Agathocles, 
they barbarouily at one time offered, or burnr to 
this Mz/o:h (their Saturn) no lefs than two hundred 
choice Youths of their Nobility. This Idolatrous 
_ Cuſtom continued to the days of Tiberius, The Phi- 
tfiines, and all chat Seacoaſt were called Pyznicians, 
and they Worſhipped Dagon'3 what Dagon was, faith 
P. Martyr is not well known, bur by the derivation 
of his name, which: Ggnifieth a Fiſb , it ſeems he was 
a Sea-god ; Above his Belly he was of Humane ſhape, 
beneath like a Fiſh, When Cicero ſaith, The Syrians 
warihipped a Fiſh, it may be ſuppoſed to be this Dagon, 
and it may be they intended Neptune, (faith P. Martyr) 
or I know not what Devil 5; Lacian faith, he ſaw the 
Image of it in Py@1iciz, nor unlike that of a Mermaid, 
the upper half like a Woman, "and the lower like a 
Fiſh, in reverence of whom, the Phunicians were 
ſaid to abſtain from Fiſh.. They offer to it, Fiſhes of 
Gold and Silver, and the Prieſts all day long ſer be- 
fore it true Fiſhes, Roaſted and Boiled, which afrer- 
wards'chemſelves did eat, Art Ebron was Worſhipped 
Baalztbub, that is, Tie Lord of Flies 3 fo called erther 
from the abundance of Flyes that atrended the mulr!- 
tade of his Sacrifices, from which inconvenience 1t 
1s faid, tie Sacrifices to rhe rrue God in the Tempte 
of 7eruſalem were wholly free, or becauſe he was the 
God of their Larder* or Buttery to drive away Flies, 
Or 
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or for that tie was Worſhipped in the form of a Fly 3 
though others write, that it was a name given him 
in Scorn and Derifion, calling him the Fly Lord, God- 
wins Antiquities, lib. 4Þ Purchas Pilgrim. Tom. I. 
&XIH. Many ſtrange Events have happened by 
the Ingenious Stratagems of ſome men, as we find 
m divers Authors Sir Walter Rawltigh writes, That the 
Ifdand of Sark joining to Gaerzſey, and belonging to 
rhar Government, was ſurprized by the French, and 
could never have been recovered again by ftrong 
hand, having Corn and Cattle enough upon the place 
to feed ſo many as would ſerve to defend it, and be- 
ing every way fo inacceſſible as ir might have held 
out againſt the Great Twh 5 Yet in the Reign of Q. 
Mary by the Induſtry of a Gentleman of the Neter- 
lands it was in this manner regained 3 He Anchored 
1n the Road with one ſhip of ſmall burden, and pre- . 
tending the death of his Merchant beſought the 
French, (being about thirty in number) that they 
might bury their Merchant in hallowed ground, and 
in the Chappel of that Ifle 3 offering the French a 
Preſent of ſuch Commodities as they had aboard ; 
whercunto the French yielded, upon condition that 
they ſhould not come aſhore with any weapon, no 
nor ſo much as a Knife ; Then did the Flemings pur 
a Coifin into their Boat, not filled with a dead Car- 
caſs, but with Swords, Targets, and Carabines ': The 
French receiving them at their Landing, and ſearch- 
ing every one fo narrowly thar they could not hide 
a Pen-knife , gave them leave to draw their Coinn 
up the Rocks with great difficulty 3 ſome of the 
French took tie Flemiſh Boar, and rowed toward tne 
Ship to ferch the Rewards promiſed them, and what 
elſe they pleaſed, but being come aboard, they were 
taken and bound. The Flemmings on Land, when 
they had carried their Ccffin into the Chappel ſhur 
the door to them, and raking rheir weapons our of 
the coffin ſer upon the French, who ran to the Clift, 
and. called ro their company Aboard the Ship to 
come 
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come to their Aſtiſtance, bur finding the Boat came 
back full of Fi:mmings, they yielded themſelves and 
the place. Aawleighs Hiitory of the World, lib. 5. 
XXIV. Notable was the exploit of the ſurpriz- 
ing Bredain the V/ars of the Low-Countries, A River 
called Merch rans by that City, -upon which ſtands 
a Noble Caſtle rather for Habiratioa than - Strength 
Three Leagues from Brez, the River fai!s 1nto a large 
Channel in Zo!/and. and ſome Barks of Merchandize 
uſed to paſs ro and fro upon that River, having Paſ- 
ports for that purpoie 3 Tie Governour of Breda un- 
der ihe Prince of Parma uſed ſometimes to go to a 
place avout nine Miles off, and in his abſence his 
Son commanded in his ſtead 5; All the while the Fa- 
ther kept in Breda, he ſtill cauſed diligent ſearch to 
be made 1n every Ecar that paſſed, leſt by ſome 
trick or other he might be ſurprized, bur his Son 
being young and inexperienced was neither ſo con- 


- fiderate nor caretul as he ſhould -have been. Among 


other Boats which paſſed to and fro, ſome carried 
Turf, which inſtead of Wood is much uſed. for fir- 
ing in Friefl-zd, Hollznd, and the lower Parts of 
Flanders, who coming from Ho//and into the River 
Herch, went to Breda, and ſome other Towns there- 
about. Art this time there was a Mariner, a Maſter 
of a Boat, who was well acquainted with the Soul- 
diers that kept the Caftle by which all theſe Boats 
uſed to paſs, who went to Prince Maurice, and told 
him, That'a conſiderable company of Souldiers might be hid 
under the Turf inhis boat, and that he might thereby very 
probably ſurprijt the Caſtle by night, and afterward with a 
ſupoly of Souldters might eaſily enter Breda, Prince. 
Manriceliked the Straragem very well, and reſolved 
to make Tryal of jt. Theſe Turf-boats are uſually 
of a gond length, thereby to ſupply their want of 
breadth, the leſſer Rivers and Channels not being 
capable of Broader. The Boat being fitted, the Ma- 
fter came with it to Breda, and underneath the Turf 


which was upheld by great Poles, were placed four-- 
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ſcore Souldiers all choice men, and Captain Charles 
Harawger an old and Valiant Souldier commanded 
them; The Bark being come inro the Caſtle, the 
young Governour gave Order that ir ſhould be ſear- 
ched according to Cuſtom, bur as that order was 
careleſly given, ſo ir was careleſly Executed ; The 
Mariners hereby encouraged, paſſed from more ſe- 
rious affairs to Sport and Jollity, and ſo delay'd the 
time til] night came on, and invited thoſe Souldiers 
which came to ſearch the Boat to drink ſome Wine 
with them, and when rhey were well warmed with 
Wine, they ſoon fell afleep 3 The reſt of the Soul- 
diers were withdrawn into the Caſtle ro rake their 
reſt ; Bur on a ſudden the Souldiers under the Turf 
Landed, and aflaulted them on every 1:ide, being at 
firſt very much aſtoniſhed , bur were ſoon made _ 
ſenſible of the Surprizal, and as ſuddenly lefr rhe 
Caſtle to theſe New Gueſts 3 Some of them were 
hurt and ſome ſlain, and the young Governour was 
taken Priſoner 3 The Captains in the City were in fo 
great confuſion that they could neither break down 
rhe Bridge whereby the Caſtle was joined to the 
Town, neither did they ſecure any one Gate of the. 
City for {9me few hours, till ſuccours could have 
come from the Neighbouring Garriſon. In the mean 
time Count FHo/ark, and foon afrer Prince Mairice 
himſelf came, at. whoſe entrance the $2n75 Garriſon 
marched baſely and ſhamefuily out, and lefr the City 
ro the Hellanders in 1550. Beitivolioe's Hiſtory of 
Flanders, pag. 254, 

XXV. Fernando Camero Governour of Doxurlans in 
Flanders, for the Spaniard 1595, being advertiſed that 
the Cirizens of Ari;zs, a proud People, and litrie 
practiced in Arms, weald nor receive the Garriſon 
that the King offered them for the preſervation of the 
Town, was reſolved to do it by Policy, having aiſo 
Intelligence with ſome within the Town, and there- 
upon attires 40 or $o ſtout Souldiers like Countrey 
Peaſanrs loaden with many burdens, and armed aesy 
neart} 
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neath with Daggers and ſhort pieces ; and Marching 
with about 500 Horſe and $000 Foor, he lays ſeveral 
Souldiers in Ambuſh near the Town, and the nexr day 
{ends ſome of his diſguiſed Souldiers ta one of the 
City Gates following a Carr, which being under the 
Portcullis,one of the pretended Peaſants cut the Horſe- 
trace, which diforder'd the Horſes and ſtopr the Gare 3 
Upon which the others preſently diſcover their Arms, 
fieze upon their Corps de Guard, and give a ſign to 
thoſe that lay in Ambuſh, who being both Horſe and 
Foot, immediately enter the Town, go dire&ly to 
the Market-place, take the Fort and fieze upon the 
Armory and Ammunition which King Henry the 4th. 
of France, had lately ſent, and in the end forced the 
Townſmen to a compoſition for the Redemption of 
their Goods. D' Avila's Hiſtory of France, lib. 1 5. 
XXVI. Remarkable have been the eſcapes of ſome 
men from Dearh, and the Grave, of which I ſhall 
give ſome Inſtances. Ariftomenes General of the Meſ- 
ſenians had with too much courage adventured to ſct 
upon both the Kings of Sparta, and being in that 
fight wounded and fallen on the ground, was taken 
up ſenſeleſs: and carried away with fifty of his Com- 
panions : There was a deep natural Cave into which 
the Spartans uſed to caſt headiong ſuch as were con- 
demned for the greateſt Offences 3 To rhis Puniſh- 
ment were Ari/iomenes and his Companions adjudged 3 
All the reſt of theſe poor men dyed with their falls; 
Ariſlomenes, howſoever it came to paſs, took no harm, 
yet it was harm enough to be impriſoned in a deep 
dark Dungeon amorg dead Carcaſſes, where he was 


likely to periſh with hunger and ſtench ; Buta while. 


after, he perceived by ſome ſmall Glimmering of 
Light (which perhaps came in at the top) a Fox that 
ras gnawing upon a dead Body, hereupon he be- 
thoughr himſelf that this Beaſt muſt needs know ſome 
way to enter the place and ger out ; for which caute 
he made fhift to lay hold upon ir, and catching 1t by 
the Tail with one hand, ſaved himſeif from biting 
It 
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with the other hand by thruſting his Coat 1nto the 
mouth of it, ſo letting it creep whether it would, he 
followed it, holding ir as his Guide till the way was 
too ſtrejght for him , and then diſmiſſed it. The 
Fox being ler looſe ran through an hole at which . 
came a little Light, and there did A4r:{lomenes dig fo 
long with his Nails, that ar Jaſt he clawed out his 
Pafſlage, and fo got home in ſafety, and afterwards 
became very famous and renowned as: both the: Co- 
rinthians and Spartans, afterward found to their coſt, 
Heylins Coſmog. pag. 580. 

XXVII. In the year 137, There was a great 
Plague at Colen in Germany, amongſt many others who 
were infe&ed with ir, was a Noble Lady, her name 
was Reichmut Adolch, ſhe lived in the New-Marker, 
where her houſe 1s yet to be ſeen, ſhe being ſuppoſed 
to dye of it, -was accordingly buried z; The Sextons 
knew that ſhe was buried with a Ring upon her 
Finger, and therefore the night following they came 
privately to the Grave, and digged up the Coffin, 
and opened itz Upon which the buried Lady raiſed 
up her ſelf 3 the Sextons ran away in 4 terrible 
Fright, and left their Lanthorn behind them, which 
ſhe took up, and made haſte to the Houſe of her 
Hisband, by whom ſhe was known and received in ; 
Afterwards being attended with all care and diligence 
| ſheperfeRly recovered, and lived to have three Sons 
| by her Husband, all whom ſhe devoted to the Mini- 
ſtryz The Truth of all is confirmed by a publick 
Monumental Inſcription, creed in Memory of fo 
ſtrange a thing, and is yet to be ſeen in the entrance 
of the Apofles Church in that City. Wanly's Hiſt, Man, 
p18.

XXVIII. I read jn the Relations of M:ſcovia 
(faith the ſame N. Canuſin) publiſhed by the Embaſ- 
ſador Demetrius, of the Memorable Fortune of a 
{ Countrey Boor, The man ſeeking for honey, leapt 
| down into an hollow Tree, where he fell into ſuch 
plenty of. it, that it ſucked him 1n up to the Breaſt 3 

| He 
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He had lived two .dayes upon Haney only, and fiad- 
ing that kis Voice was not heard in thar ſolitary 
Wood, he deſpaired of freeing himſelf from his Lt- 
quoriſh Captivity 3 but he was ſaved by a ſtrange 
chance : A huge Bear came to the ſame Tree to eat 
of the Honey, whereof theſe Beaſts are very greedy, 
he deſcended into the Tree, as a Man would do with 
his hinder parts forward 3 which \cing o>%rved by 
the, poor forlorn Creature, he dciper=tciy,, caichr 
hold of his Loins, the Bear in a !amentabl< trig:ic la- 
boured with all his power to get out, aud thereby 
drew out the Peaſanr from his ſweer Priſon, which 
otherwiſe had proved his Tomb. Cauſins Holy Co.:rt. 
Tom. 1. and 3, | 

XXIX, Dr. Fuller, in his Worthies gives 3 no- 
table inſtances of this kind 3 Firſt, Sr. Richard Edg- 
comb being zealous in the cauie of Henry Earl of Rich- 
mond, (afterwardRing Henry the ſeventh) was in the 
time of King Kichard the Third, ſo hotly purſued, 
and narrowly ſearched for, that he was forced ro hide

tience, and laugh at their Inſolence, for within a few days 
by that meeting which was almoſt ripe, they would be all in

Aſſembled rhe 
fix Precinas of the City to conſult abour'the-bufſineſs, 
ſome being for, and others againſt eaſing. the People, 
ſaying, They were but a Company of Tatterdemalions who = 
made all this noiſe 5 Befides divers Great Men-and Mer- 
chants of the City had advanced upon this Gabel 
above fix hundred Thouſand Crowns, and were to 
pay eighty five Thouſand Crowns of Annual Rent; 
This was nojſed abroad, and--likewiſe that 1f this 
were taken-off another Tax wonld' be fet upon Corn 
and- Wine, whereupon the enraged People proteſted 
they would never endure it z While theſe diſcontents

pleaſant, and of a middle Srature in Linnen Breeches, 
a blew Waſicoat, and barefoot, -with a Seamans Cap. .

His Employment was-to Angle for little Fiſhes, and 
alſo to buy Fiſh and carry them about to fell, he was 
vulgarly called Maſſanello, and being naturally Crafty, 
he obſerved the general Murmurings of the People, 
and fo went up. and down to the Fruiterers Shops, 
and adviſed them,. that meeting together the next day 
in the Market-place , they ſhould tell the Countrey

but one of the Ciry Officers perſwaded them to buy 
it for the preſent, and promiſed that the Gabel ſhould 
be ſuddenly taken off, and fo prevailed with them 
for that time 3 Maſſanello ſeeing his expeRation fru- 
ſtrated, went up and down crying 3 Avant Gabil, Down 


with the Gael, for which ſome jeered him, others con- 
fidered well of his Words.

-ny Boys being met in the Market-place , he bid 
them ſay as he ſaid, and do as he did, and then taught 


them to cry, Let God live, &c. Let the Pope lives Let 
tbe King of Spain live, aud lt the ill Government dye. 
This the Boyes cryed up and down, which cauſed 
much Laughter and Jeering at their Maſter, as if he

increaſed their Laughter the more 3 But he minding 


| his buſine(s, liſted about Two Thouſand Boys about 


ſixteen or ſeventeen years old, whom he prepared 
againſt a great Feſtival that was approaching ; giving 
every one of thema little Cane 1n. his hand, 

The day being come upon which a Feaſt uſed to 


be made by the Boys, and meaner fort of People in 


.the Market-place, they ercfted a Caſtle of Wood, 


which they _ battered with Sticks aud Fruit, which 
drew a great concourſe of People together, and at 
the ſame time a quarrel began between the Shop- - 
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their Fruit z Whereupon a chief Officer came to ſtill 
the commorion , and the betrer ro quiet the Cirj- 
Zens, he reviled the Countrey Fruiterers, - threatning 
to Baftinado them, and to ſend them to the Gallies ; 
Amongſt theſe was a Coſen of Maſſanellos's, who ac- 
cording to the InſtruRions given him, threw his Baſ- 
kers of \ Fruit upon the ground, crying out, God gires 
« Plenty and the ill Government gives a dearth, I care not 2 
ftraw for my ſrait, let every one take of it ; Whereupon 
the Boys eagerly gathered it, and Maſſanello cryed 
out, Without Gaoel, without Gabel., So that the Of- 
ficer threatrned him with whipping and the Gallies, 
at which the People threw Figs, Apples, and other 
Fruit wich Fury into the Officers Face ; But Maſſa- 
nello hit him on the Breaſt with a Stone, encouraging 
his Militia of Boys to do the like 3 ſo that if the Offi- 
cer had not ſpeedily broken through with his Coach, 
and got away to the Palace , he had been torn in 
pieces or ſtoned to death. Upon this ſucceſs the 
number of the People ſtill increating they exclaimed 
loud againſt their oppreſſions, proteſting not ro pay 
any more Gabels, crying out, Let the King of Spain 
live, and let the ill Government dye. Maſſanells being 
thus attended with his Boys, and an infinite Com- 
pany - of looſe People, who were now Armed with 
Pikes and Partizans, he leaped upon a Table and "Is

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oz Pole, yet T ſhall dye contentedly and gloriouſly ; It will be 
honour enough to me to think that my bloud and life perith in 
ſo g'orious a Cauſe , With theſe and ſuch lize Words 
he ſo entlam'd the. People, that they were willing to 
 joyn with him, and to begin the work, they fired the 
Houſe next to «tne Tole-houſe for Fruit, which was © 
burnt down with all the Books of Accounts and other 
Goods 1n at. | 

This bejng done, the number ſo increaſed thar eve- 
ry one. ſhut up: his Shop, being aſtoniſhed ar ſo ſud- 
den a Tumult; who burnt down other Gabel-houſes 
for all other Goods with their Books and Writings 
wherein it was very obſervable, that in plundering 
thoſe Houſes wherein were” ſuch quantities of Money 
and rich Furniture, :not one durſt meddle with the 
leaſt piece of any thing, 'but all was conſumed in the 
Flames, being, as they: faid, - The Quuteſſence of their 
bloa4. The People meeting: with no oppoſition, were 
encouraged and encreaſed thereby 3 ſo that above Ten 
Thouſand made roward the Palace of the Vice-Roy, 
carrying Loaves of Bread upon their Pikes, and cry- 
zng, Let the King, of Spain live, aud the ill Government 
dye; and Mafſanel'o and his Boys with: doleful and 
Jotd volces as they went along [the Streets laboured 
to move all the People to:joyn with them, [and going 
to St. Fames's Priſon, they freed:all the:Priſoners, . and 
admitted them into rheir Society 3 when. they came 
ro the Palace, they cryed out z That they would not only. 
be freed from the Gabel upon Fruits, but from. all other Ga» 
bels alſo, whereupon the Vice-Roy coming out into a 
Balcony,.tpld. them, .'That tbe: Gabel (bould be:abalifhed, 
and part of :that-upon Corn alſo. But: they ſtill icried- out, 
T oat \ they :wauld not «be relieved in part, they oald \bave 
the whole-takemnoff 3 adding, May: the King of Spain live, 
aud. the ill Government aye: Many of them attempring 
to go up the Stairs to acquaint the Governour "with - 
the reſtof their Grievances, they were kept back by - 
the Guardof Souldiers : But with rhejr - Canes,. Clubs, 
.and great Cry, they forced their Pallage, ondlomende 
T LE 4 Audience 
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Audience of the Vice-Roy, bur he had withdrawn 
himſelf. So that when they came to the Hall-coor, 
and found ir ſhur, they broke ir open, and at his 
Chambee they met with ſome furcher refiſtance by 
Souldiers, bur forcing them away, they had eatie ac- 
ceſs into all other rooms, even to the very Cloſer 
where the Vice-Roy had hid himſelf, and though it 
was double bolted, yet by main force they broke it 
open, where he had certainly loft his life, but thartwo 
Noblemen with much ado, conveyed him away : 
Then he intended ro have gone into the Caſtle, 
whither his Lady and Children had retired, bur un- 
derſtanding that the Draw-Bridge was up, he took 
SanRuary in a Church and Friery, and fo out of a 
Window gave the people notice that he was willing 
ro content them, and accordingly publiſhe divers 
Schedules for taking off the Gabel from Fruit, and 
rart of that from Corn, yet they were not ſatisfied, 
tut made figns for him co come down, and ſpeak with 
them Face ro Face, which he did accordingly in a 
Coach, but they upon pain of Death commanded 
tim out, and ſome then ſaid, Sir, for the love of God 
aisburthen us at onc? of theſe Gabels, Let us have no M9Yte 
Slavery, Let us breathe ; Then did the Vice-Roy pranr 
their Requeſt, yet thinking himſelf unſafe, he tirew 
tome picces of Gold among them, which wliHt they 
were ({crambling for, he gotinto a Church, and for- 
tified the paiſages both of chat and the Monaſtery. 
The people furiouſly followed him, and though ar 
a Window he promiſed them ſatisfaction, vert they 
had proceeded farther had nor the Archbiſhop inter- 
poſed, and obrajned an Inftrument under the hayd 
and Seal of the Vice-Roy, which he ſhewed to the 
people, and fo drawing him after them along the 
Streets, he at laſt with a loud voice read *the Inftry- 
ment to them 3; But when it was read, they all cryed 
out, Th:t they were cheated, ſince it only contained t!.8, 
tzbing off tne Gavel of Fruit. and part of that upon wheat 
and jr was thereupon refolved, That it was nece{[ary for * 
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the Defence of the Faithful Profle of Naples to erro! ſome 
Hirmza men to procure a Total diſcharge of -Gabe!'s, They 
then difarmed all the Gukrds,and defired.vea beſceched 
the Prince cf B:ſ/gnano, Collonel General of the Bar- 
raltons of Naples who was well beloved amonpth them, 
to be their Defender and Interceſſor to the Vice-Roy 
for the Total Aboliſhment of Gabels 3 This Requeſt 
he could not refuſe, and therefore mounting on 
Horfeback, he went along with them, the number of 
Men and Boys ſtill encreafing till they were aGout 
fiity Thouſand 3 The Prince ufed a!l poflible means 
ro quiet the People, ſwearing, That he wen!la obtain for 
them what they deſired; yer he prevailed nothing, for 
iome of them ran to divers Prifohs, breaking them. 
open, freeing the Prifoners, and burning all the Books, 
and Proceſiez of Priſeners thar were found in the Of- 
fices; Then going to the Toll-houſes for Corn, they 
burnt it qaite down , together with much Corn, 
Houſhold-ſtuffand Money 3 Then they went to Sr. 
Z.awrence's Church to ring the great Bell to warn all 
the people to Arm ; but there they met, with ſome 
Reſiſtance ; in which time the Prince bemg almoſt 
ipenr in the Crowd {lipt away , which the People un- 
derftanding, "cried out to Maſſari/lo. ro be their Cap- 
tain and Conductor, who accepting the Charge, by 
ſound of Drum ſtirred up all the People of the City 
and Suburbs to take Arms, 

The day now declining, to prevent the infinite 
miſchicf that'was like to enſue, it was thought. fit by 
ſome. that the Monks and Fryers ſhould go, in. Pro- 
ceſlion through the City to implore the Divine help, 
and if poſſible ro quiet the people, which accordingly 
they did but without ſucceſs; But the Vice-Roy and 
Nobility fearing the People ſhould fieze upon. 15 
Pieces of Ordnance, Arms, ec. and Ring the Bells 
ro encreale. the. Lproar, they ſent a good guard of, 
Spaniards, and others to prevent them 3 and about. 
Mid-night the Vice Roy and other principal men re-. 
moyed tothe Caſtle Nzove, that was near the Palace,

andthe better to; quietthe oY he publiſhed good 
Orders ' concerning Bread , which being ſcarce 24 
Ounces, ſhould now be made above 33 Ounces, and 
thar Conſiderable Guards ſhould be ſer about the Ca- 
ſtle 3 yet the People went on with their Fury, Ringing 
Belis,” and dividing themſclyes into all Quarters 3 
SofneVurdiifg. down the reſt of the Toll-Houſes 3 O- 
thers *plunderjpg the Shops for Swords, Muſquets, 
Bifflers, March; &c. And one fooliſh Man reſiſting 
them. they-put Fire to his houſe wherein were divers 
Barrels of Powder, which taking Fire blew up 87 
Men, befides 44 that were hurt ; To prevent the like 
miſchief the -Vice-Roy.. .commanded, that all the 
Powder . in, other places ſhould,; be made wer with

In the mean time ' New- Proceſſions were made by. 
. the Priefts, and che Sacrament and Reliques were laid. 
-. forth in the Churches to implore the Divine-Aſhiſt- 
ance in ſach an Exigericy 3 Then came a Lord from 
the Caſtle, and brought a Copy of their Priviiedges, 
_— that it apreed with the Original, this 
pleaſed them ar firſt, but when it was read, it was 
ſound imperfet, whereupon the people raged cx- 
ceedingly, ſaying, That they were mocked and betrayed, 
a1d that they would be revenged upon all the Nobility ; and

fanells ;, The firſt crder they made, was to burn down 
rhe Houſes of ſixty perions who had been Projeciors 
and Ohiers in the Cuſtom:houſes, and had inriched 
rheinſe]ves by the blood of the People ; This was per- 
formed fo ſtridtlv, that one for raking a little Towel 
cut of rhoſe Houſes was killed, ancther for a Horſes 
crovper had fifty Jattcs on his Back, and {ome others 
for (mall Triiks were hanged by the Conftand of 
Maſſane!o, and he that pityced the burning of thoie 
Mens Houſes or Goods was held no friend to the peo- 
ple, the Houſes were very ſtately, out of which they 
threw all ſorrs of Plate, Diſhes, Stoo!s, Tables, Ciairt, 
Carpets, Taveſtry , and abundance of honey , all 
which they carried 1ato the Marker-place, and burn- 


.ed, crying ont, Theſe goods are our blood, and as th'(e 


burn, ſo the Sonls of thoſe Dogs that ov-n them diſerue to 
burn in Hiil-fire, In one of theſe Palaces, befides all 


forcs of rich Furniture, were brought our Twenty 


three great Trunks. which were full of rich Cloth 
of Gold, Tiſſue, coſtly Embroideries; that dazled rhe 


. 'Eycs of- the beholders, a Cabinet of Pearls and 


OO Stones, yet nothing was ſaved from the 
re. 

The Vice-Roy being defirous to put an end to theſe 
Combuſtions and Burnings, ſent a Printed Inftrument 
for aboliſhing all Gabels with a General Pardon, which 
took no-effea; becauſe rhe Pardon was not fo full as 
they defired-; but perceiving that the Nohiliry in ge- 
neral were hated, he reſolved to employ two Advo- 
cares of the people, committing ro their care and- 
prudence the quiering of them , who rold him no- 
thing would quiet them, unleſs the Original Charter © 
of Priviledges granted by Charles s were delivered to 
them, which he therefore ordered to be ſearchr out; 
In the mean time Ma{anelo commanded all rhe Mer- 
chanrs in the Name of the people to be ready in Arms 
for-cheir- ſervice; and himſelf went with his Train 
ro all the Houſcs of - che Gentry, and others, to ſearch

for Arms, taking all they found of all ſorts, which 
were many-Thouſands, with Nine Pieces of Crdnance, 
Two Canons they took out of a Ship, and Seven more 
out of another z all which they planted ar the mouths 
of Principal Streets 3 Thus ended the ſecond day, the 
Sun fcarce appearing on the third Morning, vhcn the 
enraged People ran to the houſe of a Rich Farmer cf 
the Gavel upon Corn; and it 1s incredible what a 
world of Goods, very precious both for quantity and 
quality, were found in his houſe, all which they burn- 
ed to Aſhes, only two Boxes of Gold were preſerved 
and dcpofired in the Eings Benk ; Then went they 
to the Palace of the Duke of Caivano, who was Secre- 
rary of the Kingdom, where they burned his Bocks, 
Writings and Library , with infinite ſtore of Rich 
Moveables and Utenſils, Coaches, Sedans, -Couches, 
rare ſilver Veſſels, and Jewels of all kinds, ſtore of 
Curious PiRures, all which were burned, ſave fome 
thar they ſent tro Churches as counting them ho!y pie- 
ces, yet burned their Rich Frames ; and harailed . rhe 
houſe to the ground 3 The fire was ſo grezt that ac 
tock hold of a Neighbouring Monaſtery of Nans, avd 
burnt down a gallant Library 3 The hke Dcfolations 
were made in a'l houſes that aſſanili appointed to 
deſtruaion, which were many cf the ſtaicheſt in all 
Nap/es : Tn one of them was found an 1ncftimable 
Wardrobe, fir for a King, which was ail deſtroyed : 
O:hers hid their Richeſt Moveables in: Monaſteries, 
which were by the command of-Maſſaneilo brought out. 
and burned. DOE SIT ET 

Wh:lſt the People were thus. revenging themſelves 
on their ſuppoicd Adverſaries, by the dijtgence of 
thoſe that were tmpioyed, the O 12inal Charters of 
their Priviledges were found out, which being carryv- 
ed to the Vice-Rov, he immediately ſent them. word 
of it, promiſing all fatisfation, but they finding that 
delayes were made, demarded to be Maſters of the 
Tower, where the great Bei! hung to found to war 
at any time, as allo of a Port which they thought

wherein the Vice-Roy promiſed firmly to obſerve it ;

ſwepr by Maſſanells's Command, and the Houſes adorn- 
ed with the Richeit Hangings 3 and -thus they wEnt 
to the Archbiſhops Paſace,” rhe people crying ail the 


way as they went, Let the King of Spain {ijze 3 :0ut with- . 


out Gabels + Ar the Arch-Biſhops Palace they all alight- 
ed, and were met by him, and his Chaplains, in their 


Robes, and ſo going into the Church, and kneeling 


. at the High Altar,, the Secretary of the Ringdom read 
the Articles witha loud voice, Maſſanello itanding by, 
and to the wonderment of all, added, altered, . cor- 


refed, and interpreted them at his pleaſure, no. 
man preſuming to contradit him ; Afrer _ which the 


Vice-Roy, with all the Officers of State, ſwore to- ob- 
ſerve, and keep the faid Capitularions to perpetuity, 
and to ger them confirmed by Oath of his Carholick 


Majeſty 3 After which followed Mufick, and Te Dea 


was ſung for this good agreement. 


When all was ended, Maſſanello told them, That - 
in the laſt ſixteen years the King of Spain had had of

| tade gave him a loud applauſe 3 Thus bufineſles be- 
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ing finiſhed, he attended the Vice-Roy and his train. 
back to the Caſtle, where all the Ordnance was dif- 

charged, and Maſſane!'o told them, That hating now. 
bro:ght his boneft intents to paſs, be would return to be a 

Filk*-man ; and ſo tearing cofi his garments of Silyer, 

_ hereturned with all rhe people to the Market plage,, 
who wond=-rfully rejoyced far havirig thus attained” 
their defires, This day being Sunday 7nly 14. the 
Papers of the agreement were fixed, up and down in, 
all parts of Naples, which cauſed not only great joy. 
 Inthe hearts of the people, but every one extolled. 
 Maſſanello as the Inſtrument, 'and next to him the 

Archbiſhop, as the Mediator of that accord ;, And 

it was'no ſmall aſtoniſhment in the. minds ' of many, . 
to conſider thar' ſych*great  thihgs, were. .cfte&ted, nor | 
by the power 'of # Migiry Eniperour and, Conque-., 
rour, but'by the conduXt of. a poor, bare” legged Fiſh-. 
er-boy ; Now though peace ſeemed. to be ſetled, yet.

firm to their Guard ;' and withal made, Proclamation, . 
That every one. "upou pain of. death ſhould Alcoutr Horan. 
goods were depoſitid 1h, theit hands, _ of thoſe whoſe houſes , 
bid been burnt; Whereupph much, wealth was brought: . 
out of Churches, Monafterjes, ' Hoſpitals and  Nun-. 
nzries, and being informed that four Bandit; had.ra- 
ken SanQuary among. the Feſuits, he ſent ſome t9 
fetch them thence, who having forced open the: 
doors, found* them, and chopped. off their heads, 
and a 7eſ4ir zealous of the Churches Priviledges, ma- 
king ſore reſiſtance, they fo wounded him thar he - 
preiently after dyed 3 Notice being likewiſe given of 
much Goods hid in a Nunnery, he ſent ſome ' Cip- 
rains to ferch it into the Marxet place to be burnt, 
the Captains being denyed cntrance, forced rhe doors, 
and ſo behaved themſelves, . that ane of - the'. Nuns 
almoſt dyed through fear ; which the. Arch-Biſhop, 
complaining of ro Maſſauo, . he ſent for the Caps», + 
rains, and after Examination beheaded them 3 F he

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Cme Morning he publiſhed a Proclamation, That 122t 
ſvould ga out of the City without his Licerſe ; whereup” 
on the Archbiſhop of St. Severine being to go into h1s 
Dioceis, wenr without a Cloke, according to former 
Order, to Maſjanelto for a Paſs 3 Maſſanillo when he 
ſaw him, faid, What wiit thou have my fine Lord ? I de- 
fire with jor good leave (faith the Archbifhop) that T 
may (afely paſs to my Church 53 Go, faith he, and let four 
hundred of ty men go to guard you thither 5 It nttas not, 
ſaid the Archbiſhop, for T go by Sea 3 Thr, ſaid he, 
Let forty Barges 6: provided to attend you 1; T have, faid 
the Archbiſhop, forr already for wy Family which 7s ſuffi- 
cient 3 Will, ſaid Maſſanello, you may do your pleaſure, yet 
you (h.1 not refuſe this bag of dovble Piltoles to bear your 
charges, The Archbiſhop would have refuſed them, 
bur he forced five hundred upon him, which ke durſt. 
not but accept for fear of angering him. 

Thefame Morning alſo he cauſed a Bakers houſe to 
be burnt for making bread too light, and chopped off 
the head of an Abot and ſome others, as being De- 
p:ndants upon the Duke of Mataloni; He ſent to the 
Jeſuites and other Religious Orders, for a great ſum 
of Money for the Service of the People 3 He ſent to 
many Rich Men, and cauſed them to bind rhemſclves , 
ro pay great Sums that he might make good his Pro- 
miſe tothe King of $1.7 of a Donative of fix Millions 
of Go'd 3; This Morning a Kinſman of Maſſanello's in, 
whom he much confiied went to rhe Palace, com- 
plaining openly, That Mafſfancllo 67g2n to dote, and a 
Chaplain of the Archviihop came ro him from his 
Lord, deſiring him now things were ar peace to 
disband his Souldters, and to retire himſelf a while 
znto a pleaſinr Iſland Cwhither they uſed to go for 
Recreation) to refreſh himſelf 3 This pleaſed him 
well, anc ſeveral! Companies of ſuperfluous Souldiers 
were diszbanded, no man grumbling at any thing he 
did 3 which made him grow proud, and multplicity 
of Buſineſſes and want of ſleep diſtempering his Brain, 
he gaye forth many crael*EdiQts for burning - Pa- 
aces, 
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laces, chopping off heads, ec. whereupbn ſome of his 
. Caprains complained to rhe Archbiſhop, thar he grew 
intolerable, impriſoning, and commanding their 
Heads to be cut off to pleaſe his Humor 3 The Arch- 
Biſhop Iaboured ro moderate and mollifie him, ar 
leaſt ro procure his deferring the Execution for that 
holy day, which he obtained ; That afternoon Maſ- 
ſanzllo went with a multitude of people following him 
to the Caſt'e in an odd habir, deſiring the Vice-Roy 
to go with him to that Iſland to take the freſh Air, 
buc he excuſed it by reaſon of a pain in his head, yer 
commanded his Gondo!a to be made ready to wait 
upon Seignior Maſſazello, into which he embarqued 
himſelf with divers Mariners, and had forty Barges of 


Muſicians ro make him merry 3. and as he failed along . 


he threw pieces of Gold into the Sea, which the Ma- 
riners dived to fetch up again for his paſtime, and 
all the afternoon he ſpent in Mirth, Eating and Drink- 
ing too freely of the Wine called Lachryme Chri!l; ; 
and when he returned in the Evening, he gave all 
them that attended him 10 meaſures of Wheat apiece. 
The ſame Afternoon, Maſſanelo's Wife, Mother and 
Siſter, clad in Cloth of Silver, with Chains of Gold, 
and other Rich Jewels, went in a ſtately Coach va- 
Jued at Eight Thouſand Crowns .to give the Vice- 
Queen a Viſit, attended with divers other Gentle- 
women, and when ſhe came to the Palace, Sedans 
were ſent for her and her Company, with a Guard of 


Halberdiers, Pages, , and Lacquies to attend them 


The Vice-Queen preſented her with a Rich Diamond 
giving her great welcome, and many Dainties, and 
ſo returned, where -they found Maſſaneilo ſo heated 


with his Wine that he ſcarce knew what he ſaid or 


did, and thus ended Sunday. 

On Munday morning he would have refigned his 
Power. but his Wife and Kindred difſwaded him, and 
himſelf conceived, that if he ſhould do it, he could ex- 
pe& no other bur death, but now when he came ro 
manage his Authority, he committed fo many Fop- 
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-peries, and Tyrannical As, as made him hated by 
thoſe who before hag adored him, and the reaſon of 
his diſtempered Brain was conceived to be from a fa- 
ral drink given him by the Vice-Roy the day before , 
To which may be added, want of Food and. Sicep, 
for he was ſeldom ar leaſure to do either, inregafd of 
multiplicity of buſineſs which wholly rook him up. 
Early that Morning he rode into the Market-place 
with a naked Sword in his hand, ſtriking many, for 
no cauſe offered z A Caprain who came to him about 
buſineſs he wounded in the Face z and meeting witlt 
one that was ſaid to be a Spy, he cauſed his head pre- 
ſently ro be chopped off ; another complaining, that 


' bis Wife was gone away with another Man, he cauſed 


the Woman to be hanged, and the Man to be broken 
on the wheel. Then poing to the Kings Stables, he 
took for himſelf and his Followers fix of the beſt 
Horſes, bur before he had gone far, better bethinking 


himſelf, he ſent them all back again. The Vice-Roy 


himſc!f hearing of ſuch Extravagancies tremvled, and 
retired into the inner Palace, cauſing it to be forti- 
fied, and increaſed his Guard 3; Then Mz:ſ[2:/!9 ſent 
to two Noblemen to come to him into the Marſtet- 
place, upon pain of burning their Palaces, if difoey=- 
ing ; who returned anſwer, That they wox'd wait os 
kin 3 Butinſtead thereof, having ſecured their 5oods, 
they went to ine Vice-Roy to complain of their Slaviſh 
Condition, and whil? rhey were conſidering how ro 
remedy 1t, there came two of his chief Friends and 
Counſe}ſors making the ſame Complainr, ſaying, That 
tiey were in continual danger of their Lives, and that the 
People vegan to hate Naflanello jor bis extream Cruelty; 
Wiereupon 1t.was concluded, That the Penple (Hould be 


perſwaded to mabe their Addreſſes to the Vice-Riy, and 
' therein to arclare that they would bave no more amd ance 


upon kim, bat upon his Excellency only, provided tht tity 
might be aſſured to enjoy their Priviiedges lately corfiried 
by Oath : This the Vice-Roy villingly aflented to, an 
the People were perſivaded ro atcept of the Conditj- 
G Cs, 
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ons, and Maſſane!o being gone abroad to rake his plea- 
ſure, many cf them mer with the Vice-Roy, where it 
was concluded, That Maſſanello ſhould be laid hold on, 
and kept in chains during bis life, but not put to death be- 
cauſe of the gooa he haa done for the Peiple 53 At Maſſanel- 
lo's return, being extreamly inflamed with Wine, he 
began to play many mad Pranks 3 whereupon rhe 

'Caprains of the People apprehended him, and pur him 
in Cuſtody under a Guard of Souldiers, and the Peo- 
 —— with the Vice-Roy haſtened his 
End. 

Tueſday 7uly 16, in the Morning Maſſarells's Se- 
cretary meeting ſome Bands of men going towards the 
Caſtle, proudly acked them, By whoſe Authority they 
Aftd. One of the Captains anſwered, By the Authority 
of the Vice-Roy 3 Well, (aid the Secretary, thy head (hall 
pay for this z whereupon the Captain wounded him 
with his Sword, and another ſhot him through, and 
ſo thev put him into a Sepulchre 3 But the people 
thar adhered to the Vice-Roy drew him out, cut off 
his head, and dragged his body abour the Streets 
Preſent!y after, Maſſaneilo eſcaping out of Priſon, went 
to the Church of the Virgin of Carmine, and the 
Archbiſhop coming ro fing Maſs there, it being a great 
Feſtival day to that Sainr, Maſſineils mer him, ſaying, 
Moft Eminent Lord I perceive that the Peopie will now for- 
ſabe me, and go about to take away my life, I deſire that 4 
Solemn Proceſſion may be made to this moſt holy Lady, for 
being to aye, T ſhall then dye with greater content 3 The 
Church being full of People, Maſſanello went to. the 


Alrar, and taking a Crucifix in his hand, he com- + 


mended himſelf to_the People, remembring them 
what great things he had done for them ; rhe diffi- 
cultics he had encountered with, and the hatred thar 
he had procured to himſelf thereby, &c. and then 
proſtrating himſelf at the Archbiſhops Feet, he deſt- 
red him to ſend the Vice-Roy word, That he world 
willingly renounce his Command, and reſign it into his Ex- 


do, 


cellencies hand 3 which the Archbiſhop promiſed him to- - 
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do, and ſeeing him all in a ſweat, he conveyed him 
ito a Dormitory to be refreſhed, and fo he lefr him. 
Maſſaneilo after a while went into the Hall, and 
ſome that were hired to murtherhim, ruſhed into the 
room, crying aloud, Let the King of Spain live, and let 
none beveaſter upon pain of azath obey Maflanello. Maſſa- 
relis ſeeing them, ſaid, Tou go perhaps to ſearch for me, 
behold me here my people * Whereupon ſome ſhot at him, 
and he crying out, Ah ingrateful Traytors, fell down 
dead 3 Then came a Butcher and cut cff his 
Head, and carried it npon a Lance, firſt into the 
Church, and then to the Market-place, crying out, 
Let the King of Spain live, Maſſanello 7s dead, Maſla- 
ncllo is dzad; and withal they diſcharged ſome Har- 
que{4ſſts, whereupon the affrighted people funk a- 
way, not daring -to Revenge their Captains death 3 
ſo that they carried his head up and down the City, 
and the Boys dragged his Eody up and down the 
Streets, and at laſt his Head was thrown into one 
Ditch, and his BoG&y into anotner 5 And thus as the 
Almighty for the 1.;:5 of the Ez1ftians punithed them 
by ſmall and inconfiderable means, ſo did he Corre&, 
Humble, and Chaſtizc the Stately, proud City of Na- 
p'es by ſo mean a Perion, whoin ten dayes time acted 
the part of the Greateſt Monarch upon Earth, and 
then fe!! ro the loweſt Contempt, and died the moft 
vile death of che greateft Malefattor. Thus Mafſſa- 
nello being raiſed by the popular Air, flain and ſcorn- 
ed by the ſame people, Honoured and TIdolized 
by the ſame perſons, may be compared -to a Eall tof- 
ſed up and down by Fortune ; The voice went af- 
terward thata Chappel ſhould be built for him, and. 
the prime Wits of Naples compoſed leveral Epitaphs 
upon him, amongſt which , the following 1s thus 
Engliſhed by F. 2.

zn infinite number of Sparrows that eat up, and de- 
voured the ſeed winch was cait into the ground, that ' 
men were conſtrained to depart their old Havitations, 
and removeto other places, 

LXXV, About the year of our Lord 852, came 
into Fraxce ſuch an innumeranie Company of Locnits, 
thar the vait multitude of them darkened tie very 
Light of the Sun, they were ukewiſe of a very 
extraordinary Bigneſs, ard hai a fix-fold Order cf- 
Wings, fix Feet, and wo Tecth, the hardneſs where- 
of ſurpaſſed rhat of a Srone ; Theſe car up every green 
thing in all the Fields of France 5 Arlaſt by the force 
of the Winds, they were carried into the Sea, and 
there drowned 3. Afrer which by the agitation of the 
waves, the dead Bodies of them were caſt upon tne 
Shores 3 and from the ſtench of them, rogerher with 
the Famine they had made with their former devou- 
ring, there aroſe fo great a Plague, that it was verily 
thoughr every third perſon in France dyed thereof, 
In one of the Cities of France the Inhabitants were 
driven out and forced to leave it by reaſon of the 
mulritude of Frogs, Gualterus Chron. p. $99. 

LXXVI. The Ifland of A4naphe heretofore had not a 
Partridge 1n it, till ſuch rime as an Aſiypalean brought 
thither a pa!r that were Male and Female, which cou- 
ple in a ſhort time did increaſe in ſuch wonderful 
manner that oppreſſed with the number of them, the 
Inhabitants upon the point were inforced to depart 
from the Ifland ; 4ypalza of old had no Hires in it, 
bur when one of the []2 of An2pe had put a brace 
into it, they in a ſhore time fo increaſed, that they 
G 3 a\moſt 
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a!moſt deftroyed whatever the InhaVitants haw ſow- 
ed ; whereuv'n they ſcnr, ſaith the Hiftorian, to 
conſulr the Oracie concerning this their Calamiry, 
which adviſed them to ſtore them felves with Greys 
hounds, by the help of which they killed fix Thou- 
ſan Hares in the ſpace of a year, ani! many more 
afterwards, whereby rhey were delivered from their 
Grievance. The Inhat1rancs of the G3 neſian 1iwnds 
are reported to have ſent their Embaſizuors ro Rv m2, 
ro requeſt ſome other place to te alligned rhem for 
their habitation, becauſe they vere opprefiſed by the 
incredible number of Cones zmong tnem : And rhe 
Baleares through an extraordinary increaſe of the ſame 
Creatures among them did Petition the Emperour 
 Angizs, that he would fend them ſome Souldiers 
agajnſt theſe Enemies of theirs which had already oc- 
cafioned a Famine amongtt them. Plin. Nat. Hit. 
liv. 8. 

LXXVII. My.zs (faith Dr. Feylin) was a principal 
City in [ia upon an Arm of the Sea, but 1n after- 
times, the water drawing further off the Land, brovghe 
forth ſuch an innumerable multirude of Fleas, that 
the Inhabitants were fain to forſake rhe City, and 
went with their Bag and Baggage to retire to Miletns. 
nothing hereof being left but the- Naie and Merr ory 
in the time of Paiſanias, And Herodotus writes 5 
That the Nenr; a People bordering upon the Scythians, 
were forced out of their Haottation and Countrey by 
reaſon of Serpents, For v.hereas a multicude of Ser- 
p=nts are bred 1n the Soll 1t felf, at thar time there 
came upon them ſuch an avundance of them, and fo 
infeſted rhem, that they were conſtrained to quit the 
place, and to dweil among the Fudiri. Caſſardey, in 
his return from. Apolionie met with the People, called 
Adogerits, who by reaſon of.the multitude of Frogs 
and Mice were conſtrained to depart om their N4- 
tive Soil, and to ſeek our Habirarions for themſelves 
elſewhere 3; The Countrey of 779.75 1s exceedingly 
given to breed great ftere of Nice, fo that _— 
| they 
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they have enforced the Inhahitanrs to quit the place 
and depart. 7ujin. Hiſt, Lib, 15. 

LXXVIII. In the 159th. year of che Reign of Alcx- 
ander the third King of the Scots, tuch an increaiv'e 
ſvarm of Palmer Wormes, ſoread themielves over 
both S:otland and England, thar they conlumed the 
Fruits 2nd Leaves of all Trees an4Berbs, and eat up 
the Worts and other Plants ro the very Stalks and 
Srumps of them; As allo the fame year by an unutual 
increaſe and ſwelling of the Sea, the Rivers overflow- 
ed their Banks, and there was ſuch an Inuncarion 
eſpecially of the Tweed and Forth, that divers Villages 
were overturned thereby, and a great number bo 
of men, and all forts of Cattle periſhed in the Waters, 
Zuingins Totat, Vol. J. Lib. 2. 

LXXIX. About the year 1510, the City of Con 
flartizzpie and the Countrevs thereabouts were fo 
plagued with Clouds of Graſhoppers that they dark- 
ned the heams of the Sun 3; they left nota green herb 
or leat in all the Countrey, yea they entred into tnetr 
very Bed-chamvers, to the great Annoyance of the 
Inhabi:ants, being almoſt as big as Dormice with red 
Wings. Know!s's Hit. of the Turks, p. 1308. 

Thus we ſee there is nothing ſo: (mall and inconſt- 
derable 1n our Eyes, but may beavle ro diſturb. va, 
to deſtroy us even when we are in the fulneſs of our

LXXX. Sirange was the Accident which we find 
reported in the Treaſwy of Times as followed 3 In the 
year 1553. Upon Sr. Andrews Pay in the preſence of 
Mounſieur Brother to King Cbail;s, and afrerward 
Henry the third Ring of France, Monfteur de H'mity 
made report of the following Hiftory, the ſum. of 
whoſe Relation I have thus abridged ; In Picardy in 
the Forreſt of 4rd, certain Gentlemen undertook 2 
Hunting of Wolves, amongſt others they ſlew a She- 
wolf, that was followed by a young Boy, aged abouv 
ſeven years, ftark. naked, of a ſtrange Complexion, 
with fair curlzd hair, who ſeeing the Wolf dead, ran 
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Rercely at them, but was beferand taken ; the Nails 
cf his Hands and Feer bowed inward, he ſpake no- 
riiing, burſent out an inarciculate ſound, they brough 
3'm thence toa Gentlemans Houſe nor afar cff, where 
they pur Iron Manacles upon his Hands and Feet ; + in 
tae cnd by being long kept Faſting, they had brought 
h!m coa Timenels, and in ſeven months had taughe 
him to fpeaxz; He was atrerward by Circumſtance of 
time, and fix Fingers he had on one hand, known to:

where he kept his, and defired nim bur to ſtroke his 
hands upon them, which he wcuid do, with fome of 
his phlegm er ſpittle upon them ; after which done, 
(!:r others conjeEure as rhey pleaſe) for the ſpace of 
fiireen days, Dogs of the greateſt fiercene(s, nor any 
Wolves would by any urgency touch them ; By this 
means he gor great ftore of Money, for he would 
havea double Turns, Which 1s the value of two- 
perce in that Counrey, for every Beaft he ſo laid his 
hands on, cr ſtroked their Ears 3 But as all things 
have a certain Period, ſo when he had attained to paſt 
fonrteen years of Age, this Vertue which he had, left 
tim ; himfelf obſerved that.the Wolves would not 
come ſo'near him as before, bur keep aloof off, as 
being fearful of him, which poſhibly mighr proceed 
from the change of his Complexion and Tempera- 
ture 
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ture through ſo long alteration from his Wolviſh Diet» 
which was raw Fleſh, ec. His gain by this means 
failed, and he went to the Wars, where he proved 
Brave, Bold, and Valiant at length he fell to be 4 
Thief, excelling all others in crafc and ſubtilty, hE 
was ſlain 1 572. by the Souldiers of the Duke of Aras 
though he ſold his Life at a dear rate, even with the 
death of a great many of his Enemies.

this N:tion fourd out the Excellency and fruitfulneſs 
of the place, fo agreeable to Engii Bodies, and pro- 
firable ro the Exchequer 3. Nature 1s there prodigal, 
and makes amends for her parſimony in other parts 
of the World 3 an Acre thcre often yieldeth Forty 
Buſhels cf Corn, though (which is more ſtrange) 
there be three Harveiis in a year ; for their Corn is 
fawed, ripe, and cut down in little more than two. 
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Months ; For rhis and other beneficial Expeditions 
and Deſigns, he is Knighted by Queen Elizabeth 3 And 
in the Year 1592. The Queen reſolving re aflault the 
Spaniard at a diſtance in revenge of his inrended In- 
_ vaſion in 1588, She ſent Rawleigh ro America with 
fifreen Men of War to poſſeſs htmſelf of Panama, 
where the Spaniards Ship their Plate, or at leaſt to 
fall upon, and intercepr them in their Paſſage 3 
bur the King of Spain having Intelligence thereof, ſent 
expreſs command that no Ship ſhould ſtir from the 
Weſt-Indizs that year ſo thatthis defign was prevented 3 
After this he ſer ſail ro Gaians, where he performed 
very conſiderable Service. 

In 1896. The Queen rigs out a brave Fleet conſiſt - 
ing of 150 Ships, Mann'd with 6350 Souldiers, 1000 
Volunteer Gentlemen, 6772 Seamen, with which ſhe 
15 reſolved to fall upon the Spaniard at home 3 The 
Earl of Efſex, and the Lord Howard were Comman- 
ders of equal Authority, having been both at exce(l- 
five charge in carrying on the War :; To theſe were 
joyned a Council of War, conſiſting of ſeveral emi- 
nent Seamen and Souldiers, among whom was Sir 
Walter Rawltigh 3 The Fleet was divided into four 
Squadrons, the firſt commanded by the Lord Admiral 
Hard, the ſecond by the Ear] of £fſex ; the third 
by Sir Tho. Howard and the fourth by Sir Walter Raw- 
leigh; Inthe beginning of Fung they ſer ſail for Cales, 
and ſoon got to Gades, their defign being perfealy 
unknoivn as well to their Enemies as their own: men 3 
The Ebbing waters would not permit the Great Ships 
to engage, the ſhelves being of greater hazard than 
the Enemy ; Therefore Rawleigh 1s pitcht upon as the 
moſt proper Perſon, in the midſt of the Channel 
to provoke them, who accordingly in a little 
Ship called the. arſhight, dire&ted his Prowe againſt 
the Spaniſh Men: of War, who thereupon preſently 
fell back; Upon this the reſt of the Fleet came in, 
and burnt and took ſeveral of their Ships 3 After this 
Victory at Sea, the Men were very importunate to - 
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go on ſhore, whom Eſſex landed at Puntal a League 
from che City : Ar firſt the Spaniards received them 
with a great dcal of Courage, bur the Exgiih charged 
them ſo warmly that they thought ir the beſt way to 
retire with more ſpeed than they came out ; The. 
Engliſh purſued fo cloſe, that they had almoſt reco- 
vered che City Gates as foon as they; The Earl got 
upon a Bulwark near the Gate, and from rhence he 
eſpied an entrance into the Town, bur very hazardous 
it b<ing a precipice, but this did not affright ſeveral 
of our Enz/iſh , who leaped from thence into the 
Town, and engaged the Enemy in the Streets. 

In the mean time Sir W. Rawleigh and others having 
forced rhe Gates, entred the Town, and the Caſtle 
vas ſurrendred upon merciful Conditions, bur Sir 
Walter was not Idle, or eager afrer the enjoyment of 
the Conqueſt : For whileſt others were reaping the 
plentiful Harveſt of War, he with ſome ſmall Ships 
who could paſs up the Channel, fired their Merchant 
Men, who were withdrawn to Port Real, altho* they 
offered rwo Milions of Ducats for their Redemprion ; 
Great were the Lofles of the Spaniards by this War 3 
and if we may believe our Hiſtories, amounted to no 
leſs than Twenty Millions of Ducats, upon Conſul- 
tation 1t was reſolved to quit the Town, though con- 
trarv to the Opinion of Eſſex, who was for keeping it 
as a futureannoyance to the Spaniards 3 At their re- 
turn the Queen welcomed and encouraged - her Soul- 
diers with new Honours z Rawltigh continued in her 
Favour to the laſt ; bur when King Fames came to 
take poſſeſſion of the Kingdom, Sir Fohn Fortiſcue, the 
Lord Cobham, Sir Walter Rawleig.) and others, would 
have obliged the King by Articles before his coming 
to the Crown, that his Countreymens numbers ſhould 
be limired, bur this was ſtopt by the Treaſurer, and 
the Earl of Northumberland 4 Sir Walter feared , that

Ar the enrrarce of the King, he preſented him wirh 
a Manuſcript of his own Writing, wich no weak Ar- 
gu7:ei1.S againſt Feace : Bur Sir Walter was miſtaken, 
f. r his Counſel was 1Il timed, a::d a new Part was now” 
to he aRed. the Scene heing changed ; Peace was the 
Kings 21m, wherher out of Fezr or R-ligious Princi- 
ples is not determined ; Bur with Spain a Peace js con-, 
cluded, thovgh an Enemy already humbled, who had 
now time to recover their Loſſes, and were as it were 
_ cheriſhed ro aſſault us with the greater Vigour ; and 
the ſucceſs thereof every one knows ; and as if the 
King would go quite contrary to Queen E!i3ab+:hs Poe: -

cyin his Death ; A Perſon of fomuch worth and great 
Intereft, that King James would not execure him 
withour an Apology > Authors are perplext under 
what Topick to piace him , whether of Stateſman, 
Seaman, Souldier, Chymift, or Chronologer, for in 
all theſe he did excel ; He could make every thing he 


read or heard his own, and his own lie could cafily

and having finiſhed his Confeſſion, the Hangman was 
going to putthe Halter about his Neck,but the Provoſt 
rhrew it away, and breaking out into a Laughter told 
him, There was no ſuch thing,& that be had done this only to 
try his Courage, bow he could bear the terror of death ; The 
Captain looked ghaſtly upon him, and faid, Then Sir get 
you out of my Tent, for you have dons me a very iff Office; The 
next morning Captain Bolca,though a young Man abour 
thirty, had his hair all rurned gray to the admiration of 
all the World ; the Dukeof Alva queſtioned him about 
tt, bur he would confeſs nothing ; The next year the 
Duke was recalled, and in his Journey to the Courr

nevertheleſs the people were fo diſſatisfied, fearing 
that by ſome means or other he mighr be got away, 
that they threatned to pull down the adjacent houſes 
15 they did not find him 3 which forced ſeveral 
perſons of Quality to go into the priſon, and at their 
return afſured the enraged Multitude, that they had 
both ſeen and ſpoke with the ſaid Rywart 3 But this 
availing little, they reſolved to be further ſatisfied, by 
making this Rywart ſhew himſelf tro them all at a 
Window of the priſon, that they might both fee and 
know him, which being done their Fury was fome- 
What allayed for that time 3 yet the priſon was guarded 
Night and Day by the Burgers. Aug. 20, The fojlows 
ieg Sentence was pronounced againſt Ruwart Van Put- 
te by the Court of Holiind and Weft-Frieſland.

Before this ſentence was publiſhed, the Barber Ti- 
chtlaar being releaſed out of Priſon, reported through 
the Town, That he was' the Perſon who had accuſed the 
Ruwart,. who was. baniſhed for ever, when be as they 
might all ſee was ſet at libirty ; Immediately afcer this 
the ſenrence being Publiſhed, occaſioned great mur- 
murincs amongſt the Burgers, who iudged it to be 
unjuſt ; ſince they ſaw the Barber was ſet at liberty, 
and that conſequently his Accuſation againſt the Ru- 
wart muſt be real, which if it had been falſe, the Bar- 
ber would undoubtedly have been puniſhed, and the 
Ruwart van putten releaſed 3 upon which they argu« 
ed, that it appeared plainly, that the Riwart had 
ſufficient knowledge of the Treaſon plotted againſt 
the Perſon of His Highneſs the Prince of Orange, and 
therefore had juſtly forfeired His Life, and deſerved 

' to dye - The late Council Pentionary, Mr. John az 
-Wit, coming the fame day with his coach and cwo 

Horſes to ferch his Brother Rewart out of Priſon, he: 

was no ſooner alighted, and gone in, but the Burgers: 

cauſed his coach-to drive away : About 11 a clock” 
the rwo Brothers coming down to take coach, the

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forced- them to retire into the Priſon again : | Mean, 
while the body of the Watch came to their Centi- 
nels Athſtance, and beating an Alarum, in a ſhort 
time raiſed fix Companies of Burgers, two whereof 
placed themſelves round about, and before the Pri- 
ſon Gare, the reſt were drawn cur on the outward 
Court, while the three Troops of Horſe, which were 
quartered in the Hague immediatcly mounred, and 
one of them repaired to their appointed Station 3 
while the other tuo riding ro the Burgers, defired to 
paſs through the Gare, which they refuted, ſtopping 
them vith their Pikes from going farther : Ar this 
time it was reported, thar the Bores were coming in 
orcat numbers from ſevcral places to plunder Jhe 
Hague ,- Whe:reupon all the Horſe were ſent to the 
Pranbriages and Trenches abvour the Town, to op- 
poſe all outward Afaults , bur ail this came to no- 
thing : 

Avout fix a clock in the Evening, the Burgers 
which guarded the Priſon Gate, reſolved to open the 
ſame by force, and take out the two-brothers, they 
being jealous rhat either by ſubtle ſtraragem cr vio- 
lence they would be fetched fromthenice the approach- 
ing night : Whereupon they began -to diſcharge their 
Musxkets againſt the door of the Priſon 3 which nor 
opcning , they fetchr grear Hammers and chiſlcls, * 
and therewith broke open the doors and locks 3 be- 
Ing entred, ſeveral of them ran up ſtairs, and com- 
Ing into the chamber, they found Ruwart in his Fa- 
pan Night-Gown lying on his Bed, and the Council 
Penttonary his Brother fitting at the: Beds feet, read- 
ing 'in a Book, which laving aſide, he asked the *Bur- 
gers, what this violence meant ? and what they would have? 
To which no other anſwer was. made, but that they 
muſt both of them go down. ; Hereupon they pulled 
Ruwart from the Bed, not ſuffering him to pur on. 
any more cloaths, bur with bitter -curſes and cxcla- 
wations puſhed rhem down ſtairs, in- ſuch a violent 
.manner that. one of the Burgers wounded - Joby de W# 
5-4 in. 
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1n the Forchead with tis Pike 3 No ſooner were they 
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come our-into the Street, but rhe multitude fel] a 
kicking and ſtriking of them, reſolving to carry them 
ro the Scaffold, excher there to ſhoor them, or put 
them to a more cruel death 3 as indeed ir ſoon hap- 


ned; For ſome who could not ftay their furious 
and bloody hands ſo long. . Firſt knocked down Ry- 


. wart Van Putten, whilſt about five or fix paces from 


thence, Jobn de Wit received a blow on his Forehead 
with the But end of a Musket, and fell likewiſe down 
on the ground, but being not quite dead, he was ſhot 
through the head with a Piſtol, which made him give 
up the Ghoſt ; Rywart jn the mean time was ſtabbed 
in the body with ſevcral ſwords : After which both 


| their bodies having reccived ſeveral wounds, as well 


by Musket ſhors as otherwviſe 3- The rude multitude 
broke in among the Burgers, tearing their cloaths 
from their dead bodies, and dragged them naked by 
the Legs along the Streets to the Scaffold, where Ry- 
wart not being quite dead breathed his laſt, ; 
The Bodies thus mangled were hung up by the feet 
on a Gibbet, where they were kickt and ſpit on. . On 
this bloody Stage, the :'laſt part of this Tragedy was 
Aged, by ſeveral inhumane, and moſt barbarous 
people, who firſt pluckr off the hair from the hcads 
of their Maſſacred Bodies, beat tie Teeth out of 
their Mouths, pulled out their Tongues, cut off their 
Ears, Noſes, and Privy parts, chopped off their Fin- 
gers and Toes, and that with ſuch Helliſh Oaths and 
Curſes as were never before heard of : Bur this not 
ſufficing, they ript up their Breaſts and B-llies, tore 
out their Hearts and Bowels, fo that their Bodies had 
more reſemblarice to ſlaughtered Be2t:, than of men z 
At laſt, the darkneſs of the night ended this ' horri- 
ble Tragedy, and all returned to their ſeveral Hahi- 
rations ; The Bodies were by ſome certain perſons, 
who came in diſguiſe, taken from the Gibber, carry- 
ed home, and ſome dayes after privately buried, 


while the Members of the flain are fold up and down 
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the Streets, a Finger for 15 Stivers, a Joint of a Fin- 


ger for 12, an Ear for 25, a Toefor 10, and ſo pro- 
portionably 3 Their cloaths were alſo ſold by pieces, 
and kept as Relicks of. the Barbarixy of popular rage 
and inſolence. 4

ed our her conquered hand to receive the Humanity, 
of him that inv.ted her, and having refreſhed her ſelf 
with meat and drin';, ſhe began co attempt upon the

103. The unparalleled revolution in Portugal in the 
year 1541, is very worthy to be remembred, where- 
by Philip the Second King of Spain, loft that whole 
Kingdom as it were in one day; with almoft all the 
Ifands, Forts and Provinces , thereunto belonging. 
To give a particular account of this great TranſaRtion, 
it will be neceſſary to look a little back upon the Ort- 
ginal cauſes, and occaſion thereof. : 


In the Year 1573. Savaſiizn Grandchild- of King 
Fohn the 3d. and Sixteenth King of Portugal, Reigh- 
ed in that Ringdom , being about 23 years: olds 
Scarce was he well ſetled-jn his Throne, having: Rejgn+ 
ed not above a year and half, but Ambaſſadors from 
Mu!y Mahamet, then turned out of his Kingdoms of 
| Feſſe and Morocco by his Oncle Abazmelech, implored 

his Aid itt the recovery of his Kingdom, with pro- 
miſe, That if 'he- would aſi him to drive out Abdeme- 
lech,*he- would freely reſign to Sebaſtian , the Kingdoy 
of - Morocco , - and content ' bimſelf with that of Feſle. 
Ambition of Glory and Dominion, makes Sebafiiay 
readily undertake the Enterprize , ſending to Philip 
of Spin for Afſiftance, who promiſes him Ten m_ 
| I fan 
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ſand men, but failed, yet with the Forces that him- 
ſelf had levied, he reſolves couragiouſly to proceed 
To which by accident, juſt as he was going, he. got 
ſome addition; For Stukely an Engliſhman, as he was 
golng with a ſmall Fleet of Ships , and about Six 
Thouſand Zralian Souldiers to aflift the Triſh Rebels 
againſt Queen Elizabith, was by Tempeſt driven into 
Lisbon; Whom King Sebaſſian with much intreaty, 
perſwades to defift from his intended deſign, and ac- 
company him into Barbary, | 

- Thus ſer forth, he arrives at Tangier with an Army 
of abour Thirty Thouſand men, where he meets My- 
ly Mibamit with a very ſmall addition of Forces, and 
much leſs than he expeced, yer he marches forward 
toward 4baemelech, who by Letters in vain, adviſed 
him to-return-in Peace; The two Armies meet in the 
Plains of Alcazar, where King Sebaſtian is utterly de- 
teated, himſclf., Muly Mahames , Stubely, and ſeveral 
perions'of quality ſhin 3 Three Kings fell in this field, 
tor Abdemelech was ſlain in the hotteſt of the fight; 
This Battle was fought in Anguft 1578, yet ſome have 
affirmed that Sebaſtian was not flain in this Battle,- but 
that for ſhame and ſorrow he returned not home, 
bur wandring from: one place to another; was ar laft 
diſcovered at Venice, and from thence by command of 
che King of Spain, was carried tro Naples, where he 
was kept-three days:ina dark_and diſmal Dungeon, 
without any ſuſtenance , but a Knife and an Halter, 
where-he miſerably died. Whecher this were the 
true Sebaſtian or 'not, was not certainly known , but 
he was:ſq like him, that the Spaniards uſed to ſay, 3f | 
it werent be, it was the Devil in his likeveſs 53 But how- 
ever he being thus loſt «to the Portugals,, Henryithe 
Cardinal (third Son ro' Emanual the firſt, who. was 
Grandfather to Sebaftian) ſucceeded in the Kingdom, 
but he being both *by reaſon of his Age, which was 
67. years, and his FunQion, being a Churchman, de- 
prived of all mcans to give the people any hope of 
Tdue, jt was the whole diſcourſe not only of FRO. 
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but all Chriſtendom , during the ſhort time of h1s 
Reign, who of right ought, and' who probably might 
ſacceed King Henry in the Kingdom ; there were 1e- 
veral pretenders thereunto, but Catherine Dutcheſs of 
Braganza, and youngeſt Daughter to Don Edward, 
ſixth Son of Emanial aforementioned , had rhe cer- 
tain and undoubted right; yet Philip 2, King of 
Spain likewiſe made his claim, though contrary to the 
Fundamenral Laws of the Nation, which Philip knew 
very well ; bur having power and might on his fide, 
he little regarded Rights and Titles, thinking them 
not ſtrong enough againſt the manifold Arguments of 
Souldiers, Arms and Money ; and therefore no ſoon- 
er did the News of the death of King Henry arrive 
at the Spaniſh Court, but the Duke of Alva was com- 
manded with an Army of Twenty Thouſand men to 
march to Lisbin, and in the Name, and Right of his 


_ Catholick Majeſty, to make conqueſt in that Kingdom 


if he found oppoſition. 

Bur little reſiſtance was made, only Don Antoniothe 
Baſtard , Son of Lewzs the Infante, having got intac 
Lisbon, m the head of a Tamultuary Rabble, rather 
than a well formed Army, endeavoured art firſt ro 


make ſome defence, but was ſoon defeated, and the 


Suburbs of Lisbon being plundered to fatisfie the 
Souldiers, the City was ſurrendred to himz Whither 
ſoon afrer King Philip came, and fo by a mixt Title 
of Deſcent and Arms, took poſſeſſion of the King- 
dom in 1580. Kathertye Dutcheſs of Braganza, be- 
ing inforced to ſurrender to him all her Intereſt and 
Prerentions to that Crowr.z The Nobility and Peo- 
pte of *Portuga! were without doubt extreamly ama- 
zed*tro fee themſelves fo ſuddenly ſurprized , and 
made* ſabje& to a Foreign Prittce, and eſpecially to 
a Prince of that Nation againſt whom they had a na- 
tural hatred and antipathy , but finding themſelves 
in 2 condition not able to make reſiſtance , they 
thought they ſhould gain more by freely ſubmitting 
to the King, than to be forced it; they therefore 
wept I 2 madg 
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zrade their humble ſybmiſſion, which King Philipmet 
as 1t were half way, and condeſcended in the Parlia- 
meant or General Aſſembly of Eſtates, of that King- 
dom, to be ſworn to , theſe Articles or Capitulations 
following : 

I. That tve ſaid King Philip of Spain, &>c. Sh:u'd 
obſerve all the Laws, Liberties, Privitedges, and Cultoms 
granted to the Peopie by the former Kings of Portugal, 
2. That the Vice-King or Governour ſhould be aiways the 
Son, Brothcr, Uncle, or Nephew of the King, or «ſe a 
Native of Portugal. 3. That all the Chief Officers in 
Churchor State (hould bs beftlomed upon the Natives of Por- 
tugal , and not upon flrangers; likewiſe the governments 
of all Towns and Places, 4. That all Countries now be- 
longing to the Portugals ſhould ſs continue, to the Comm- 
dity and ventfit of the Nation. 5$. That the Portugal Na- 
tion [hould be admitted to:all Offices in the Kings Houſe, as 
well as the Spaniards. 6. That becauſe the King could 
z0t conveniently be a/ways in Portugal, he (hould ſend the 
Prince to be bread up amonefi them. Theſe Articles were 
ſhut up , or concluded , with a Bleſſing upon ſuch 
Kings as ſhould obſerve and keep them, and a Curſe 
on thoſe who ſhould break or violate them ; And 
ſome Authors likewiſe affirm, that there was another 
clauſe added to them ſignifying, That in caſe (which 
God forbid) the King which then was, or his Suceſſors 
ſhould net obſerve this Agreement ; or (hould procure a Diſs 
penſation for this Oath the Three Eſlates of the Kingdom 
might freely dezy Subjeftion and Obedience to the Kingy 
without bring guilty either of Perjury or Treaſon. 

Though theſe Articles were thus ſworn to, and the 
Cardinal Aibertus Archduke of Aziiria, Son to the 
Emperor, and Nephew to the King of Spajz, appoine 
ted Vice-King of Portugal, King Philip dupſt nox 
yet in perſon leave the Kingdom, for he perceived by 
_ their murmurs and viſible diſcontents, that their ſub» 

miſſion to him proceeded more gut of Fear rhan 
Love ; and that as he had in a moment gained that

the Firſt King of Port:g4!of the great Vigory he ſhou!d 
obtain over the five Kings of che 30s, and That bis 
poſterity ould reign happily Kings of Portugal, b»t that 
in the ſixteenth Generation, his Line (nould fail, ot thas 
God at length (houd have mercy again upon them, and refiove 
them. Others had regard to a Lerrer written by St. 
Brrnavd to the ſame King Ap5orſo, (the Original of 
which iz reported -to have been given ro the Portuoa! 
Ambaſſidour by Lewis 13. King of France in 1541) the 
ſubſtance whereof was; That hz rendved Thanks to him 
for the Lands beſtowed upon” him, and that in recompence 
therenf, God bad declared unto him, that there ſion'!d r6t 
1.3 a Native of Portugal to ſit upon the Thron, unleſs for 
the greatneſs of theiy Sins, Grd would chaſiiſe them jor a © 
time, but that this time of Chaſlijement {hou!d net la$t above 
thveeſcore years: Other Propheſies there were of this 
Nature, and to this Effet, which put the people in 
hope of a deliverance, and many flattered them- 
ſelves that Don Sthaſiian was yet alive, and would 
come and deliver them ; nay ſo fooliſh were ſome cf 
them, that though they believed him ſlain at the Bat- 
tle of A:caxer In Barbary, yet they thought he ſhould 
tive again , and mijraculouſly come to Redeem

Bur that which moſt of all expreſt the Peoples 
diſcontents , was what was publickly ſpoken by 
the Mouths of their Orarors the Prieſts in rheir 
Pulpits, who” would ordinarily in their Sermons 
utter Speeches . much to the prejudice cf the 
Spaniards Title, and in favour of the Dutcheſs of 
Brag2iza, nor did they ſpare to do fo, even in the 


pretence of King Philip himſelf, who would therefore 


ofcen fav, That te Portuguerz Clergy bad made the ſharp- 
i War with him ;, Father Lewes A'varesa Jeſuit, preach- 
ing one day before the Spaniſh Vice-Roy took his

water for m61ey, &c. becauſe of the Exciſe laid upon 
Wine and orher neceſſaries by the Spaniards; And 
that other, Serv; Dominati, &c. Servants have ruled over 
245, &c. And The Crown 3s fallen from our Heads ; Moſt 
commonly ending with this Prayer and' Invocation, 
Recordare Domine, &c. Remember O Lord what is come 
p01 us, Conſider and bihold our Reproach, Onur Inheritance ts 
turned to Strangers, and our Houſes to Aliins, &c. 

Yer did King Pzip bear all theſe Afﬀronts with an 
jncomparable patience, diflembling with an Admira- 
ble Prudence his Paſſion (if he had any) for theſe 
diſcontents; for he knew the only way to win this 
Nation to an Obedience and Compliance , muſt be 
mildneſs ar firſt, whatever he intended to praQtice 
afcerward, and that he had by his exa& keeping his 
Word and Oath, won much upon this People appears, 
in that during his whole Reign, and that of his Suc- 
cellor King Philip the third, who followed his Fa: 
thers Footſteps, though not with that Craft and Dif+ 
ſimulation, they made no Attempts, nor were incl1- 
nable to revolt, only ſeme ſmall buſtles with Antonio 
the Baſtard aforementioned, and one or two Counters 
feit Sebaſtians, not worth mentioning, for they. as was 
ſaid, keeping their words in moſt things , (though 
they infringed ſome of their Priviledges) had almoſt 
broughr the People ro a willing Slavery 3 Bur King 
Philip the fourth committing the whole charge of the 


Government to his Favorite Count_Olivareq , who. 


though without doubt an able Sratſeman, 'yet would 
ſeem to have a; way in Policy by himſelf, _ - 
oay 
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body elſe could underſtand the reaſons of it; and theres 
by loft this whole Kingdom and {all ir's Territories; 
For ſuch were the new rigorous ways which he uſed in 
the Government of Cat 4/onia and Portugal, both peo- 
ple very tender of their priviledges, the leaſt breach 
of which, ſhould have been ſeconded by a potent 
Force to have ſuppreſſed them, in cafe they ſhould 
attempt an Inſurreftion; when inſtead of having 
ſuch power in readineſs, the Catalozians had rather 
opportunity given them to Rebel, and {purs to pro- 
voke them thereto; For ſome Souldiers being ſcat- 
teringly quartered among them, but too few to curb 
them, they looked upon thar as a greater Intrench- 
ment upon.cheir Lidercies than any before, and a de- 
ſign utterly ro inflave them 3 wherefore converting 
their patience into fury, they took Arms, Maffacred 
the Souldiers, flew rheir Vice-Roy, and pur them- 
ſelves under the French protection. 

This Revolt of the Catalonians was a preſident to 
the Portugals, who had extreamly ſuftered under the 
breach of their priviiedges, for contrary tothe ſecond 
Article (worn to by King Philip the ſecond, That the 
Vice-Roy or Governour ſhould be either Son, Brother, Vn- 
cle, or Nephew to the King of Spain 3 The Infanta Mar- 
garita dat Mantoyua who had no Relation at all to rhe 
Kings of Spain, was made Governeſs, whicii the? 
might and perhaps would have born, had they -nor 
been incented by a more feeling injuryin 1635, when 
a Tax of the fifth parc of rhejir Eſtates was impoſed 
upon all the SubjeRs of that Kingdom, an intolerable 
Grievance , and thouglit ſo infufferable by the Sou- 
thern parts of the Nation, that they roſe in Arms to 
oppole it, and had fer the whole Kingdom in a Flame 
if it had not been quenched by the timely care and 
induſtry of the Governeſs. Yer this ſmall ſtir gave 
an Tten to the Court of Spain of the readine(s of the 
people to Revolt, which made O0livares endeavour by 
all ways to cut off the means of their being able to do 
It; and that was to-allurt-thence Joby Duke of Bra- 
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ganze, whom the Portugacs looked upon as the Pcr- 


10n who of Right ought-ro be their King, and the on- 
ly Native of the Kingdom that myghtt reſtore again 
the Line of Aiphonſo; Beſides he was a Prince who 
for Power, Riches, and Number of Tenants, not on- 
Iy exceeded all the Nobles in Portyga!, bur even of 
Spain 1t ſelf; And indeed the Duke of Braganga was 
one of the moſt Glorious Subjeas in Errope , being 
allied ro moſt Kings in Chriftendeme, which made the 
Kings of Spain, though they were Competitors for the 
Crown of Portugal, Treat this Family with more Ho- 
nour than any other of his Grandees, receiving them 
with almoſt as much. reſpe& as if they were Soveraign 
Princes, which appeared in King Philip the 2. who moſt 
of all defired ro abaſe this Family, yer always when 
the Duke of Braganga came to viſit him, he would 
meet him in the middle of the Room, and nor per- 
mitting him to kiſs his hand , ſear him with hunſclf 
under the Canopy of Eſtate, 

To draw the Duke therefore out of Portugal, O!7- 
var firſt politickly offcred him the Government of 
Millain, a place of great Truſt and Honour; bur he 
modeſtly refuſed it, as not in a Condition at thar 
preſent to undertake ſo great a Command, and indeed 
expreſiing an unwillingneſs to go: out of the Kingdom, 
which made the King of Spain and the Count more 
willing to draw kim from thence, and to this end it 
was diſcourfed 3. That the King himſelf was reſolved to go 
in Perſon to reduce the revalted Caralonians, and that there- 
fore all the Nobility ſhould be in readineſs in four months 3ime 


to atterd His Mafeſly in that Expedition; But the Duke 


of Braganza being ſuſpicious of the Spaniards, becauſe 
he knew himſelf ſuſpeted by them, and likely ſo to 
be, whilſt the Portxg::cz ſo much affeted him, to af- 
ſure himſelf of the ones love, and 1f poſhible to pre- 
vent the others ſufpition, retires himſelf to his Coun- 
trey Houſe at Villa Vicieſa, and there foilows his ſports 
of Hunting.&:, not at all regarding matters of Stare, 


withal ſending an Excuſe to Count Olivares, That hzs 
| Affairs

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Affairs were af preſent in ſo low and mean a condition, that 
he could not appear to attend His Mafefy in that pomp 
and ſplendour which became a perſon of his Quality , and 
that therefore he (hould do His Majeſly more ſervice 11 Shayung 
at bome when the other Nobles were abroad, than tt conld poſe 
fably do by attending him, This Plot thus failing, made 
the Court of Spain more ſuſpicious of the Duke than - 
ever before; Count Olivarez; therefore reſolves to 
employ his utmoſt arr of Diffimularion ro 1ntrap him, 
and char by ſuch means as in reaſon might make tie 
Duke Ambitious: of che Throne ; though it appeared 
Olivarez truſted the Duke only becautfe. the Duke - 
ſhould rruſt him. - 
In aniwer to the Duke of Braganzg's Letter of ex+ * 
cuſe the Count afſures him, That His Majefty was ver} 
well (ztisfjed with the reaſons of his not attending him to 
Caralonia, being very ſenſible of his good inclinations to his 
ferti0, that for his owhn'vart be was viry farry his Afﬀairs 
were in ſurh a low condition, and could not but eommiſerate 
his Interest as his own 5 That His Mijelly tolet him now © 
how great confidence he repoſed in his Fidelity, had appointed 
him General of the Militia of the Kingdom; and had for his 
preſent ſupply ſent him Threeſcore Thouſand Crowns. leauing 
it to his Choice to .eſide in what place near Lisbon he pleaſed. 
This itrange Confidence- repoſed in the Duke by the 
king of Spain much amazcd the greateſt Politicians, 
who thought it reaſonable that the Spanzia ſhould have 
permitted the Duke ſtil] to have kept retired in the 
Co:intry, rather than to have siven-him ſuch a Con:- 
mand, and called him to Lison into the -conrinaal 
view of the People, who looking on him as the Heiz 
of tat Houſe,. which had been ever repreſented tc 
have che only: Right to the Crown, might eaſily be in- 
Himed: with a defire to have a King of their own ; 
And theſe things: the Princeſs of Mantoua was very ſen + + 
ſible of, and. therefore continually ſelicired the King 
to know his Reaſon;: or to defire him to remove thoſe - 
apparent opportunities which he had given the Duke - 
of Braganga, to-<fte a Revolt; Bur ſhe not only re- - 
I..5:: ceived: 
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ceived intricate and doubtful anſwers from the King 
and Olivare;; but had likewiſe the former Actions 
ſeconded with one, which made her think the King 
of Spain had a mind to toſs the Kingdom of Portugal 
into Duke Braganza's hands whether he would or no; 
For'on: a ſudden withour any notice given her, all 
the Spaniſh Garriſon in St. Johns Caſtle, -which com- 
manded the City of Lishon, and indeed upon the 
ſtrengrh of which the whole ſafety and ſecurity of the 
Kingdom depended, were ſuddenly drawn forth and 
the Caſtle left to the diſpoſai of the Duke.. 

Bur this was the laft A& of Count Olivarez confi- 
dence in the Duke, for by truſting him ſo much, he 
now thought that hecould not on the contrary but re-- 
pole confidence in him, and therefore next Summer in 
1640, he again by Lecters ſ(ollicites him to leave Por- 
z:gal, and come to Madrid, aſſuring him, That his Ca» 
tholick Majeſty gave him many thanks , and greatly ap- 
plauded bis Loyalty in the exerciſe of the Office of General, 
and was very ſen(ibie of the good effefts which his AuthIrie 
zv.v9ad wrought ou the Portugals;z He next repreſented to 
him, the preſent declining condition of the Spaniſh Monar= 
chy, #ot only by reaſon of the diſorders in Flanders - and 
Italy, and the preparations of the Turks, but more eſpeci- 
ally, bicanſe their moſs Potent Enemies the. French, were 
now in 4{ſiftaxce of the revoited Catalonians entred Spain z 
That it bighly concerned His Catholich Majeſly, to drive 
them out of his Territories, which coald not be done with- 
oat a very powerful Force, That he being one of the Prime 
Grandees of the Kingdom, might by hzs preſence in tht bead 
of a good number of his Tenants, encourage others to a ſuit- 
table Aſs Stance; . That to- this purpoſe His Catholick Majeſiy 
expected him every moment, having deſigned for bim great 
Honours, Priviledges: and Dignities ſuitable to bis: merit. 
Bur. as cunning an Angler as 0l;varsz was yet he fail- 
ed:ofhis-Mark, this bait would nor hook in the Fiſh ; 
For:though the Duke of Braganza was accounted no 
great Polititian,yer his own fafery raught him to know, 
nat all theſe great Offices, and fair Promilſes, __ 
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but guided allurements to draw him to his deſtruai” 
on; having therefore ſupplyed the King with a con- 
fiderable number of his Tenants and Friends , he 
found excuſes for his own not going in Perſon; And 
to prevent all ſuſpition, he retired again to his Coun- 
try-houſe;z Thus theſe two great perſonages endeavour- 
ed by Craft and Difſfimulation to ſupplant each other; 
only one ſtrove the others deſtruftion, the other only 
ſtudied his own ſafety and preſervation. Dj 

During all theſe paſſages, the Vice-Queen Margari- 
ta was very Vigilant in her Government, and foreſce- 
ing in reaſcen what might be the ifſue of thoſe pro- 
ceedings, writ very importunately to the King, afſu- 


_ ring him, that if it were not fuddenly prevented, the 


Kingdom would be infallibly loft ; To which ſhe re- 
ceived no anſwer, only 0livare; (hghring her Judg- 
ment as fitter to govern a private. Houſe than a Rivg- 
dom, ſent her word That if her capacity would not 
reach to the height and drift of thoſe myfleries of State, 
yet that br wiſdom would keep her from diſcovering them 3 
But without doubt 0/;vare;, was inwardly perplexed, 
to ſee all his Plots thus fail, and foul means he durſt 
not -openly attempt, ſuch was both the Dukes Power, 
and the great love the people bore him, he therefore 
at laft' had recourſe to treachery, and gives ſecret or- 
der to Don Lopes dz Ofjis, and Don Ant. Oquenas; 
that when they had relieved Flanders with Men and 
Money, they ſhould with their whole Fleer pur into 
Poytiigal, and that as ſoon as the Duke ſhould accord-- 
ing- to the duty of his new Place and Office come 
aboard, they ſhould immediately ſer fail; and bring” 
him away to Cales; But this Plot! was by a ſtrange 
Divine Providence prevented, for this Fleet was to-- 
tally ruined by the Ho!landers upon the Coaſt of Eng-- 
land 1n 1639: 

And: now was the time come, wherein according” 


to St: Bernards Prophefie, the Kingdom of Portugal 


was to be releaſed from the Tyranny of Strangers, 
and reſtored again to the Goyernment of a Native: 
: Kings: 
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King,- to which . all things ſeemed ſo well to concur 
that it cannor be imagined to have leſs than a Divine 
hand in ic; for though all Plors failing againſt the 
Duke of Braganza, the Spaniards . being fearful of 
fomewhat, drew as many Portugal Souldiers out of 
the Kingdom, as conveniently they could, thinking 
to leflon the ill humours that now began to appear, 
yet thereby they did bur the more enflame thole diſ- 
contents , which were taken at V aſconſelo's managing - 
all Aﬀairs of State, for though Margarita of Man- 
touz was a Princeſs of great Judgment and Know- 
ledge in State Aﬀairs, yet ſhe was too much over-ru- 
Ted by Vaſconſellos's Secretary of State, whoſe Govern- 
ment was inſufterable to the Portuguez, who. hated as 
much his ebſcure birth, as his 'evil cuſtoms, being a 
man - compoſed of Pride, Cruelty and Covetouſneſs, 
knowing no moderation bur in exceſſes ; Small farts 
were made by him Capital Crimes, ufing all. ſeverity 
to thoſe whom. he did bur ſuſpeR to be diflatisfied 
with his Government, and exerciſing with all rigour 
the Spaniſh Inquiſition, puniſhed not only the aions, 
bur the very thoughts of men ;. The infringing the 
greateſt priviledges of the Portugal! Nation, ſeeming: 
ro him but a Trifle ;. which. continued oppreflions , 
in the end fo exaſperated the whole people, that in- 
couraged by the knowledge of their own ftrength, 
by the many diſtraRions of- the Spaniſh- Nation, by 
the late example of the Catalonians, and ſtirred up 
by the abſolute ruine which. they ſaw hung over their 
Heads, there being ſix thouſand Portugas liſted eve- 
ry year, and- forced to. ſerve the Sparizrd in his, For- 
reign Wars; From all theſe conſiderations, they -re- 
folved to looſe the. yoak. from off their Necks, and ro 
diſclaim all obedience to. him., by. the Ele&ion of a 
King of their own; Some thought that this conſpt- 
racy was. of at leaſt .1o. years ſtanding, and agreed to- 
by moſt of the Grandees of Portyga!, but ir being a: 
Stare Myſtery, is hard to be decided, I will therefore 
recount only what was publickly acicd. |

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Upon Saturday 2h. 1. 1540. (and: Saturdays have 
been often obſerved to be favourable to the Portugneſs 
Nation) all the Nobility: of that Kingdom, led on

of the minds of the Portugues Nobility from the Spa- 
nh Government, and earneſtly prefling that fome ri- 
gorous: reſolution might be taken ro prevent it , which 
Letters being afterward fiezed, did ſufficiently des». 
monſtrate his 11] will to the Portugues Nation; whiltt 
he was thus. bufied, the confuſed noiſe of the Soul- 
diers pierced his ears, and wondring atthe cauſe there- 
of, he caine forth accompanied only with one Dutch- 
man, and one- of the: Guard, he would have gone 
down, but was hindred by the *Portugals; who came 
running up, crying, &iUl the Traytor, kill the enemy of our 
blood ; Whereupon not knowing where to fave him- 
ſelf, he fled with thoſe accompanying. him. into an 
inner Chamber, and there with his ſword in his hand, . 
aſlifted by thoſe with him, difpoſed himſelf to (ell

ſtood himin no ſtead, for thoſe two who endeavour- 
ed to defend him, being ſlat1 with two Musket-ſhot 
He ſecing it in vain to defend himſelf there longer, 
leapt deſperately out of the Window, rather to ſeek 
his death, than our of any hopes to fave his life ; for 
noſouner was he down, bur numberleſs ſwords were 
imbrued in his blood, the very Women and Chil- 
dren running to tear in pieces his dead Body, with 
the ſame alacrity and chearfulnefs that he uſed to tor- 
ment them when alive. 

In the mean rime the Marqueſs of Ferrizya was gone

of by the Major part, the Arch-biſhop of Lisbon ſtood. 
up, and in an eloquent Speech. having laid before 
them the Miſeries they had endured under the Spanifh 
Yoke, recommended to them Fohn D. of Bragan7a as 
the undoubted Heir of the Crown, and their Lawful 
Soveraign ; This Motion they all moſt willingly aflent- 
ed to, and concluded to ſend Gaſton Cotigno a man of 2 
fluent Tongue toacquaint the D. with their Intentions, 
and to periwade him to acceptthe Crown and deliver 
his Countrey 3 Gafton being arrived, with many well 
couched words acquaints him, That there was now 4 
pregnant opportunity. offered, torecover the indubitable Right 
of his Anceftors to the Crown of Portugal, That the No%- 
lity and Clergy. were wholly inclined to redeem themſelves 
from the Tyranny of the Spaniards, by ſecuring the Crown 
upor his head, That the Univerſal. Odjum, and hatred of 
the whole people to the Spaniſh Government, the preſent law 
Condition of the Heaſe of Auſtria, diſtraed on tvery ſiae 
with War, The afſ»1ed Aſſiſtance that France and other 
| ANajun!s 
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Nations, emulating the greatneſs of Spain, would lend, were 
as ſo many motives to perſwmade them, nat to let ſlip ſo fair an 
opportunity tn regain their Libe"ty. Toat if th by refuſal 
(ould be the fnle Enemy to his Countreys Freedom, they would 
effeft it themſelves ana veduceit toa Commonwealth 3 Theſe 
and many other Arguments he ui<d, which his Love to 
the Houſe of Bragana, his hatred ro the Ca/iilans, or 
his own ingenuity prompted him to. 
The Dukes amazement permitted him not to re- 
turn a ſudden anſwer, bur after a little Pauſe he re- 
plyed ; That he was highly ubiiged b5th to him, and all the 
Nobility for their 4ffettions to him, but that this was a-bu- 
{neſs required great deliberation 3 that there w.1s no Medl- 
um b:tween a Tirone, and a Chair of Execution 3 That 
therefore he ſhould firſt adviſe with himſelf, and not rajhly at- 
tempt ſo bazardous a buſineſs He therefore communi- 
cates the whole Affair to his Dutcheſs Donna LuciaSiſter 
to the D. of Medina Sidmnia, a Woman of a Noble, He- 
roick, and Maſculine Spirit z with her he conſults, 
whether he were beſt accept of the Propofirions of 
the Nobility, or to prevenr all hazards, goto Madrid ; 
and being anxtous what courſe to rake, his Wife ge- 
nerouſly told him, My Friend, ſaid ſhe, if thou goeſt to 
Madrid the: doſt incur the dangey of loſing thy life, and if 
thou accepteſt the Crown thou doſt no more, co ſider then whe- 
ther it be not better to dye novly at home than baſely abroad 5 
The words of his Lady, ſay ſome animated him with 
a Reſolutton to accepr the Crown ; ſo he returned 
Gaſt:n an anſwer 3 That he could conform himſelf to the 
Connſels of the Nobility, reſolving to live and run all hazards 
whativer with them ſor the regaining bis Conntreys Liberty, 
In the mean time the Marqueſs of Fer1;era reduced all 
thoſe Caſtles yhich held our for the RK. of Spain, and 
then in the name of the R. of Portugal gave the Sacra- 
ment of Fidelity, or an Oath of Allegiance to all the 
Orders, that 1s to the Clergy, Nobility, and Com- 
mons, which was received with ſo much readineſs, 
that had not the Marqueſs ſeen the necefſary Orders 
obſerved, the People had run into certain inconvent- 
ences, 
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encies, ſo much they ſtrived to prevent each other in 
wiliingneſs to perform this duty. 

Upon Thurſday Feb. 6, His Majeſty made his en- 
trance into Lzsbg9r, with all thoſe Applauſes that a 
Beloved King can expe from his moſt Loving Sub- 
Jes, the Rich Liverics given by the Nobles, the Tri- 
umphal Arches, the Streers hung with Tapeſtry, the 
multitudes of People flocking ro ſee him, and the 
Excellent Fire-works, which were {5 many, that a Spz- 
niard cried out, Es poſſible que, &c, Is it poſſible that K. 
* Philip ſhould be deprived of a Kingdom only with Lights _ 
and Fireworks without a prwerfal Army! Certainly this is 
an evident Token that "tis the Almighty hand of God ; Yet 
theſe I ſay, were but the leaſt demonſtrations of that 
Cities Love and Joy ; For ſo great was the Concourſe 
of thoſe that crowded to ſee their New King , that 
though His Majeſty entered into Lisbon by Noon, 
he could not through the throng arrive at his Palace, 
till two hours after Sun-ſet; Curioſity and - Love, 
which uſually. have the force to ſtir up all AfeRions, 
made this people flock fo faſt to the ſight of their 
Prince, and even thoſe who hated the Houſe of Bra- 
ganga, did accommodate themſelves to the general 
Joy ; Bis Majeſty being arrived at the Palace, in ftead 
of repoſing himſelf, fell preſently to conſultation for 
preſerving ofthe Kingdom he had thus ſuddenly gotten, 
and the ſeveral Governours were commanded to their 
Countries to Levy Forces, -who liſted the Inhabitants 
from the Age of eighteen to fixty,in whom they found 
ſuch a ready willingneſs, that many offered their E- 
ſtates and their lives, and would follow the Colours, 
though they had liberty to depart; on the 25 of the 
fame Month, followed the Coronation of His Majeſty, 
which was accompanied with all thoſe Applauſes and 
Demonſtrations of Joy, that could proceed from a 
people of infiniteRiches, who weary of the Command 
of Strangers were conſequently ambitious of a King of 
their own Nation; It was performed with ail. manner 
of Grandure and Magnificence, the following Oath 


being 
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being adminiſtred to the King by the Archbiſhops of 
Lisbon and Braga; We ſwear and promiſe by the Grace of 
God, to Rule and Govern you well and juſtly, and to ad- 
minijier Fuſiice as far as humane frailty will permit, to 
maintain unto you your Cuſloms, Priviledges, and Liber- 
tzes granted unto you by the Kings own Predeceſſors , S0 
help 15 God, and this bis Holy Goſpel. This Oath being 
adminiſtred, the 3 Eſtates of the Clergy, Nobility, 
and Commons took the following Oath of Allegiance 
to His Majeſty, one for every one of the Eſtates, pro- 
nouncing theſe words : I ſwear by this Holy Goſpel of 
God, touching corporally with zwy hand, That T receive for 
our King and. Lawf:il Soveraign, the High and Mighty 
King Don John the Fourth our Soutraign, and do homage 
to him according to the uſe aud cuſtoms of his King dons. 
Theſe, and the other Ceremonies being ended, 
the King accompanied with all his Nobles, returned 
from the Theatre, where the Coronation was per- 
formed, to the Palace, where notwithitanding it was 
a very great rain, all the Grandees went bareheaded 3 
There wasa ſumptuous banquet prepared, but his Ma- 
jefty gave himſelf wholly to confulr of preparations 
for the War, and to ſhew the magnanimity of his 
mind, he only diſplaced two Officers ; That of the 
Proveditore of the Cuſtom- Houſe, becauſe he was Bro- 
ther in Law to the Secretary Vaſconcellss lately deſer- 
vedly flain, and that of the Count of Caſtazlie, who. 
was Preſident of rhe Tribznal or Caurt - of Conſcience, 
becauſe he was too much intereſted with the King of 
Spain ; As for the Isfavta Margarita late Vice-Queen, 
and the Marqueſs Della Pnella, Kinſman to Oltvarez, 
the Caſtle called Paſos de Angiobregas was afligned 
them, with Fourteen Thouſand Crowns a year for 
maintenance in that honourable Priſon. Shortly af- 
ter Lucia now Queen of Portugal, with her Son Prince 
Theodoſio arrived at Lisbon, who were received with 
all imaginable expreſſions of Joy, the Q. being ſoon 
after ſolemnly Crowned, and the Prince inſtalled. -

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But let us a little recolle&, how theſe AQtons were 
reſented im rhe SpaniÞ Court | Moſt mens minds there, 
were ſtruck with Conſternation, bur Count 0/ivare;

way of reward ; But however 0livares, ſeemed ro dif- 
iembie his Paſtion, it was believed that this News 
ſtruck deeper into him than any, The King of Spain 
upon the ficſt News of the Proclamation of K. Fohr, 
ſent a Letter to him to this purpoſe 3 Coxen and Dube,

Portugal returned An- 
fwer 3 My Coxen 5 My Kingdon deſiring its Natural King, 
and my Subjefts being eppreſſed with Taxes, and New Im- 
poſetions, have exeruted without Oppoſition that which they 
bad _ deſiened, t by giving me poſſeſſion of a Kingdom 
which appertains to me 3 wherefore if any will go about ts 
take it from me, I will ſeeb Fuſtice in my Arms, Goa pre- 
ſerve-your Majz(ty, 

Don John, the 4th. King of Portugal. 

And now King John to ſhew that the good of his 
Subjeas was his only care, called an Aſſembiy of the 3 
Ellates of the Kingdom, who® being convened, and 
the King ſeated in his Royal Throne, the Biſhop of 
Elvuas made a Speech.to them to the following pur- 
pole. That one of tbe firft Laws of Nature was the wit- 
ting 
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' ting men togtther, from whence Cities and Kino2doms had 
their Original, and.by which they aſter defended themſelves 
wn War, and maintaintd themſelves in Peace; That for this 
cauſe His Majel,y bad" called: this Aſſembly to conſult for 
the: bitter ſervice of God, defence in War, and Government 
7#n Peace 5 That there could be no ſervice of God without 
Union is Religion, no defence without Union amongſt men,

King that would govern them by known Laws ; That His 
Majefly aid not efttem theſe Tributes lawful which were paid 
with Tears 3 and therefore did jrom that preſent tabe off 
from has Subjefts all Taxes that had been impoſed by the 
Kingsof Spain, becauſe His Mapjeily was nit willing to 
Reign over their. goods, nor over their heads; nor over their 
priviledges, but: over theix hearts, hoping: that they would 
find out a ſweet expedient to deſend their Conntrey againift 
their Potent Enemy, who threatned to make them all ſlaves ;

The Biſhop having ended his Speech, the-moſt an- 
cient Officer of the Chamber of Lisþon ſtood up, and 
in the name of all the 3 Eſtates, who ſtood up like- 
wiſe, returned humble thanks ro His Majeſty for this 
gracious bounty, heartily profeſting, That they did not 
only offer up thtir Goods, but their Lives: to His Majeliies 
ſervice, earneFily jutreating him to diſpoſe of both as he pleaſe 
ed; And to manifpſt that -their Hearts and Mouths agreed 
in this free offer of- themlalves to His Majefty, they priſent- 
ly woted, that two Millions ſhould be 3mmediately raiſed by 
this Kingdom ; But the King wiſely and politickly de- 
clined the impoſing a Tax on his Subje&s, chooſing 
rather to accept of their Bezzvojence 3 which made 
every one ſtrive who ſhould offer moſt, ſa that nts

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cf the Two Millions, there was in ſhort time brough* 
into the Treaſury Four millions of Gold ; Nor was 
this Money intended by them, nor imployed to any 
other uſe, than to maintain the Granazza, and Splen- 
dor of the K. and Kingdom, there being no need of 
Money for the payment of Souldiers, every one of- 
fering to ſerve freely, and at their own charge, againſt 
their vowed enemies the Spaniard. 

Thus was this Kingdom .utterly loft to the Spanih 
Monarchy ; King Alphonſo the 6th. (lately removed 
from the Government ) and his Brother Dox Pexro 


now Reigning, and hkewiſe her Najeſty of England, 


Q. Katherine, being the Suns and Daughter of this 
King Fohn, in which Family the Government is like 
ſtill ro continue, and never to revert back to the 
Spaniard, who loſt ar this time not only Portugal, but 
with it all they enjoyed: by that Kingdom in the Eaft- 
Indies, the Tercera Iſlands, and other Iſlands in the 
Atlantick Sea, the Kingdom of - Algarve Braxile, with 
all they had in Africa, except the Town of Centz

104. Theremarkahle' revolutions it the Empire of 
China, and the intire Conqueſt thereof- by the Tar= 
tars happened 1n the ſame year ' 1649 3 As if fome' fa- 
tal influence had inclined moſt Nations -ro changes 
and diſtra&ions at that time. Ir cannot therefore be 
unpleaſant to give a brief account thereof; The In- 
habvitants of China enjoyed all the pleaſures of peace 
under the Government -of their laſt Emperour, who 
was the moſt abſolute Monarch that every ruled thoſe 
vaſt Territories; when in -the year 1640. a year 'fa- 
tal to' ſeveral States , 'thofe 'Clouds 'began to gather, 
which ſhortly after produced ſuch a-ftorm as ruined 
the whole Empire; The name of the preſent Empe- 
rour was Zunchin, a deceitful, and unfortunate name, 
for in the Chineſe Language, it ſignifies ſucceſsful omen, 
or Soveraign Dominion, but chow falſe a A * 
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this was appeated quickly; This Emperor was of a 
moſt courteous and good diſpoſition, and certainly 
his SubjeRs, who enjoy'd great plenty, and all the ad- 
vantages of peace lived truly happy under ſo excellent 
a Prince; Burt it 1s not ſufficient for a Prince to be 
Good, and to govern mildly and peaceably, unleſs he 
likewiſe rakes care not to have 111 Officers, who make 
uſe of their credit under him, to gracifie their private 
Paſſions, and to extend their Ambition beyond all 
Bounds and Limits; yet ſome Authors have branded 
him for Covetouſneſs, and that after a great Famine 
which happened in the Northern Provinces, occaſioned 
by an unheard of number of Locufts, he impoſed up- 
on his Subjes as high Taxes, as they paid formerly 1n 


- fruitful flouriſhing times, the former Money being all 


miſpent, and the Souldiers not paid; Whereupon the 
number of the Mutineers daily increaſed, who enriched 
themſelves by Plunder and Rzpine. For as Semedo 1n 
his Hiftory of China intimates, Rebellion 7s the ſua! Effet 
of Extortion and Tyranny, «ſpecially where the Prince would 
have more from the people than thiy are able to give, And 
therefore Theopompus (ſaith he) King of the Lacedes 
monians, when his Wife told him, that becauſe he had eaſed 
the people of many Taxis, be would leave his Son a poover 
Kingdom, than he rectived from his Father , anſwered, 
Relinqao ſed diuturninus, that is, I ſhall leave him a more 
laſting Kingdom. Happy had ir been for Zunchin Em- 
peror of China had he been of Theopompus his mind. 
But (faith my Author) though I find him charged 
with Covetouſneſs, yet I am not very apt to ſuſpe& 
him ſo guilty of that Vice, as of another uſually more 
fatal ro Princes, which is a facile Nature, eafje to be 
wrought upon by others, and too inclinable to favour 
and indulge, themſelves, and not willing to undergo 
the weight of Aﬀairs ; From whence it was,that though 
under the Reign of his Brother Thiznbing , who pre- 
ceded him in the Imperial Throne, Zunchin ſo oppo- 
ſed his darling Favorite the Eunuch Gi , and all 
the Eunuchs his Partifans, that at laſt he joveng 
wit 
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with his brother to baniſh them all his Court, to the 
* great Satisfaction of the whole Empire, and when his 
Brother dying withour Iflue the Imperial Crown fell to 
him, at his firſt raking poſſeſſion rhereof, he ſo per- 
ſecuted the Eunuchs who by abuſe of their Authority 
under his Brother had made themſelves abhorred by 
' the whole Nation, that Gy in deſpair poyſoned him- 
ſelf; yet at laſt this very Emperor ſuffered himſelf, 
by the crafty inſinuation of ſome about him,  contra- 
ry to his own Judgment, to be prevailed with to recal 
thoſe inſolent Extortioners, and moſt imprudently 
made his incenſed Enemies, his reconciled Confidents. 
And intruſts them with the fole Management of 
all Aﬀairs, who now conceal their malice againſt him, 
but forgot not to Study revenge. 3 and being backed 
with his Authority, by their Extortion they grind the 
face of the people, enrich themſelves, render their 
Maſter odious to his SubjeRs, 'endeavour by afl Arts 
to defraud him, keep back his Souldiers pay and Pro- 
viſion, thereby to occaſion Murtinies 3 hold correſpon-

ger that Threatned both him and. his Empire, and at

Tr was in the year.1540 when two Rebels at the 
ſame time revolted againſt their Lawful Soveraign,one 
of them was called Ly, or Licngz, the other Cham or 
Changien, and though they were but private Subjeas 
of the Emperor of China, and Perſons of no Confidera- 
tion either by their Quality or Birth, yer they. both 
equally aſpired to the Supream Dominion 3 And hav- 
Ing drawn to them great mimbers of the choiceſt Soul- 
diers in the Empire, they began to make- incurſions 
upon the Northern' Provinces which border upon Tay- 
tary; The Emperour in'the mean time did not take 
ſufficient care to ſtifle this Revolt ; In all hkelihood 
the Complaints and Informations of thoſe Command- 
ers who guarded the Frontiers never centred the you 
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ſo faras toreach the Emperors Ears; the Miniſters of 
Srare, and Officers of rhe Court ſtopped the paſlage, 

having aJready ſold the-Empire and their Maſter, by 

abuſing his mild Diſpoſition; the ſaying of Diocl?ſi- 

an 1s but too true, That thougs a Prance be good, priu- 

det, ebſeruant, careful, and Vigilant, yet he cannot pre- 

vert Treachery, if theje who are in imployment under Him, 
and woo ought toſerve and adviſe him Faithfully, do contrari- 
wiſe combine together to ſurprize bum, and mabe ill »ſe of his 
Aithorityz Either ths Aoility and Fidelity of the Counſellors 
mt ſtrike a Terror into Rebels,or they will ſoon make theme 
feives a Terror both to the Prince, and his Counſetiors, The 

wo chiefeſt of rhis Rebellion rook ſuch advanrage by 

this pernicious Negligence, that thoſe Counſels which 
if at firſt executed would with great facility have put 

an end to theſe Troubles, became now both unfir, and 
impoſlt5le to he put in Execution ; In a ſhort time they 
gained themſelves the Renown of Great arid moſt Va- 

lint Commanders, and by this advantage they quick- 

ly had Forces enough, not only to defend themſelves, _ 
but to enlarge their Conqueſts, their Confederates in- 
creating daily ſo that by force of Arms they made them- 
ſclves Maſters of Five Provinces.

Burt judging from the advantage he had received from 
Chan's Confederacy with him at the beginning, how 
great an obſtacle ſo powerful a Competicor m'ght be 
to him 1n procets of time.he did in all hkelihocd make 
him away either by ſecret Treachery or open Vio:ence, 
ſome Hiſtorians affirming he was cur off by a Party ſent 
againſt him by Ly, or Lincungs, who having now ro 
Comperitor that could aſpire to the Soveraiguty,began 
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ro noiſe abroad his vaſt FrojeRs., and ſettle himſe!f 
-1n the capital City of the Province Xen, called -Siz- 
ga:ſuzſ:, He cauſed himfelf to be Crowned,and took up- 
on him the Title of Emperor of China, kept anTmperial 
Court, and aRed like a Sovereign Prince, threatning 
in (hort time ro make himſclf Maſter of rhe Emperors 
Court and to joyn Peguin which 1 the chief, to the five 
other Provinces 3; it 1s not certainly known what was 
the firit riſe of theſe 2 Ufurpers, only it is famed that 
they were both Generals in the Emperor of China's Ar- 
mites, who perceiving themſelves nor Souldiers to be 
ncither regarded, nor recompenced for their Services, 
but to he ill ufed by the Miniſters of State, they re- 
voited againft their Ring, and conſpired together to 
be cheir own;Pay-maſters ; reſolving to make the Gran- 
decs of the Court underſtand, That thoſe who ſerve their 
Prince in his Armies ave without Compariſon bitter capacita-

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Capital City of the Empire, fully determining to ſtrike 
oft the Empcrors head, 2nd to place the Crown on his 
own; By this eminent eRxrloit he knew he ſFouid poſe 
tes himlelf of the Kings Treaſureaviich would highly 
ſirenprhen his party, asd betides cut off all power 
rom any of the Royal Family to raiſe any Forces, cr 
ro head any whoihould yet have any (parks of Loyalty 
3n their Breaſt, To execute this grand Attempr, he 
muſt mk. hium'elf Maftcr of the prear City of Pequin, 
v-here allthe Courr refided 3 Bur he could not hope 
Lo ds this by open Force, and therefore reſolves to do 
It by Stratapem, and fo to furprize the Town, thar 
rhe Thunacciap ſhould be felt before the noſe was 
heard. By this ſudden ſurprize, he would not leave 
the Emveror tme to prepare either for his defcrce or 
Hligtr; Othervite jt would have bcen very difiicult for 
Ly with all his Force he covld have raifed; to have fo 
fuddenly reduced this great Cityz For befides the vaſt 
Fxicnt of Prquin, jt was very well fortificd , and in 
rime of Peace was guarded with 8:c00 of the Emperors 
- beſt Souldiers; The Imperial Palace aicne 1s above two 
Milcs round, and defended with 2 or 3 Walls, Dirtches 
and Bulwarks, which are al diſtin& f-om each other 
and very ſtrongly guarded. Ly foreſaw all rhefe dif- 
ficulties, and tnerefore he had alrcady by Preſents and 
fair promiſes bribed feveral of the Grandecs of the 
Court and Council, whereby he found it nat difficult 
ro-engage them 1n his intereſts. Aftrange thing, thar 
when there was not one perſon of the common pecpie 
cither in City or Court, who cculd ke drawn tnro this 
Treaſon, yer ſeveral of the Magiſtrates and Qificers of 
the Court made themſelves a dereſtable Example, by 
entring into a conſpiracy againſt the State , and the 
.-perſon of their Prince; The chicf of the conſpirators

counterfeit Merchants were never ſuſpected to be great 
Commandcrs, and their Apprentices and Servants 
choice Souldiers; Bur ir concerned them to mind 
their Trade, for upon that depended the purchaſe 
of the greateſt Empire in the world, which was put 
to ſale by thoſe who were moſt of all obliged to pre- 
ſerve and defend it; When the bargain was thus made 
and earneſt murually given, thoſe of the City and. 
Court, who kept Intelligence with the Tyrant, failed 
not upon ſeveral pretences to lefſer the Guards, and 
ro weaken as much as poſlible the ſtrength of rhe 
place; And on a ſudden Ly appeared, and found the 
Gates of the Town o-en, and his men viftorious in. 
the Conqueſt of this great City 3 the Inhabitants 
bzing fo aſtoniſhed , that before they could refiſt, 
they found themſelves under the power of theic enc- 
mies ; The Emperor Zunch:z did not perceive the de-

for now he knew that the rage of his Enemies would 
not only take from him by violence his Empire and 
Crown, but his hfe alſo; and then roo lare perceived 
the deiign of thoſe 11] Counceliors, who adviſed him 
not to raiſe Forces, nor ſend Money nor Recruits 
to thole Commanders, who- guarded the Frontiers ; 
He now poor Prince , ſaw himſelf befieged in his 
own Palace, and was fully convinced he vas betray- 
ed; and therefore rhoughr of nothing bur to depart
